(4) Any animal so kept as to be a nuisance or injurious 
or dangerous to health or molesting to neighbours 
by causing discomfort or inconvenience, and any 
animal suffering from any noxious or contagious 
discase ; 


(5) Any accumulation or deposit of rubbish of any kind 
whatever, and any decaying animal or vegetable 
matter whether in the form of rubbish, refuse, 
manure, decaying or tainted food, or in any other 
form whatever ; 


(6) Any accumulation of stones, lumber or other 
substance capable of breeding or harbouring rats ; 


(7) Any growth of weeds, long grass, mpanyi, banana, 
pineapple, undergrowth, hedge, bush or vegetation 
of any kind which may be a nuisance or injurious 
or dangerous to health, and any vegetable that of 
itself is dangerous to children or others either by 4 
its effluvia or through its leaves, seeds, fruits or any 
part of it being eaten ;

IX. (i) On the receipt of any information respecting the 
existence of a nuisance liabie to be dealt with summarily under 
these rules, the Township Authority shall, if satisfied of the 
existence of a nuisance, serve a notice on the person by whose 
act, default, or sutferance the nuisance arises or continues, or, 
if such person cannot be found, on the occupier or owner of 
the premises on which the nuisance arises, requiring him to 
abate the same within the time specified in the notice, and to 
execute such works and do such things as may be necessary 
for that purpose, and, if the ‘Township Authority think it 
desirable, specifying any works to be executed. 


Q) The Township Authority may also by the same 
or another notice served on such occupier, owner, or person 
require him to do what is necessary for preventing the

(b) Where the person causing the nuisance cannot 
be found, and it is clear that the nuisance docs not arise 
by the act, default or sufferance cf theoceupier or owner 
of the premises, the Township Authority may itself abate 
the same and may do what is necessary to prevent the 
recurrence thereof ; 

(c) Where the abatement of the nuisance is a matter 
of extreme urgency, the Township Authority may itself 
abate the same and may do what is necessary to prevent 
the reenrrence thereof ; 


(2) Where the Township Authority is satisfied that 
any building or premises or part of a building or premises 
is so overcrowded as to be injurious or dangerous to the 
health of the inhabitants thereof ovhether or not 
members of the same family) or of the neighbourhood, 
it shall take proceedings under this section for the 
abatement of such nuisence. 


(4) Where a notice has been served on a person under 
this rule, and either— 


(a) The nuisance arose from the wilful act. or

(b) Such person makes default in complying with

he shall be liable toa fine not exceeding one hundred and 
fifty rupees for each offence, whether any such nuisance 
order as in these rules mentioned is or is not made upon 
him. 


X. (1) If either :— 


(a) The person on whom a notice to abate a 
nuisance has been scrved as aforesaid makes default 
in complying with anv of the requisitions thereof 
within the time specified; or, 


(b) The nuisance, although abated since the service 
of notice, is, in the opinion of the Township Authority, 
likely to recur on the same premises, 


the Township Authority shall make a complaint, and the 
Court hearing the + complaint, may make on such person 
asunumary order, (in these rules referred to as a nuisance 
order.) 


(2) A nuisance order may be an abatement order, a 
prohibition order, or a closing order, or a combination of such 
orders. 
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(3) An abatement order may require a person to comply 
with any of the requisitions of the notice, or otherwise to abate 
the nuisance within a time specified in such order. 


(4) A prohibition order may prohibit the recurrence of 
a nuisance. 


(5) An abatement order or prohibition order shall, if 
the person on whoin the order is made so requires, or the 
Court considers it desirable, specify the work to be executed 
by such person for the purpose of abating or preventing the 
recurrence cf the nuisance. 


(6) A closing order may prohibit a building or premises 
fron being used for human habitation, or may limit the 
number of persons for whom a building or premises may be 
used as a habitation. 


(7) A closing order shall only be made where it is proved 
to the satisfaction of the Court that, by reason of a nuisance 
or of its insecurity or liability to fall down in whole or in part, 
a building or premises is unfit for human habitation or for the 
habitation of more than a specified number of persons, and, if 
such proof is given, the Court shall make a closing order. 


(8) The Court, when satisfied that the building or premises 
has been rendered fit for human habitation or for the 
habitation of a greater number of persons, may declare that 
it is so satisfied and cancel or vary the closing order. ; 


(9) Ifa person fails to comply with the provisions of a 
nuisance order with respect to the abatement of a nuisance, he 
shall, unless he satisfies the Court that he has used all due 
diligence to carry out such order, be liable to a fine not 
exceeding fifteen rupecs a day during his default; and if a 
person knowingly and wilfully acts contrary to a prohibition 
or closing order he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
thirty rupees a day ducing such contrary action; moreover, 
the Township Authority may enter the premises to which a 
nuisance order relates, and abate or remove the nuisance, and 
do whatever may be necessary in execution of such order.

Numbering of (q) cause the buildings or premises in any street to be marked 
Rouse: with numbers at the expense of the owners or occupiers 
thereof or otherwise as it shall think fit and recover the cost 
thereof from such owners or occupiers or (b) require the owner 
or occupier of any house or premises to mark such house or 

premises with such number as it may direct. 


(2) When any house or premises has been marked with 
anumber which has become defaced or obliterated, the 
Township Authority may require the owner or occupier 
thereof to renew such mark. 
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XXXVI. The Township Authority may require the 
occupier or owner of any premises to deposit all accumulations 
of dust, refuse, garbage, decaying animal or vegetable matter 
or other noxious matter in such receptacle or place as it 
may think fit. 


XXXVII. (1) Save in accordance with the requirements of 
the Township Authority, no person shall throw or deposit or 
cause to be thrown or deposited in or upon any street or 
other public place any accumulation of dust, refuse, garbage, 
decaying animal or vegetable matter or other noxious matter. 


(2) Any such accumulation being immediately in front of 
any house shall be prima facie evidence that the same has been 
there thrown or deposited by the occupier of such house. 


XXXVIII. Every person within whose premises any 
horse, cattle, sheep, goat, or pig may die shall, within four 
hours after its death, or if the death occurs at night, within 
four hours after daylight, remove and bury the carcase. 


XXXIX. No person shall throw or deposit, or cause to be 
deposited, any corpse or carcase upon any street or into any 
drain, lake, river, or water-course, or on the banks of any lake, 
river, or water-course. 


XL. No person shall carry a corpse through any street 
unless it be decently covered and concealed from public view. 
‘ 


XLI. Allsites within the township shall be kept free 
from holes and excavations, and clear of stones, rubbish and 
rank vegetation. 


XLII. No person shall make any hole or excavation 
within the limits of the township, or remove any clay, stone, 
or earth from the Crown Lands within the township, except 
with the written permit of the Township Authority, provided 
always that the Township Authority may grant such permit 
upon such conditions with regard to the fencing, lighting, filling 
up, or otherwise making secure such hole or excavation, and 
with regard to the health and welfare of the township and its 
inhabitants, as it may think fit. 


XLIII. The occupier, or, if there is no occupier, the 
owner of any plot or parcel of land shall erect such fences 
round and upon such plot or parcei as may be required by the 
Township Authority and maintain such fences in good repair 
to the satisfaction of the Township Authority. If such 
occupier or owner shall make default in commencing to 
make or repair any such fence after fourteen days’ notice 
in that behalf from the Township Authority, or shall not 
complete any such fence or the repairs thereof with as little 
delay as the nature of the work admits, every such offender 
shall incur a fine not exceeding ten rupees, and a daily penalty 
not exceeding two rupees. 


XLIV. (1) No person shall divide either wholly or in part 
any plot by the erection of a fence or wall or in any other manner, 
without the written permission of the Township Authority. 


(2) Any such fence or wall so erected shall be of such 
height and material, and erected in such manner as shall be 
approved by the Township Authority and not otherwise. 


(3) Any person erecting any such fence or wall in con- 
travention of these rules shall, in addition to any other penalty 
to which he may be liable, be liable to be ordered forthwith to 
remove the same; and if he fail to remove the same when so 
ordered, the Township Authority may itself remove the same 
and recover the expenses thereby incurred from such person. 
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XLV. No person shall use barbed wire as part of any 
fence abutting on any street or public place. 


WATER. 


XLVI. (1) No person shall, by an act or default, cause or 
suffer to be brought or to flow into any well, stream, tank, 
reservoir, aqueduct, pond or place used or intended for supply- 
ing water to man or beast, or into any conduit communicating 
therewith, any substance, or do any act, whereby the water in 
or which may enter such well, stream, tank, reservoir, 
aqueduct, pond or place is fouled or obstructed. 


(2) In addition to the penalty incurred for an offence 
against this rule, any person who continues the offence after 
notice served on him by the Township Authority in relation 
thereto shall be liable to a fine of thirty rupees for every day 
of such continuance. 


UNSOUND FOOD. 


XLVI. The Township Authority may at all reasonable 
hours inspect and examine any animal, carcase, meat, poultry, 
game, fish, fruit, vegetables, corn, bread, flour, and other 
provisions exposed for sale or deposited in any place for the 
purpose of sale or of preparation for sale, and intended for the 
food of man, the proof that the same was not exposed or 
deposited for any such purpose or was not intended for the 
food of man resting with the party charged; and if any such 
animal, carcase, meat, poultry, game, fish, fruit, vegetables, 
corn, bread, flour, or other provisions appear to the Township 
Authority to be diseased or unsound or unwholesome, or unfit 
for the food of man, the Township Authority may condemn the 
same and otder it to be destroyed or so disposed of as to 
prevent it from being so exposed for sale, or used for the 
food of man; and the person to whom it belongs or did belong 
at the time of exposure for sale, or in whose possession or 
premises the same was found, shall, be liable toa fine not 
exceeding seventy-five rupees for every article condemned. 


Provided always that any person considering himself to be 
aggrieved by any act done under this section may apply to a 
Court of competent jurisdiction for a summons calling upon 
the Township Authority to shew cause why compensation 
should not be paid to such person for such act, and upon the 
hearing of the said summons the Court may make such order, 
including an order as to costs as to it may seem just. 


‘ MARKETS. 
XLVIII. Public markets may be established by the 
District Commissioner in any township on a site and in accor- 
dance with a plan approved by the Township Authority ; and 
when such market is established, no fresh meat, fresh fish, 
poultry or vegetables shall be hawked, sold, or exposed for sale 
within the limits of any township except within such market, 
or with the special permission of the District Commissioner. 


XLIX. A Market Master may be appointed for any

duties and have the powers hereinafter assigned to him and 
generally manage the market, subject to the directions of the 
District Commissioner. 


L. Markets shall be opened for the sale of goods at such 
times as the District Commissioner shall appoint. 


LI. (1) No person shall smoke in the market. 
(2) No person shall spit in the market. 


LII. No goods shall be hawked about the market. 
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LITI. (1) No articles shall be exposed for sale on the 

pores or over any drain within the market; and no board, 

ox, basket, or other article shall be left in, upon, or across 
any such drain or pathway. 

(2) No fire or cooking shall be allowed within a 

market except in places provided or permitted by the District 
Commissioner for the same. 


LIV. No vendor shall expose for sale in the market any 
unwholesome meat or fish or decomposed vegetable matter. 
The Market Master shall seize any such, or that he may 
consider to be such, and shall report such seizure to the 
Township Authority for action under rule forty-seven hereof. 


LV. (1) No person shall remain in the market at night. 
(2) No person shall be allowed to lounge or sleep in the 
market by day. ’ 


LVI. All goods shall be removed froin the stalls at 2 p.m. 
on Saturday in every week, and the whole of the market be 
thoroughly cleaned to the satisfaction of the Township Authority 
or person appointed by it to inspect the same. 


LVU. The Market Master shall be responsible for the 
cleanliness of the market, and shall see that each vendor 
collects his refuse in baskets or other receptacles which can be 
emptied, and it shall be the duty of every stall-holder to remove 
all rubbish within twenty-four hours from the time of deposit. 


LVIII. Every stall-holder shall register his name in a 
book to be kept by the Township Authority. 


LIX. A notification, in English, Luganda, Kiswahili and 
any other language that the Township Authority shall deem 
proper, of the charges leviable within the market shall be 
posted up in each market. 


LX. (1) The Market Master may prevent any person 
from entering the market if he has reason to suppose such 
person is suffering from a contagious or infectious disease. 

(2) The District Commissioner may expel from any 
market any person who has been convicted of disobeying any 
of these rules, and may prevent such person from further 
carrying on any business in such market, or occupying any 
stall or stand therein. 


CEMETERIES. 


LXI. No corpse shall be buried, ‘burnt, or otherwise 
disposed of except in the places set aside for that purpose. 


BUILDINGS (Genera.). 


LXII. (1) No person shall begin to erect any 
building until he has made an application to the Township 
Authority upon the printed form to be obtained from the 
Township Authority and has furnished the Township Authority 
(a) in the case of buildings to which rules ninety to one 
hundred and thirteen hereof apply, with the drawings 
and other documents required by rule ninety hereof or 
(b) in the case of other buildings, with such drawings or 
other documents as the Township Authority may require 
and has obtained from the Township Authority a written permit 
to erect the building; provided that if within thirty days after 
receipt of the said application and other documents the 
Township Authority does not intimate in writing to the person 
who has made the said application its disapproval of the 
building which the said person proposes to erect, the said 
erson shall give » further four days notice in writing to the 
Rowisbip Authority and if at the end of that time he shall have 
received no reply, he may at any time within one year from 
the date of the delivery of the notice to the Township Authority 
proceed with the erection of the said buildmg as described in 
the notice or in any of the documents aforesaid, but not so as 
to contravene any of the provisions of these rules or any 
amendments thereof for the time being in force. 
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(2) No permit under this rule shall be issued until all 
drawings furnished by the applicant have been signed, as 
approved, upon each sheet by every member of the Township 
Authority. 


LXIII. If the Township Authority disapproves of the 
erection of any building for which application has been duly made 
as aforesaid, or of any portion or detail thereof, by reason that 
the same will contravene some provision of these rules, it may at 
any time within thirty-four days of the receipt of the application, 
by written notice intimate to the person who made the appli- 
cation its said disapproval and the reason for the same, and 
prescribe terms subject to which the necessary permit will be 
granted. 


LXIV. (1) On obtaining the necessary permit the 
person who made the appl:cation may proceed to erect the 
said building, subject to the terms prescribed as aforesaid, but 
not otherwise, at any time within one year from the date of 
the receipt by him of the said permit in that behalf, but not 
so as to contravene any of the provisions of these rules. 


(2) Every permit issued under rule sixty-two hereof 
shall expire within one year from the date of issue thereof. 


LXV. After obtaining the necessary permit the person 
who made the application shall not begin to erect the building 
until he has notified the Township Authority in writing of the 
date on which he intends so to begin. 


LXVI. The Township Authority shall have power to 
inspect any building in course of erection or on completion, 
and if any portion or detail thereof shall be in contravention 
of these rules may by a written notice’ require the person 
erecting the said building to make, within a time to be speci- 
fied in the said notice, such alterations as may be necessary to 
comply with these rules. 


LXVII. On receipt of a notice as mentioned in the 
last preceding rule, the person on whom it is served shall make 
such alterations as may be required and on completion thereof 
shall notify the Township Authority in writing in that behalf. 


LXVIII. Every person who has completed the erection 
of a building in accordance with these rules shall forthwith 
notify the Township Authority in writing of the date of such 
completion. : 


LXIX. If any person erects or begins to erect any 
building without having obtained the permit required by these 
rules or in the erection of any building contravenes any of the 
provisions of these rules or fails to comply with any notice 
served upon him in pursuance of rule sixty-six hereof, the Town- 
ship Authority may, by a written notice, require such person to 
demolish and remove such building or any part thereof or to 
make such alteration in such building as it may prescribe within 
atime to be specified in the said notice, and in the same or 
another notice may notify such person that if such requirement 
is not complied with within the time specified the Township 
Authority will itself enter upon the premises and carry out 
such demolition, removal or alteration; and if such require- 
ment is not complied with the Township Authority may act in 
accordance with the terms of such notice and may recover all 
costs and expenses incurred by it in that behalf from the 
person who has failed to comply with such requirement; 
provided that any person on whom such notice is served may, 
prior to the expiration of the time therein specified apply to 
any Magistrate for a summons calling upon the Township 
Authority to shew cause why the said notice should not be 
rescinded or varied, and upon the hearing of the said summons 
the Magistrate may confirm, rescind or vary the said notice 
and make such order as to costs as to him may seem just. 
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LXX. (1) Wherever any building or part thereof appears Removal of 
to the Township Authority to be ruinous or so dilapidated auispidaved 
or in such a state as to have become and to be unfit for use or 
occupation or to be, from neglect or otherwise, in a structural 
condition prejudicial to the property in or the inhabitants of the 
neighbourhood or the public health, the Township Authority 
may by a written notice require the owner or, if the owner 
is not in the Protectorate or cannot be found, the occupier to 
demolish and remove such building or any part thereof or to 
carry out such repairs or alterations thereto as it may 
prescribe within a time to be specified in the said notice, 
and in the same or another notice may notify such person 
that if such requirement is not complied with the Township 
Authority will itself enter upon the premises and carry out 
such demolition, removal, alterations or repairs; and if such 
requirement is not complied with the Township Authority may 
act in accordance with the terms of such notice and may 
recover all costs and expenses incurred by it in that behalf 
from the person who hus failed to comply with such require- 
ment; provided that any person on whom such notice is served 
may, prior to the expiration of the time therein specified, apply 
to any Magistrate for a summons calling upon the Township 
Authority to shew cause why the said notice should not be 
rescinded or varied, and upon the hearing of the said summons 
the Magistrate may confirm, rescind or vary the said notice 
and make such order as to costs as to him may seem just. 


(2) When any notice under this section is served the 
Township Authority may, eitherin thesame or a separate notice, 
prohibit the use of the building for any specified purpose. and 
any person acting in contravention of such prohibition shall 
be guilty of a separate offence in respect of each day on which 
he contravenes the prohibition. 


LXXI. When the removal of any wall or other partition Removal of 
or part thereof is, in the opinion of the Township Authority, undeeitenle 
desirable to prevent the obstruction of ventilation or light or Pt" 
in the interests of health or for any other reason, the Township 
Authority may by a written notice require the owner, or if the 
owner is not in the Protectorate or cannot be found, the 
occupier, to demolish and remove such wall or other partition 
or any part thereof within a time to be specified in the said 
notice, and in the same or another notice may notify such 
person that if such requirement is not complied with the 
Township Authority will itself enter upon the premises and 
carry out such demolition or removal ; and if such requirement 
is not complied with the Township Authority may act in 
accordance with the terms of such notice and may recover all 
costs and expenses incurred by it in that behalf from the person 
who has failed to comply with such requirement; provided 
that any person on whom such notice is served may, prior to 
the expiration of the time therein specified, apply to any 
Magistrate for a summons calling upon the Township Authority 
to shew cause why the said notice should not be rescinded or 
varied, and upon the hearing of the said summons the Magis- 
trate may confirm, rescind or vary the said notice and make 
such order as to costs as to him may seem just. 


LXXII. The Township Authority may, by a written Compulsory 
notice, require the owner or, if the owner is not in the Protec- slterations 
torate or cannot be found, the occupier of any building or part talatnee’ 
thereof to carry out, within a time specified in the said notice, 
any such alterations, additions or repairs to the said building 
or part thereof as the Township Authority may deem necessary 
in the interests of public health or in order to render such 
building or part thereof fit for the purpose for which it is 
intended to be used, and, in the same or another notice may 
notify such person that if such requirement is not complied 
with the ‘Township Authority will itself enter upon the 
premises and carry out such alterations, additions or repairs; 
and if such requirement is not complied with the Township 
Authority may act in accordance with the terms of such notice 
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and may recover all costs and expenses incurred by it in that 
behalf from the person who has failed to comply with such 
requirement; provided that any person on whom such notice 
is served may, prior to the expiration of the time therein 
specified apply to any Magistrate for a summons calling upon 
the Township Authority to shew cause why the said notice 
should not be rescinded or varied, and upon the hearing of the 
saidsummons the Magistrate may confirm, rescind or vary the said 
notice and make such order as to costs as to him may seem just. 


LXXIII. Wherever it appears to the Township Authority 
that the immediate destruction of any building is necessary or 
desirable for the purpose of preventing the spread of 
disease, the Township Authority may apply to any Magistrate 
for an Order authorizing such destruction and if the Magis- 
trate is satisfied that such destruction is necessary or desirable 
for the said purpose he shall make such Order and direct the 
payment of such compensation (if any) as to him may seem 
just ; provided that if the delay necessitated by making such 
application would involve danger of the spread of disease, the 
Township Authority may effect such destruction without first 
obtaining the Order aforesaid, but in such case the Township 
Authority shall apply, as soon as possible, to a Magistrate for 
an Order as to the payment (or otherwise) of compensation. 


LXXIV. All scaffolds used in the erection of any 
building or the execution of any work shall be sufficiently 
strong and free from danger to the satisfaction of the Township 
Authority. No scaffold or hoarding may be erected on a public 
street without the permission of the Township Authority, and 
the Township Authority may prohibit and stop the erection, use 
or employment of any scaffolding, staging, shoring, crane or 
other apparatus which in its opinion is dangerous or likely to 
cause damage. 


LXXV. The Township Authority may grant the use 
for such time as it think fit of a part of a street in connection 
with the erection, alteration, repair or demolition of any build- 
ing and may require that such part of a street be enclosed 
with a barricade or hoarding to its satisfaction. Such hoarding 
or barricade must be properly lighted by red lamps from 
sunset to sunrise. 


LXXVI. No water pipes, gas pipes or electrical conduits 
shall be laid and no posts to carry lamps, electrical cables or wires 
or the like shall be erected without a written permit from the 
Township Authority. All such pipes or conduits shall be laid, 
and all such posts or wires shall be erected in such positions 
as the Township Authority shall approve. 


LXXVII. Any damage done to any street by orinconnec- | 
tion with the laying, altering, maintaining or removing of pipes, 
electric conduits, cables, or wires, and the like, or the erection 
or removal of hoardings or barricades, or otherwise shall be 
made good by the person carrying out such operations, or may 
at the option of the Township Authority be made good by it and 
the expense incurred thereby recovered from such person. 


LXXVIII. The portion of any plot covered by buildings 
shali in no case exceed one-half of the area of such plot, or 
such sinaller proportion as the Township Authority may in 
any particular case require; provided that the Township 
Authority may permit two-thirds of the area of any plot to be 
covered by buildings, if none of such buildings is used orintended 
for use as a dwelling house. 


LXXIX. No building which abuts on a street shall, 
without the special sanction in writing of the Township Authority 
be built so that any portion of it projects above an imaginary 
line drawn towards it at a vertical angle of 45° from the 
opposite side of such street. 
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LXXX. (1) All buildings shall conform to the alignment 
fixed by the Township Authority, and shall be in accordance 
with the general plan of the township. 


(2) No building shall exceed forty feet in depth from 
back to front without the special sanction of the Township 
Authority. 

(3) The Township Authority may refuse a permit fora 
building more than fifty feet in length. 


LXXXI. No part of, or fixture attached to, any building 
abutting on a street shall overhang or project into such street ; 
provided that the Township Authority may permit on such 
terms as in each case it may think fit :-— 


(a) The owner or occupier of any building abutting on 
a street to erect or put up a balcony, verandah, 
sunshade, weather-frame or other such structure 
projecting from any upper storey over any street or 
portion thereof; and 


(6) the owner of a building or plot to build an arcade 
over the portion of the street or footpath adjoining 
such building or plot. Every such arcade (1) shall 
be specially approved by the Township Authority 
and full drawings shall be submitted for its approval, 
and (2) shall be built of burnt brick, stone, concrete 
or other durable material for the first storey and 
shall not contain wood work. 


LXXXII. (1) Huts and sheds, or ranges or blocks of huts 
or sheds, whether the same are to be used as dwellings or stores, 
or for any other purpose, shall be built, if the Township 
Authority thinks fit so to require, so that they may stand in 
regular lines, with a free passage or way in front of and between 
every two lines, of such width as the Township Authority thinks 
proper for ventilation and for facilitating scavenging, safety 
against spread of fire, means of drainage and the general con- 
venience of the public. 


(2) No native location shall be laid out before plans 
thereof (including plans of the type of hut or other building 
intended to be erected) have been submitted to the Township 
Authority and its written approval thereof obtained. 

(8) The huts or other buildings in a native location 
shall be built in regular jines and there shall be a space of at 
least ten feet from eave to eave between each hut or other 

* building ; and sufficient latrine accommodation must be provided 
to the satisfaction of the Township Authority. 


(4) Every road or pathway in a native location shall be 
at least twenty feet in width. 


LXXXIII. (1) The Township Authority may require the 
owner of any plot to make adequate provision (to the satisfac- 
tion of the Township Authority) for carrying off rain-water, 
surface-water or sewage from the plot or from any building 
thereon and for this purpose the Township Authority may 
require such owner to make such connection with the main 
drainage system of the township as it may think fit or may 
itself make such connection and recover the cost thereof from 
such owner. . 


(2) Subject to any such requirement all waste-water 
pipes shall be carried through an external wall and for a 
distance of at least ten feet beyond such wall and discharge 
over an area of land properly prepared for the purpose, or 
into a “percolation pit” or ‘ waste-water pit” as may 
be ordered by the Township Authority. All joints and 
connections of pipes must be properly made and the portion of 
the pipe outside the external wall must be suitably ventilated. 
An open masonry channel may be substituted for the 
portion of the pipe beyond the external wall provided such 
channel is lined with a smooth impervious material and laid 
to a sufficient gradient. 
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LXXXIV. All sinks, baths and other water fittings shall 
be trapped, and the trap shall have a water seal of at least one- 
and-a-half inches. Each trap shall be fitted with a trap screw 
at the side or bottom for cleansing. ; : 


LXXXV._ Percolation pits shall be pits of a size approved 
by the Township Authority and shall be filled with brick or 
stone broken to pass through a four inch ring, and arranged so 
that the waste water is properly distributed throughout the 
pit. No percolation pit shall be permitted near to any well. 
Proper ventilation must be provided. 


LXXXVI. Waste-water pits shall not be less than two feet 
six inches square and shall be constructed with a cement 
concrete bottom at least nine inches thick and walls of brick- 
work or masonry in cement mortar at least nine inches thick. 
The interior shall be finished smooth with cement rendering. 
All waste-water pits shall be water tight, properly ventilated, 
and have a closely fitting cover, and generally shall be con- 
structed to the satisfaction of the Township Authority. 


LXXXVII. No dwelling house shall be erected without 
sufficient closets or latrines in accordance with requirements of 
the Township Authority. Every closet shall be placed in a room 
or building which is thoroughly ventilated and lighted and, except 
in the case of water closets for which the special permission of ° 
the Township Authority must be obtained, has no direct com- 
munication with any inhabited building. The entire floor of all 
closets shall be of concrete, iron or other impervious material, 
and in the case of native latrines the seat or platform and any 
steps thereto shall also be of concrete, iron or other impervious 
material. 


LXXXVIII. All electric wire passing through or in 
proximity to any wood work shall be properly protected by 
being cased in screwed iron tubing or by other means of 
insulation to the satisfaction of the Township Authority. 


BUILDINGS (Spectsn Recutations). 


LXXXIX. Rules ninety to one hundred and thirteen 
hereof shall not apply to native huts or to native one- 
storeyed buildings the walls of which consist of mud or 
unburnt mud bricks; but for the erection thereof the written 
permit of the Township Authority must be obtained in each 
case, and in granting such permit the Township Authority shal] 
be guided generally by these rules so far as they can be applied. 


XC. Every person who shall intend to erect a building 
shall, except where otherwise provided, furnish the Township 


with Township Authority with 


Authority. 


(a) drawings showing elevations, sections and plans of 
every floor of such intended building drawn to a 
scale of not less than one inch to every eight feet 
and showing the position, form, materials, and 
dimensions of the several parts of such building, 
and of every closet or latrine, kitchen, servants’ 
quarters, stables, existing or proposed wells, drainage 
arrangements (including connections with the main 
drainage system of the township) and other appurt- 
enances, also detailed drawings drawn to a scale 
of not less than one inch to every four feet, 
the dimensions being marked in figures, showing 
floors and roofs, verandahs and balconies, stairs, 
iron or steel beams, pillars and principal timbers, 
and in the case of buildings in which machinery is 
intended to be used, the position, form, arrange- 
ment and dimensions of any such machinery ; and 
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(b) a block plandrawn toa scale of not less than one 
inch to every forty feet showing the position of 
the buildings and appurtenances proposed to be 
erected and of those, if any, already existing on the 
plot, the boundaries of the applicant’s ground, and 
the position of the buildings and appurtenances 
immediately adjoining, also the names of the 
proprietors and the level and width of the street or 
streets upon which it abuts with reference to the 
ground floor level of the intended building; and 


(c) such information in writing as may be required on 
the printed application form regarding the site, 
construction and other matters; and 

(d) any other drawings, plans, documents or informa- 
tion that the Township Authority may require. 


XCI. All drawings shall be furnished in triplicate and Drawings to be 
shall be of a quality approved by the Township Authority. furnished. nee 
One set shall be signed on every shect by the person intending sinied 
to erect any building or by his agent, and this set and one other 
shall, when furnished, become the property of and be retained 
by the Township Authority. 


XCII. The site of every building shall be prepared by Preparation 

removing therefrom or otherwise dealing with all animal and 
vegetable matter to the satisfaction of the Township Authority. 
Where the site of a building is on made up ground, the 
foundations shall be built of concrete of sufficient dimensions 
to support the building or shall be otherwise dealt with to the 
satisfaction of the Township Authority. 


XCIIL. Except under special conditions the ground floor Ground-floor 
level of any part of a building shall not be less than one foot lovel. 
above the highest point (within ten feet of the building) of the 
ground adjoining such part. 


XCIV. No building shall contain any cellar or any room Cellars. 
or part of a room below ground floor level without the special 
sanction of the Township Authority which may be granted 
subject to such conditions as to making the same damp-proof, 
water-proof, rat-proof, mosquito-proof and provided with 
efficient means of preventing flooding from surface water as 
the Township Authority may think fit. 


XCV. The foundations of all walls, pillars or posts shall Foundations. 
be of concrete, squared stone or burnt brick laid in cement 
mortar, or other suitable and substantial material, and shall be 
laid at such depth as to sccure a solid bed for building on, and 
in the case of walls, except where such foundations are in 
contact with an existing building or rest upon solid rock, they 
shall project beyond the face of the wall on each side to the 
extent of one half of the thickness of the wall, or to such 
greater extent as the Township Authority may consider neces- 
sary. In any case the weight of the wall, pillar or post shall 
be so distributed as not to cause undue pressure upon the 
foundations, and if the foundations are built upon solid rock, 
the rock shall be properly levelled, stepped and prepared to 
receive the foundations. Where any foundations are laid at a 
lower level than the foundations of a wall contiguous thereto, 
such contiguous wall shall be underpinned and supported in a 
satisfactory manner. Where such contiguous wall has been 
built with projecting foundations or footings, the person 
building against the same may in the absence of any contract 
or agreement with respect to the laying of such foundations or 
the removal of the projections thereof request the owner of 
such wall to cut off the footings of the foundations at and 
along the line of boundary and if such owner fails to comply 
with such request the person building may himself cut off 
such footings. All footings of walls shall have a width at the 
base equal to at least double the thickness of the wall, dimin- 
ishing in regular offsets of which the base equals half the 
height. In the case of pillars and posts the footings shall be 
sufficient to carry the weight placed on them and shall 
diminish in regular offsets of which the base equals half the 
height. 
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XCVI. Floors may be made of concrete, stone, burnt 
brick, wood or other material approved by the Township 
Authority; provided that in the case of wooden floors on the 
ground floor of a building the Township Authority may require 
the concreting of the ground underneath and the rat-proofing 
or mosquito-proofing of any space between the floor and the 
ground, and provided further that the Township Authority 
may, whenever it think fit, require a floor to be of concrete. 


XCVII. No external wall shall, except with the written 
permission of the Township Authority consist of any temporary 
erection of wood, cloth, canvas, grass, leaves, mats, or any other 
inflammable or unsightly matcrials; and no verandah shall be 
closed in with any material except wire gauze without such 
permission. . 


XCVIII. Walls may be built of concrete, stone, burnt 
brick or other similar material, or of galvanized corrugated 
iron or other material approved by the Township Authority. 


XCIX. Every wall shall be of sufficient strength and 
shall be constructed in such a manner as the Township 
Authority shall approve. 


C. Every wall built of concrete, stone, burnt brick 
or other similar material, shall be properly bonded and solidly 
put together with mortar, and all return walls and partition 
walls shall be properly bonded to the walls adjoining them. 
Where the top of a wall is exposed to the weather it shall be 
properly protected so as to prevent the access of damp or 
water to the wall. 


CI. (1) All walls of domestic buildings which are 
built of good sound hard bricks, burnt or artificial, or of blocks 
of other hard incombustible material shall generally be of not 
less than the following thickness :— 


Height. Thickness. 
Up to 10 feet From base to top 9 inches. 
10 to 20 feet From base to top 134 inches. 
20 to 30 fect Top storey 133 inches 


Remainder 18 inches. 


Top storey 134 inches. 
30 to 40 feet Ground storey 224 inches

40 to 50 feet Ground and First storey 224 inches 
Remainder 18 inches.

Ground storey 26 inches 

50 to 60 feet First storey 224 inches 

Remainder 18 inches. 


(2) When the length of a wall exceeds 30 feet, or when 
the span of a roof exceeds 25 feet, the walls shall be 
strengthened either by increasing their thickness beyond that 
stated above or otherwise to the satisfaction of the Township 
Authority. 

(3) Any increase or diminution in the thickness of a wall 
shall be distributed equally on both sides of such wall. 


(4) An internal partition wall which extends through one 
storey only, provided that it carries no load, may be built not 
less than 43” in thickness, provided that its length does not 
exceed 15 feet and its height 12 feet. Such a wall shall not 
be deemed to be a cross wall. 

(5) The length of a wall shall be deemed to be its length 
between cross walls or buttresses. The length of a wall shall 
be measured from the centre of one return wall, cross wall or 
buttress to the centre of the next provided that the return 
walls, cross walls or buttresses are of the dimensions prescribed 
by these rules and are properly bonded into the walls so deemed 
to be divided. For the purpose of this rule a wall shall not. 
be deemed a cross wall unless it be carried up to the top of the 
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topmost storey and unless in each storey the aggregate extent 
of the vertical faces or elevations of all recesses and openings 
therein taken together shall not exceed one half of the 
whole extent of the vertical face or elevation of the wall in 
such storey, except such wall be sufficiently strengthened as 
provided in sub-section three of this rule. 


(6) If any openings or recesses are left or made in any 
wall to an extent greater than one half of the superficial area 
of the wall of any storey, or if any openings or recesses are 
left or made which extend into two or more storeys, the wall 
betwcen such openings or recesses shall] be strengthened to the 
satis{ction of the Township Authority by sufficient pilasters, 
buttresses or counterforts or otherwise. For the purposes of this 
sub-section a recess includes any part of a wail which is of less 
than the thickness prescribed for a wall of that description. 


(7) In the case of buildings other than domestic the 
dimensions of walls shall generally be 43” thicker than the 
thickness specified for walls of domestic buildings and shall in 
any case be of sufficient strength and thickness to the satisfac- 
tion of the Township Authority. 


(3) The thickness of walls built of mascnry shall be one 
third greater than the dimensions given above for brick walls. 


(9) Any internal cross wall not supporting roof or floor 
beams or other load may be thinner to the extent of one fourth 
than the thickness prescribed in the foregoing table. 


(10) The height of the storey other than a top storey 
shall be measured from the level of the upper surface of the 
floor to the level of the upper surface of the floor next above it, 
or in the case of one storeyed buildings or of the top storey ofa 
building to the underside of the tie of the roof or other 
covering, or if there be no tie then up to the level of half the 
vertical height of the rafters or other support of the roof. 


(11) The height of a wall, shall be measured from the 
top of the footings to the highest part of the wall, or in the 
case of a gable to half the height of the gable. 


CII. Every wall of a building, if built of brick, stone or 
concrete and resting on the ground, shall if required by the 
Township Authority have a damp course throughout its entire 
thickness, and such damp course shall be of a durable material 
impervious to moisture. The dump course shall be below 
lowest floor level and at least six inches above the surface of 
the ground. 


CIII. All steel, iron or other metal work used in the 
construction of a building shall in respect of strength and other 
qualities be approved by the Township Authority. Where 
required by the Township Authority all such metal shall be 
surrounded and suitably protected against fire by cement or 
other fireproofing material at least one inch thick. 


CIV. All timber and wood work shall be properly 
protected from the attacks of insects when necessary. 


CV. Every beam shall be of sufficient strength and 
shall have a suffcient bearing at each end arranged so that the 
load is properly transmitted to the supports. Wooden lintels 
shall have a depth of at least one inch for every foot of span of 
opening with a minimum of four inches. 


CVI. (1) All buildings shall be designed and con- 
structed so that the complete structure shall be able to carry 
as a safe load on the floors the weights following, such weights 
to be exclusive of the weight cf the materials of which the 
structure ig composed.

CVII. (1) Any building designed and constructed as a 
building under one of the classes mentioned in the last 
preceding section shall not be used as a building under either 
of the other classes without a written permit from the 
Township Authority which may be given subject to such 
conditions as the Township’ Authority may think fit. 


(2) No occupier of a shop shall permit such shop to be 
used as a sleeping room. 


(3) No person shall store grain, cotton or other produce 
in any dwelling or sleeping room. 


CVIII. Every roof shall be constructed of wood, iron, 
tiles or other impervious material. No thatched roof shall be 
constructed without the special permission of the Township 
Authority. 


CIX. A roof unless intended to be-used as a floor must 
be constructed so as to carry safely a load of 50 Ibs. per square 
foot of surface exclusive of the materials of the roof itself. 


CX. No pipe or fiue for conveying smoke or other 
products of combustion shall be placed nearer than twelve 
inches to any timber, wood-work or other combustible substance. 


CXI. (1) Every building intended to be used as a 
dwelling shall be so constructed that at least so much of the 
walls of every room as is equal to one-quarter of the perimeter 
thereof shall either be an external wall or abut upon an 
interior open space. 


(2) The width of such interior open space shall be in any 
direction not less than the height of the highest wall abutting 
thereon. . 


(3) Every external wall of a building, except where it 
faces a street of more than fifteen fect in width, shall have 
between it and the boundary line of the owners premises an 
open space extending throughout the entire length of such 
wall at least five feet wide. 


(4) There shall be a clear space of at least ten feet 
between any two buildings on the same plot; and no building 
shall be erected in such a manner as, in the opinion of the 
Township Authority, to block out light or ventilation from 
another building. 


(5) Every open space whether exterior or interior required 
by this rule shall be and be kept free from any erection 
thereon and open to the sky, and shall be and be kept open to 
access from any two sides thereof. 


CXII. Every room intended to be used asa living room 
shall be not less than ten feet in height from floor to ceiling, 
and shall have a clear superficial floor area of not less than one 
hundred square feet, and every room intended as a sleeping 
room shall have a superficial floor area of not less than fifty 
square feet for every person sleeping therein, subject to a 
minimum floor area of one hundred square feet. Every such 
room shall be ventilated by means of a door or doors and a 
window or windows which open directly into the external air, 
and the aggregate area of such openings shall not be less than 
one-eighth of the superficial floor area of such room, and, if 
such openings are covered with wire gauze, shall not be less 
than one-fifth of such superficial floor area. 


CXIII. (1) Every such room shall be provided with venti- 
lators, in addition todoors and windows, opening directly into 
the external air. Such ventilators shall not be less in number 
than one to every hundred square feet of floor area with a 
minimum of two. The opening of every such ventilator shall 
have a superficial area of not less than three quarters of a 
square foot. 


(2) Additional ventilation may be required by the 
Township Authority in such cases as it thinks fit. 
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CXIV. The last two preceding rules shall not necessarily Exeniption of a 
apply to buildings which are intended to be occupied only Suiaings. 
by natives of Africa. 

CXV. Nothing in rules sixty-two to one hundred and Special forms 
fourteen hereof shall preclude the erection of buildings of special fin 
forms of construction not mentioned therein provided that 
such structures are sound and approved by the Township 
Authority. 

CXVI. The Township Authority may dispense with the Relaxation of 
strict application of rules sixty-two to one hundred and fourteen special aoa’ 
hereof in special cases where the strict application would cause 
‘inconvenience or unusual expense. 


POWERS OF ENTRY. 


CXVII. The Township Authority shall have a right Powerofentry. 
to enter, from time to time, any premises and any vessel, boat 
or canoe and any railway carriage or other conveyance— 


(a) for the purpose of examining as to the 
existence thereon of any nuisance liable to be dealt with 
summarily under these rules at any time between the 
hours of seven in the morning and six in the evening ; 
and 


(6) where under these rules a nuisance has 
been ascertained to exist, or a nuisance order has been 
made, then at any such time as aforesaid, until the 
nuisance is abated, or the works ordered to be done are 
completed, or the closing order is cancelled, as the case 
may be; and 

(c) where a nuisance order has not been 
complied with, or has been infringed, at all reasonable 
hours for the purpose of securing the execution of the 
order. ; 

(d) for the purpose of inspecting and examining 
any animal, carcase, meat, poultry, game, fish, fruit, 
vegetables, corn, bread, flour, or other provisions 
exposed or deposited for the purpose of sale, or of 
preparation for sale, and intended for the food of man at 
any time between the hours of seven in the morning 
and six in the evening; and 

(e) generally for the purpose of carrying out 
any of its powers or duties under these rules at any 
time between the hours of ‘seven in the morning and 
six in the evening. 

(f) At any hour of the day or night under the 
authority of an order in that behalf granted by any 
Magistrate upon it appearing that there is reason to 
believe that any building or premises or part of a 
building or premises is so over-crowded as to be a 
nuisance liable to be dealt with summarily under these 
rules or that a closing Order is being contravened or 
that a room is being used asa sleeping room for more 
persons than the number prescribed by rule one hundred 
and twelve hereof, or that sub-section two of rule 
one hundred and seven hereof is being contravened. 


CXVIII. (1) If admission to premises for any of the If admission 
purposes of these rules is refused, any Magistrate on application wotused, order 
of the Township Authority, may order the person having ' >¢ ™ade- 
custody of the premises to admit any person authorised in 
writing by the Township Authority into the premises between 
‘the hours of seven in the morning and six in the evening (or at 
any hour of the day or night ifan order has previously been 
granted in pursuance of paragraph (f) of the last preceding 
section), and, if no person having custody of the premises is 
found, the Magistrate shall authorize the Township Authority, 
if necessary, to break and enter on such premises. 


(2) Any such order shall continue in force until the 
nuisance is abated, or the work for which the entry was 
necessary has been done. 
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CXIX. Where the occupier of any premises prevents 
the owner thereof from obeving or carrying into effect any 
provision of these rules, any Magistrate, on complaint, shall by 
order require such occupier to permit the execution of any 
works which appear to such Magistrate necessary for the 
purpose of obeying or carrying into effect such provisions of 
these rules, and if, within twenty-four hours after service on 
him of the order, such occupier fails to comply therewith, he 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred rupees for 
every day during the continuance of such non-compliance. 


PROTECTION OF OFFICERS. 


CXX. No matter or thing done by the Township Authority 
or by any officer or other person acting under its directions, 
or by any person acting under powers conferred by these 
rules, shall, if the matter or thing were done bond-fide for the 
purpose of carrying out any provision of these rules, subject it, 


or any of them personally to any action, lability, claim or - 


demand whatsoever. 


CXXI. Any person who, without lawful authority, 


(a) purports to act or represents himself to be an 
oliicer acting under the provisions of these rules, or 


(b) signs his own or any other name to any notice or 
document purporting to be issued or drawn up 
under the provisions of these rules, or 


(c) serves or causes to be served any such notice or 
document, 


shall be guilty of an offence against these rules. 


PERMITS. 


CXXII. Any permit, licence, sanction or registration 
issued, granted or made under these rules may at any time be 
cancelled by the Authority issuing, granting or making the 
same. 


PENALTIES. 


CXXIII. Any person being guilty of an offence 
against or a breach of these rules, or contravening any of the 
provisions thereof, or failing to comply with any order or 
direction lawfully given thereunder, or obstructing any person 
carrying out powers conferred thereby shill be hab‘e to 
imprisonment of either description for a period not exce-ding 
two months or a fine of two hundred rupecs or both. 


CXXIV. Nothing in these rules shall be construcd to 
prevent or limit the prosecution of any person for an offence 
under any other law or Ordinance for the time being in torce, 
provided that no person shall be punished twice for the same 
offence. 


FORMS. 


CXXV. The forms given in the first Schedule hereto, or 
forms to the like effect varied as circumstances may require, 
may be used and shall be sutticient for all purposes for which 
they are intended. 


SPECIAL RULES APPLICABLE TO CERTAIN 
TOWNSHIPS. 


CXXVI. Rules one hundred and twenty-seven to one 
hundred and forty-six hereof shall apply to the Townships of 
Entebbe, Kampala, Port Bell, Bombo, Masaka, Jinja, Iganga, 
Namasagali, Mbale, Soroti, Fort Portal, Mbarara, Masindi, 
Hoima, Butiaba and Gulu. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES, BAKERIES anp LAUNDRIES. 


CXXVII. (1) No place shall be used as an abattoir or 
slaughter-house unless registered as such at the office of the 
Township Authority. 
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(2) No place shall be registered as an abattoir or slaughter- 
house unless the Township Authority is satisfied after examina- 
tion thereof, that its situation and nature are such as to prevent 
effectually the occurrence of any nuisance therefrom. 


CXXVIII. Every abattoir and slaughter-house and the 
appurtenances thereto shall be kept in complete repair and in 
& proper sanitary condition to the satisfaction of the Township 
Authority, and the person in whose name the abattoir or 
slaughter-house is registered shall cause the yard, buildings and 
pens to be kept in a clean and wholesome state and all filth or 
refuse to be removed at least once in every twenty-four hours. 


CXXIX. No diseased animal shall be admitted for slaughter 
to any abattoir or slaughter-house, and all animals intended 
for slaughter may at any tine be examined by the Township 
Authority, either before or after death or both, with a view to 
ascertaining whetber they are fit for human food. 


CXXX. (1) No place shall be used as a bakery unless 
registered as such at the oftice of the Township Authority. 


(2) No place shall be registered as a bakery unless the 
Township Authority is satisfied that the lighting, ventilation, 
cleaning and draining thereof are such as are necessary and 
proper and generally that the place is fit for the purpose. 


CXXXI. No place shall be used as a wash-house or 
laundry unless registered as such at the office of the Township 
Authority. 


CXXXII. The person in whose name a wash-house or 
laundry, or bakery is registered shall not use the same or permit 
the same to be used as a dwelling-house or sleeping 
compartment. 


CXXXIII. Every wash-house or laundry, and every 
bakery shall be open to inspection at any time by the Township 
Authority and the person in whose name the same is registered 
shall cause all water tanks used in connection therewith to be 
regularly and properly cleaned out and shall carry out all orders 
given by the Township Authority relating to cleanliness and 
sanitary management of the wash-house or laundry, or bakery. 


EMPLOYMENT IN CERTAIN TRADES. 


CXXXIV. No person shall carry on any dangerous or 
offensive trade or business except with the special permit 
of the Township Authority and under the conditions to be set 
forth in such permit. 


CXXXV. The Township Authority may give such direc- 
tions as it think fit for securing the protection from accident of 
the employees in any building or place where machinery is used, 
and may require the carrying out of such work as may be 
necessary for compliance with such directions. 


CXXXVI. (1) No person shall carry on the trade of a 
Butcher, Baker, Dairy-min, Barber, Laundry-man or Fish- 
monger or be employed in or about such trade or be employed 
in the manufacture of srated water unless and until he shall 
have been registered in the office of the Township Authority 
and shall hold a licence from the Township Authority to carry 
on or to be employed in or about such trade. 


(2) Every such licence shall be annual and shall expire 
on the 31st December in each year. : 


(3) There shall be payable in respect of each licence the 
sum of one rupee. 
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(4) No such licence shall be issued unless and until the 
applicant shall have produced a certificatefromaduly Registered 
Medical Practitioner or some person duly authorised by the 
Principal Medical Officer stating that the applicant has been 
personally examined by him and that he is not unfit by reason 
of any disease or bodily infirmity from carrying on or being 
employed in or about such trade. 

(5) The Township Authority may at any time call upon 
the holder of a licence to produce a fresh certificate of 
fitness and may suspend or cancel the licence until such fresh 
certificate be produced. 


CXXXVII. (1) It shall not be lawful for any person to 
carry on or be employed in or about any of the trades mentioned 
in the last preceding section if he is suffering from any 
disease or infectious disorder dangerous to public health. 

(2) It shall not be lawiul for any person following the 
trade of a baker, or being the occupier of any place where flour 
is prepared or baked for use as human tood, to allow any 
person suffering from any disease or infectious disorder to 
handle such flour, or to take part in or-assist in any way in the 
conduct of the trade of a baker. 


CXXXVIII. No person shall sell or offer for sale any 
milk, as such, to which any water or ingredient has been added. 


CXXXIX. Any person offering milk or butter for sale, and 
any proprietor, occupier, or manager of a cowshed, dairy, or 
place for the sale of milk or butter, and any person intrusted 
for the time being with the charge of any milk, shall permit the 
Township Authority or any medical otticer to take on payment 
such quantity of milk as it or he shall require for the 
purposes of analysis. 


CXL. Every proprietor, occupier, or manager of a 
cowshed, dairy, or place for the sale of milk or butter, shall 
give immediate notice in writing to the Township Authority 
of any death or disease occurring amongst the animals in his 
possession or under his charge. 


FIRES. 


CXLI. No kerosene oil or other highly inflammable oil 
or other substance shall be stored in any house or building 
within the township in larger quantities than two cases (16 
gallons), except in the place or places provided or approved 
by the Government for the purpose. 


CXLII. (1) If any house or building catches or is on 
fire it shall be lawful for any European _police-ofticer or 
Administrative Officer to order, with the purpose of 
staying the spreading or communication of the fire, that 
any near or adjacent houses or premises to which the fire is 
likely to communicate shall be demolished, or the roof thereof 
broken down, or thatch or other inflammable roofing pulled 
or broken from the roof, or other suitable means used for 
interrupting the communication; but no such order shall be 
given unless the police-ofticer or Administrative Officer is 
present at the fire and satisfied, to the best of his judgment 
upon personal view, that such order appears necessary for 
staying the spreading or communication of the fire. 


(2) No occupier, or owner, or other person interested in 
any house or premises so demolishéd vr unroofed, or from 
which the roofing materials shall have been pulled as aforesaid, 
shall be entitled on account thereof to compensation of any 
‘sort whatever. 


OBSTRUCTIONS AND NUISANCES IN STREETS. 


CXLII. Any person who :— 


(1) Leayes any carriage standing in any street without 


having some proper person to hold any horse which may be 
attached to the same; or 
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(2) Wilfully or by negligence prevents, hinders or inter- 
rupts the free passage in any street of any other person or any 
carriage or horse; or 


(3) Having blocked or stopped the wheel of any carriage 
in any street allows the stone or other thing with which he 
may have blocked or stopped such wheel to remain on the 
street ; or 


(4) Without the consent of the local authority, places or 
leaves any lumber, bricks, stones, iron, timber, cable, anchor, 
bale, puncheon, cask, box or other impediment whatscever in 
any footway or street, to the obstruction, danger or annoyance 
of the residents or passengers; or 


(5) Throws or discharges any stone or other missile in 
or into any street or place of public resort; or 


(6) In any street or place of } ublic resort, or in any place 
within sight or hearing of tle pers: ns then being in such street 
or place disturbs the peace by quarrelling with any other 
person, or by using or applying tc any other person then being 
in such street or place, or within sight or hearing thereof, any 
violent, scurrilous or abusive term «f reproach; or 


(7) In any street or place of public resort, or in any place 
within sight or hearing of the persons therein, with intention 
of annoying or irritating anv other person, sings any scurrilous 
or abusive song or words, whether any person be particularly 
addressed therein or not, or uses any indecent or obscene 
words or gestures; or 


(8) Is drunk in any street or place of public resort and 
guilty of any violent or indecent behaviour therein; or 


(9) Behaves violently or indecently in any police office 
or station or lock-up house, or in any building used as a police 
office, station or lock-up house; or 


(10) Commits any nuisance in any street or market or 
place of public resort, or in any place being an appurtenance 
of or adjoining a dwelling house; or 


(11) Behaves irreverently or indecently at or near any 
funeral or in or near any church, chapel or other building 
appropriated for religious worship ; or 


(12) Wilfully defaces, injures or removes any mile-mark 
or railing in any stréet or any public lawful notice or posting 
bill froma any building or place where such notice or bill may 
lawfully be affixed ; or 


(15) Posts or affixes any notice, bill or other paper of a 
frivolons, vexatious, scurrilous, abusive or improper nature to 
any public board or to any hoarding, wall, or other place, or 
writes or draws anything of such a nature on any board, wall, 
or other place; or 


(14) Unlawfully extinguishes any street light or destroys 
or injures any street lamp or lamp post, 


shall be guilty of an offence against these rules. 
ORDER BY NIGHT. 


CXLIV. (1) No person shall hold any Ngoma, Kinanda, 
Mauli or native dancing or beat any drum between the hour 
of 7 p.m. and sunrise without a permit. 


(2) Permits may be issued by the District Commissioner, 
at his discretion. ; 


(3) Any person obtaining a permit for an Ngoma, 
Kinanda, Mauli or native dance as aforesaid shall be res- 
ponsible for the maintenance of due order thereat, and, in the 
event of a disturbance or breach of the peace taking place, shall 
be deemed guilty of an offence against these rules, unless such 
person can prove that he has taken due precautions for the 
maintenance of order, and that any disturbance or breach of 
the- peace that may have taken place- has-been occasioned by 
causes beyond his control. 
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CXLV. No person shall use the streets between the hour 
of 9 p.m. and sunrise, unless he carry or be accompanied by a 
person carrying a light, or in default thereof be able to satisfy 
the police or Magistrate as to his respectability. 


BURIALS. 


CXLVI. (1) Before an interment, cremation, or other 
disposal of a corpse a permit must be obtained from the 
Township Authority. 

(2) The Township Authority shall grant such permit on 
application, should it be satisfied that the death has occurred 
from natural causes. 

(8) Should, however, the Township Authority suspect 
that the death was due to violence or other unnatural causes, 
it shall withhold the permit until the body has been examined 
by a medical officer or other person duly authorised in that 
behalf, and a report of such examination made to the police. 


RULES FOR ENTEBBE, KAMPALA AND JINJA. 


CXLVII. Rules one hundred and forty-eight to one 
hundred and sixty-nine hereof shall apply to the Townships of 
Entebbe, Kampala and Jinja. 


RATES. 


CXLVIII. Prior to the first day of March in each year 
the Township Authority shall prepare a list in the form 
given in the second Schedule hereto of all plots or portions of 
plots on which buildings may or may not be erected, and shall 
assess each plot or portion of a plot at a fair annual rent or value 
for the same, and shall set forth the respective owners and 
occupiers of the same; provided always that no portions of 
any plot which may not be in the possession of the same 
occupier shall be joined together in the said list; and provided 
further that any lands used as arable or pasture ground only, 
and any woodlands, market or public gardens or recreation 
grounds shall be assessed in proportion of one-fourth only of 
the said annual rent or value. 


CXLIX. The annual rent or value at which a plot or 
portion of a plot is assessed in manner provided in the last 
preceding rule shall be deemed to be the rateable value 
thereof and shall not exceed the gross annual value thereof. 


CL. The said list when prepared in the manner 
hereinbefore prescribed shall be known as “ The Rating List 
for the Township of .. ............ ” and shall be open to public 
inspection at the Oftice of the Township Authority or such 
other place as may be appointed for the purpose during the 
period between the first and thirty-first days of March in 


each year. 


CLI. On or about the fifteenth day of March in each 
year public notice shall be given of a date between the 
first and tenth days of April, when the said list 
and assessment will be revised, and in all cases in which 
any plot or portion of a plot is for the first time assessed, 
or in which the assessment of any plot or portion of a plot 
previousiy assessed is increased, special notice thereof shall be 
given to the person or persons affected thereby at least fifteen . 
days prior to the date fixed for revision. All objections 
against such list or assessment shall be made, personally or in 
writing to the Township Authority, on or before the day fixed 
in the notice; and all objections so made shall be inquired 
into, and such amendments shall thereupon be made as may 
be just and proper. 


CLIT. (1) Any ratepayer shall be at liberty to object to 
the said list or to the assessment of his own or any other 
property; and if after making such objection he is dissatisfied 
with the decision of the Township Authority thereon, he may 
appeal from such decision to any Magistrate having jurisdic- 
tion within the township, and such Magistrate may thereupon 
make an order for amendment or otherwise and may make 
such order as to costs as to him may seem just. 
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(2) An ultimate appeal may be made to the High Court Appeals. 
on all matters respecting assessment and rating. 


(8) No appeal toa Magistrate under this section shall 
be commenced, except with the special leave of the 
Magistrate, after one month from the date on which the 
public notice mentioned in rule one hundred and fifty-one 
hereof is published; and no appeal to the High Court from an 
Order of a Magistrate under this section shall be commenced, 
except with the special leave of the High Court, after one 
month from the date of such Order. 


CLIII. After the objections have been inquired into, and Settlement of 
after the revision of the said list and assessment have been Pating List. 
completed, amendments made shall be authenticated by the 
signature of the President of the Township Authority, who 
shall at the same time certify that no valid objection has been 
made to the said list and asscssinent, except in the cases in 
which amendments have been made; and thereupon the said 
list shall be deemed to be settled and shall be the Rating List 
for the year and shall be conclusive of all matters contained 
therein, subject to any order for amendment made on appeal 
as hereinbefore provided, and shall be open to public inspection 
at the Oftice of the Township Authority or such other place as 
nay be appointed for the purpose; and public notice shall be 
given that the Rating List has been settled and is open for 
public inspection. 


CLIV. The Township Authority may require the owner Returns. 
or occupier of any plot or portion of a plot to furnish a return of 
the annual rent or value thereof; and if the owner or occupier 
refuses or fails tc furnish any such return within the space of 
one week from the day on which he shall have been required 
to do so, or knowingly makes a false or incorrect return, he 
shall be guilty of an offence against these rules. 


CLY. (1) There is hereby fixed and levied on every plot Rate. 
or portion of a plot an annual rate of 6 per cent of the rateable 
value thereof. 


(2) The Governor may by notification in the Official 
Gazette vary or raise the ainount per cent for the whole 
township or such part or parts thereof as he may think fit; 
provided that the total sum to be raised upon any property by 
rates shall not exceed ten per cent of its rateable value. 


CLVI. (1) The rate shall be payable by the owner of Rate by whom 
any plot or portion of a plot; and shall be a first charge upon P*¥*"* 
the property, and shall rank in priority to all other liens, 
mortgages, or charges, whenever created, for a period of three 
years.

CLVII. No rate shall be payable in respect of any plot or 2xemptions. 
portion of a plot used as a cemetery or crematorium, or contain- 
ing houses or buildings used principally as places of religious 
worship or buildings used principally for schools or charitable 
purposes, or in respect of any property occupied or used 
for Government purposes. 
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CLVIII. The period for which the annual rate shall be 
payable shall be from the lst of April to the 3lst March next 
following and the rate shall become payable for the whole of 
such period so soon after the lst of May as demand is made 
by the Township Authority. 


CLIX. (1) When any plot or portion of a plot in respect 
of which the rate has been paid remains unoccupied for any 
quarter of the year the Township Authority may, on being 
satisfied as to such non-occupancy, refund one-fourth of the 
amount paid to the person who has paid the same and under 
this rule one-fourth, one-half, three-fourths or the whole of 
the amount paid may be refunded according as the plot or 
portion of a plot is unoccupied for one-quarter, one-half, three- 
quarters or the whole of a year.

SERVANTS. 


CLX. (1) Every domestic servant employed within the 
township shall, within 24 hours of the commencement of such 
employment, cause his name and the name of his employer to 
be registered at the police station and such registration shall 
be carried out free of charge by the police officer in charge of 
the police station. 


(2) Every domestic servant employed within the town- 
ship shall, within 24 hours after the commencement of such 
employment, deposit at the police station any character-book 
that may have been issued to him. Such character-book shall 
not, except with the consent of the police ofticer in charge of 
the police station, be withdrawn from the police station during 
the continuance of such employment. 


(3) In the case of domestic servants already in employ- 
ment within the township at the date of the application of this 
rule to such township, such registration and deposit shall be 
done and made on or before the expiration of one calendar 
month from the said date. 


(4) Every domestic servant to whom a written testi- 
monial shall be given by an employer or fornier employer shall 
forthwith cause such testimonial to be delivered to the police 
station for registration. 


(5) This rule shall not apply to the case of a domestic 
servant the duration of whose employment within the same 
township is not intended to, and does not in fact extend to, a 
period of more than one month at any one time. 


VENEREAL DISEASES. 


CLXI. Every person in the township, who is not subject 
to the native law called “The Law for preventing Venereal 
Disease, 1913” or any similar law for the time being in force, 
shall, on becoming aware that he is infected with Syphilis, 
report the fact to a Medical Officer or Registered Medical 
Practitioner. 


CLXII. Every Registered Medical Practitioner, not being 
a Medical Officer, shall furnish, at such times and in such 
manner as the Principal Medical Officer may require, such 
details of cases of Venereal Disease occurring in his practice 
as the Principal Medical Officer may require for statistical 
purposes. ‘ 


(81st Jaxpary, 
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CLXIII. When there is reasoa to suppose that any person 
is a prostitute and is infested with a Venereal Diseas2, any 
Medical Officsr may medically examine such person and any 
Police Officer may bring suzh p2rson before a Medical Ovfics: 
for the purp se of such examinition. A Medical Officer or 
Police Officer may enter any premises at any time for the 
purpose of exercising his powers under this rule. 


CLXIV. (1) Any person found by a Medical Offizer to 
be infected with Syphilis may be dealt with under the pro- 
visions of tha Venereal Diseases Rules, 1913, or any other 
similar rules for the time being in force. 


(2) Any person foun by a Medic il Offizer to be infected 
with any Venereal Disease, other than Syphilis, may be ord2re1 
by a Medical Officer to attend at any place for treatment at 
such times as the Medical Officer may think fit and to observs 
any other directions which miy b3 given by a Medical Officer 
for the treatment of such disease and the prevention of its 
spreading to others. 


CLXV. Any person who induces a person whom he or 
she knows to be infected with a Venareal Disease to practice 
prostitution or who gains profit by the prostitution of a person 
whoin he or she knows to be so infected shall be guilty of a 
breach of these rules; and any person who owns, keeps, lends 
or hires for the purpose of prostitution a house in which a 
person infected with a Venereal Disease is found shall be 
guilty of a breach of these rules. 


CLXVI. No person found by a Medical Officer to be 
infected with a Venereal Disease shall have or invite sexual 
intercourse with any other person, until he or she is free from 
infection and has been so informed by the Medical Officer. 


CLXVII. Any person who shall give or attempt to give 
to some other person any Venereal Disease either by innocula- 
tion, or by means of clothing soiled by a person infected with 
Venereal Disease, or by any other means shall be guilty of a 
breach of these rules. 


CLXVIII. Any person aiding or ab2tting any other person 
to commit an offence under either of the last two preceding 
rules shall be guilty of a breach of these rules. 


CLXIX. Any person being infected with Syphilis who 
sells or barters any food which has ben handled by him or 
her or any clothing or bedding or any article for cooking, 
eating, drinking or smoking which has been used by him or 
her, or any other article of his or her personal use or adorn- 
ment, or who causes or allows any such article to be used by 
another person, or who uses or handles any such article 
belonging to another person, in such a manner as to infect or 
be likely to infect any other person with Syphilis shall be 
guilty of a breach of these rules. 


RULES FOR KAMPALA. 


CLXX. Rules one hundred and seventy-one to one 
hundred and seventy-three hereof shall apply to the Township 
of Kampala.

THE UGANDA ORDER IN COUNCIL, 1913. 


APPOINTMENT OF DEPUTY TO THE GOVERNOR. 


WHEREAS by an Order of His Majesty in Council bearing 
date the twenty-second day of November, 1913, and entitled “The 
Uganda Order in Council, 1913,” provision was made whereby in 
the event of the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate having 
occasion at any time to be temporarily absent for a short period 
from the seat of Government, or, in the exercise or discharge of 
any powers or duties conferred or imposed upon him by His 
Majesty, or through one of His Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of 
State, to visit any territories adjacent to or near to the Protectorate, 
he may by an Instrument under the Public Seal of the Protectorate 
appoint any person to be his Deputy within any part of the 
Protectorate during his temporary absence, and in that capacity 
to exercise, perform and execute for and on behalf of the Governor 
during such absence but no longer all such powers and authorities 
vested in the Governor (except the power of pardon) as shall in 
and by such instrument be specified and limited, but no others: 


NOW KNOW ALL MEN that I, Frepenicx Jonn Jackson, 
Knight Commander of the Most Distinguished Order of Saint 
Michael and Saint George, Companion of the Most Honourable 
Order of the Bath, Governor of the Uganda Protectorate, do 
hereby in pursuance of the powers conferred upon me by virtue 
of the afore-recited Order in Council appoint Epwarp BuackWELL 
Jarvis, Esquire, Acting Chief Secretary to the Government, 
to be my Deputy (under the style and title of “ Deputy to the 
Governor”) throughout the whole of the Uganda Protectorate 
during my temporary absence from the seat of Government, and in 
that capacity to exercise, perform and execute for and on my 
behalf during such temporary absence but no longer all the powers 
and authorities vested in me (except the power of pardon) by or 
under any Order in Council, Ordinance, Law, Instruction, 
Proclamation, Treaty, Rule or Order.

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DRAFT ORDINANCE. 


The following Draft Ordinance, about to be submitted to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies for consideration, is published 
for general information:— 


AN ORDINANCE. 
INTITULED. 


The Notaries Public and Commissioners for Oaths 
Ordinance, 1914. 


Short title. I. This Ordinance may be cited as “ The 
Notaries Public and Commissioners for Oaths Ordinance, 
1914.” 

Interpretation. II. In this Ordinance, unless the context 


otherwise requires,— 
“Oath” includes aflirmation and declaration ; 
“Aflidavit” includes affirmation, statutory or 
other declaration, acknowledgment, exami- 


nation, and attestation or protestation of 
honour; 

“Swear” includes affirm, declare, and protest ; 

“Practise as a Notary Public” means perform, 
mutatis mutandis, the functions and duties 
commonly performed by a Notary Public 
in England. 

“Practise as a Commissioner for Oaths” means 
perform, mutatis mutandis, the functions 
and duties commonly performed by a 
Counnissioner for Oaths in neland. 


Persons IIL. Any of the following persons sha!l be entitled 

cnteeae to. practise as a Notary Public and Commissioner for 

Notaries Oaths in the Uganda Protectorate upon the terms and 

Public and subject to the conditions hereinafter contained, and to 

for Oaths. levy fees in accordance with the second Schedule hereto, 
viz i— 


(a) Any Advocate of the High Court of 
Uganda; and 

(Lb) Any person entitled to practise as a 
Notary Public in England, Scotland or 
Treland. 


Enrolment and IV. (1) Any of the persons mentioned in the last 

granting of preceding section shall upon application to the High 

certificates Court and payment of the prescribed fee, and if he has 
not previously done so upon signing the Roll of the 
High Court, be granted a certificate in the form given 
in the third Schedule hereto which shall entitle him to 
practise as a Notary Public and Commissioner for Oaths 
in the Uganda Protectorate so long as such certificate 
is in force. 


(2) Every such certificate shall cease to be 
in force after the 31st December next following the 
date of issue, unless renewed. 

(3) Every such certificate shall be renewed, 
by endorsement thereon, upon the application of the 
holder thereof and payment of the prescribed fee. 
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(4) The granting of every certificate under 
this section and every renewal thereof shall be recorded 
in the Roll of the High Court. 


(5) When a certificate granted under this 
section has been inadvertently lost, destroyed or 
mutilated it shall be replaced by a fresh certificate upon 
the application of the person entitled thereto and 
payment of the prescribed fee. 


V. Any certificate granted under the last 
preceding section may be suspended or cancelled and 
any Notary Public and Commissioner for Oaths may be 
suspended from practising or his name may be struck 
off the Roll of the High Court in the same manner, by 
the same procedure and for the same causes as an 
Advocate of the High Court may be suspended or struck 
off the Roll and also for making any charge or demand- 
ing any payment for any Notarial Act or Act performed 
in his capacity as a Commissioner for Oaths in excess 
af that prescribed in the second Schedule hereto. 


VI. (1) Any person who shall hold himself out to 
be a Notary Public or Commissioner for Oaths or shall 
receive any fee or reward as a Notary Public or 
Commissioner for Oaths, except he be a Magistrate or 
his name be upon the Roll of the High Court and he be 
the holder of a certificate granted under this Ordinance 
and still in force, shall be guilty of an offence against 
this Ordinance and liable on conviction to a fine not 
exceeding three hundred rupees and for a second offence 
to imprisonment, of either description, for a period not 
exceeding six months or to a fine not exceeding one 
thousand rupees or to both. 


(2) Nothing in this section shall be construed 
to exempt any person from any prosecution under the 
provision of any law or Ordinance to which he would 
otherwise be liable; provided that no person shall be 
punished twice for the same offence.

No. 3 of 1914, 


THE ROAD (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE, 1914. 


Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Road 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 1914” and shall ke read as 
one with the Road Ordinance, 1912 (hereinafter referred 
to as the principal Ordinance). 


II. (1) In this Ordinance, 
“ Bicycle” and “ Tricycle” do not include 
motor bicycle or motor tricycle. 
“Horse” includes mule, donkey and 
bullock. 


(2) For the purposes of this Ordinance the 

person or persons having control of the 

- front shaft or shafts of a ricksha shall be 

deemed to be the person or persons 
propelling such ricksha. 


III. Section two of the principal Ordinance is 
hereby amended by deleting therefrom the words “ not 
to be subject to this Ordinance” therein occurring 
and substituting therefor the words “not to be in- 
cluded in this definition for the purposes of this 
Ordinance.”

THE ROAD (LIGHTS ON CARRIAGES) RULES, 1914. 


I. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Road (Lights 
on Carriages ) Rules, 1914.” 

II. I hereby prescribe the roads named in the Schedule hereto 
as roads on which every carriage, bicycle, tricycle, and ricksha shall 
carry lights between sunset and sunrise in accordance with the 
above-mentioned Ordinances and these rules. 

III. Between sunset and sunrise in every township and on 
the roads by these rules prescribed every carriage and ricksha 
(unless such ricksha is closely preceded by some person carrying a 
light ) shall, whether in motion or stationary, carry a light so fixed 
on the off side thereof as to be clearly visible to approaching traffic ; 
provided that where a number of carriages or rickshas are drawn up 
in a line close to each other and close to the side of the road and 
are stationary it shall be sufficient if there is one light clearly 
visible at each end of such line and also at any point where any of 
the carriages or rickshas breaks the line by projecting into the 
road beyond those on either side.

AN ORDINANCE, 


INTITULED 
THE COPYRIGHT ORDINANCE, 1914. 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Copyright Short title and 
Ordinance, 1914,” and the provisions thereof shall be ag 
deemed to be supplemental tu the provisions of the Act 
of the Imperial Parliament shortly entitled ‘The 
Copyright Act, 1911,” as applied to the Protectorate.

he shall be guilty of an offence and liable to a fine not 
exceeding thirty rupees for every copy dealt with in 
contravention of this section, but not exceeding seven 
hundred and fifty rupees in respect of the same 
transaction; or in the case of a second or subsequent 
oifence, either to such fine or to imprisonment of either : 
description for a term not exceeding two months. 


(2.) If any person knowingly makes or has in his 
possession any plate for the purpose of making infringing 
copies of any work in which copyright subsists, or 
knowingly and for his private profit causes any such 
work to be performed in public without the consent of 
the owner of the copyright, he shall be guilty of an 
offence and liable to a fine not exceeding seven hundred 
and fifty rupees, or, in the case of a second or subsequent: 
offence, either to such fine or to imprisonment of either 
description for a term not exceeding two months. 
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(8.) The court before which any such proceedings 
are taken may, whether the alleged offender is convicted 
or not, order that all copies of the work or all plates in 
the possession of the alleged offender, which appear to 
it to be infringing copies or plates for the purpose of 
making infringing copies, be destroyed or delivered up 
to the owner of the copyright or otherwise dealt with as 
the court may think fit. 


(4.) Any person aggrieved by a conviction of an 
offence under this section may appeal to the High 
Court.

Copies. any work in which copyright subsists which if made in

I. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Native Short title.

THE MOTOR TRAFFIC ORDINANCE, 1910, 
AND 
THE MOTOR TRAFFIC (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE, 1913. 


RULES. 
THE MOTOR TRAFFIC RULES, 1914. 


I. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Motor Traffic 
Rules, 1914.” 


II. The marks required to be fixed on every licensed 
motor-car and carriage by section ten of the Motor Traffic 
Ordinance, 1910, (as amended by section two of the Motor Traffic 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 1913,) shall be fixed by the licensee at 
his expense in the following manner, viz :— 


(1.) On motor-cycles (a) a plate, which complies with 
these rules shall be fixed on the front mud-guard 
parallel with the wheel in such a manner that the 
front lamp illuminates the letters and number on 
both sides of the plate, and (b) a plate, which 
complies with these rules, shall be fixed on the back 
in such a manner that the letters and number are 
clearly discernible from behind the cycle. 


(2.) On motor-cars (a) a plate, which complies with 
these rules, shall be fixed on the front elevation of 
the car in such a manner that the letters and number 
are clearly discernible from in front of the car and 
are illuminated by the front lamp and (6) a plate, 
which complies with these rules, shall be fixed on 
the back elevation of the car in such a manner that 
the letters and number are clearly discernible from 
behind the car. 


(3.) On carriages, a plate, which complies with these 
rules, shall be fixed to the back elevation in such a 
manner that the letters and number are clearly 
discernible from behind the carriage. 


III. Each plate must be rectangular and bear upon it the 
number of the licence and letters indicating the place where the 
licence is issued, the number and letters being arranged in conformity 
with the arrangement of letters and figures shown on one or other 
of the alternative diagrams given in the Schedule hereto. 


The plate to be fixed on the front mud-guard of a motor 
cycle shall bear the number and letters on both sides of it. 


IV. The two plates required on motor-cycles and imotor-cars 
may at the option of the licensee, be of either of the shapes shown 
in the alternative diagrams, or one of one shape and one of the other. 


V. The ground of the plate must be black, the letters and 
figures must be white, except in the case of a licence for trial or 
demonstration purposes when the ground of the plate must be white 
and the letters and figures must be red. 


VI. All letters and figures on any plate fixed to a motor-car 
or carriage must be not less than two-and-a-half inches high and on 
any plate fixed to a motor-cycle must be not less than two inches 
high ; every part of every letter and figure must be at least one- 
third of an inch broad; and the total width of the space taken by 
every letter or figure, except in the case of the figure 1, must be 
at least one and three-quarter inches. 
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VIL. The space between adjoining letters and adjoining figures 
must be half an inch and there must be a margin between the 
nearest part of any letter or figure and the top and bottom of the 
plate of at least half an inch, and between the nearest part of any 
letter or figure and the sides of the plate of at least one inch. 


VIII. In the alternative diagram No. 1, the space between the 
upper and lower line must be three-quarters of an inch. 
In the alternative diagram No. 2, the space between the 
letters aud the figures must be one-and-a-half inches. 


IX. Every plate shall be fixed the right way up and shall not 
be in any way obscured or rendered or allowed to become not 
easily distinguishable. 

X. (1.) The licensing officer may, if he think fit, allow the 
letters and number to be painted on a part of the motor-cycle, 
motor-car or carriage itself instead of on a plate fixed to the 
motor-cycle, motor-car or carriage, provided that a part of the 
motor-cycle, motor-car or carriage is painted black so as to resemble 
a plate complying with these rules and the letters and figures are 
painted on such part in such a manner as to be clearly discernible 
and that in all other particulars these rules are complied with 
mutatis mutandis. 

(2.) This rule does not apply to the front plate of a 
motor-cycle. 

XI. Between sunset and sunrise, 

(1.) every motor-cycle when in motion shall carry at least 
one light so fixed as to illuminate both sides of the 
plate required by these rules to be fixed to the front 
mud-guard ; 

(2.) every motor-car when in motion shall carry (a) at 
least one efficient light fixed on the offside of the 
car and throwing its rays forward and (6) a rear- 
light so fixed as to illuminate the plate required by 
these rules to be fixed to the back elevation of the car; 

(3.) every carriage when in motion shall carry a rear- 
light so fixed as to illuminate the plate required by 
these rules to be fixed to the back elevation of the 
carriage; provided that when two or more carriages 
are drawn one behind another by a motor-car the 
rear carriage only shall be required to carry a light; 

(4.) every motor-cycle, motor-car and carriage when 
stationary shall carry a light or lights so fixed as to be 
visible to traffic approaching from either direction. 

XII. No motor-car or motor-cycle shall be used without an 
efficient silencer or in such a manner as to create unnecessary noise. 


XIII. The Motor Traffic Rules, 1913, are hereby cancelled.

And whereas it is expedient that provision should be made for 
the hearing and determining of Appeals from His Britannic 
Majesty’s Court for Zanzibar (in this Order referred to as “the

the constitution of the Judge and Assistant Judges of the Court 
for Zanzibar as members of the Court of Appeal : 


NOW, THEREFORE, His Majesty, by virtue and exercise 
of the powers in this behalf by “The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 
1890,” or otherwise in His Majesty vested, is pleased, by and with

(No. 2), 1909 and the Poll Tax Ordinance (No. 3), 1909 and made 
other provisions in lieu thereof : 


AND WHEREAS by the Principal Agreement an annual 
Poll Tax of Rs. 3/- was made payable by every male adult native of 
Toro over the age of 18 years, subject to the exemptions and 
conditions therein referred to: 


AND WHEREAS it has been agreed that the said annual 
Poll Tax of Rs. 3/- shall be increased to an annual Poll Tax of 
Rs. 5/- as from the 1st day of April, 1914, and that otherwise the 
Principal Agreement shall continue in full force and effect : 


NOW IT IS HEREBY AGREED as follows :— 


1. Clause five of the Principal Agreement shall be read and 
construed as if the words “The Poll Tax Ordinance, 1914 (or 
any Ordinance in substitution thereof)” were therein inserted in 
substitution for the words “The Poll Tax Ordinance, 1909, The 
Poll Tax Ordinance (No. 2), 1909, and the Poll Tax Ordinance 
(No. 3), 1909.” 


2. As from the Ist day of April, 1914, clauses three and 
five of the Principal Agreement shall be read and construed as if 
the sum of Rs. 5/- were therein inserted in substitution for the sum 
of Rs. 3/- and otherwise the said Agreement shall continue in full 
force and effect. 
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3. This Agreement is made subject to the approval of His 
Majesty’s Secretary of State for the Colonies. 


4, This Agreement may be cited as “The Toro Agreement 
(Poll Tax), 1914.” It has been done in English and Lutoro and in 
the construction thereof the English version shall prevail.

No. 4 of 1944. 


The Abuse of Opiates Prevention Ordinance, 1914. 


Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as ‘The Short title and 


Abuse of Opiates Prevention Ordinance, 1914” and 
shall come into operation on the first day of June, 
1914. 


II. In this Ordinance unless the context otherwise 
requires :— 


“ Druggist ” means a person duly licensed for 
the sale of Poisons in accordance with the 
provisions of The Poisons Regulations, 1902; 


“Medical Practitioner’ means a duly registered 
Medical Practitioner ; 


“Opiates”? means opium, bhang, morphine, 
cocaine and heroine, and any other product 
or preparation which the Governor may, 
from time to time, by notice in the Official 
Gazette declare to be included in the said 
term ; 

“Opium ” includes raw opium, prepared opiuin, 
medicinal opium, and such substances, being 
extracts of opium, as the Governor may from 
time to time, by notice in the Official Gazette 
declare to be included in the said term; 


“Raw Opium” means the spontaneously coagu- 
lated juice obtained from the capsules of 
the papaver somniferum, which has only 
been submitted to the necessary manipu- 
lations for packing and transport ; 

“ Prepared Opium’ means the product of raw 
opium, obtained by a series of special 
operations, especially by dissolving, boiling, 
roasting and fermentations, designed to 
transform it into an extract suitable for 
consumption, and includes dross and other 
residues remaining when opium has been 
smoked ; 

“Medicinal Opium” means raw opium which 
has been heated to 60° centigrade and 
contains not less than 10 per cent of 
morphine, whether or not it be powdered or 
granulated or mixed with indifferent 
materials ; 

“Morphine” means the principal alkaloid of 
opium, having the chemical formula 
C,;H,NO,, and includes its salts and all 
preparations containing inure than 0:2 per 
cent of morphine ;

5. Metal bars, rods, tubes, chains, and other similar articles, of dimensions not 
affording a suitable surface for painting or stencilling, should be bound by wire into 
bundles convenient for handling, and have an address label securely attached to each 
bundle. 


6. All tratlic tendered for conveyance at a Port on either Lake Victoria or Kioga 
or Station on the Busoga Railway, and all traffic to a Port on either Lake Victoria or 
Kioga or to a Station on the Busoga Railway must be addressed to comply with the 
provisions of clauses 1, 2, 4, and 5, according to the nature of the traffic.

The following Draft Ordinance, about to be submitted to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies fur consideration, is published 


for general information :— 


AN ORDINANCE 


INTITULED 


THE COMMISSIONS OF INQUIRY 


ORDINANCE, 1914. 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as ‘The 


Commissions of Inquiry Ordinance, 1914.” 


II. It shall be lawful for the Governor, whenever 
he shall deem it advisable, to issue a Commission 
appointing one or more Commissioners and authorising 


such Commissioners, or any quorum of them therein % 


mentioned, to inquire into the conduct of any officer in 
the public service of the Protectorate, the conduct of 
any native chief or sub-chief, the conduct or manage- 
ment of any department of the public service or of any 
public or local institution, or into any matter in which 
an inquiry would, in the opinion of the Governor, be for 
the public welfare. Each such Commission shall specify 
the subject of inquiry, and may, in the discretion of the 
Governor, if there is more than one Commissioner, 
direct which Commissioner shall be chairman, and 
direct where and when such inquiry shall be made, and 
the report thereof rendered, and prescribe how such 
Commission shall be executed, and may direct whether 
the inquiry shall or shall not be held in public. In the 
absence of a direction to the contrary, the inquiry shall 
be held in public, but the Commissioners shall neverthe- 
less be entitled to exclude any particular person or 
persons for the preservation of order for the due conduct 
of the inquiry or for any other reason. 


III. In case any Commissioner shall be or become 
unable or unwilling to act or shall die, the Governor 
may appoint another Commissioner in his place: and 
any Commission issued under this Ordinance may be 
altered as the Governor may deem fit by any subsequent 
Commission issued by the Governor, or may be revoked 
altogether by a notification to that effect published in 
the Official Gazette. ; 


IV. No Commission issued under this Ordinance 
shall lapse by reason of, or be otherwise affected by the 
death, absence, or removal of the Governor issuing the 
same. 


V. It shall be the duty of. each Commissioner 
appointed under this Ordinance to make and subscribe 
an oath or affirmation in the form in the Schedule 
hereto, which oath or affirmation may be taken before 
the Governor, or before such person as the Governor 
may appoint and shall be deposited by the Commissioner 
with the Chief Secretary to the Government,

VI. The Governor may appoint a Secretary to 
attend the sittings of the Commission, to record their 
proceedings, to keep their papers, summons and minute 
the testimony of witnesses, and generally to perform 
such duties connected with such inquiry as the Com- 
missioners shall prescribe. 


VII. It shall be the duty of the Commissioners, 
after taking such oath or making such affirmation, to 
make a full, faithful, and impartial inquiry into the 
matter specified in such Commission, and to conduct 
such inquiry in accordance with the direction (if any) 
in the Commission ; and, in due course, to report to the 
Governor, in writing, the result of such inquiry; and 
also, when required, to furnish to the Governor a full 
statement of the proceedings of such Commission, and 
of the reasons leading to the conclusions arrived at or 
reported. 


VIII. If the Commissioners shall, in any case, be 
equally divided on any question that arises during the 
proceedings of the Commission, the chairman of the 
Commission shall have a second or casting vote. 


IX. The Commissioners acting under this Ordin- 
ance may make such rules for their own guidance, and 
the conduct and management of proceedings before 
them, and the hours and times and places for their 
sittings, not inconsistent with their Commission, as 
they may from time to time think fit, and may from 
time to time adjourn for such time and to such place as 
they may think fit, subject only to the terms of their 
Comunission. 


X. Commissioners acting under this Ordinance 
shall have the powers of the High Court to summon 
witnesses, and to call for the production of books, plans, 
and documents, and to examine witnesses and parties 
concerned on oath, and no Commissioner shall be liable 
to any action or suit for any matter or thing done by 
him as such Commissioner. All summonses for the 
attendance of witnesses, or other persons, or the 
production of documents, may be in the form given in 
the Schedule to this Ordinance, and shall be signed by 
one of the Commissioners, and oaths and affirmations 
may be administered by one of the Commissioners or by 
their Secretary. 


XI. An inquiry under this Ordinance shall be 
deemed to be a judicial proceeding for the purposes of 
section one hundred and ninety-three of the Indian 
Penal Code as applied to the Protectorate. 


XII. (1) All persons summoned to attend and 
give evidence, or to produce books, plans, or documents 
at any sitting of any such Commission, shall be bound 
to obey the summons served upon them as fully in all 
respects as witnesses are bound to obey a summons 
issued from the High Court, and shall be entitled to 
like expenses as if they had been summoned to attend 
at such Court on a criminal trial, if the same shall be 
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allowed by the Commissioners, but the Commissioners 
may disallow the whole or any part of such expenses in 
any case if they think fit. Orders for the payment ‘of 
such witnesses shall be made as nearly as may be as 
orders are made for the payment of witnesses in the 
High Court, and shall be paid in such manner as the 
Governor may direct. 


(2) Every person refusing or omitting, without 
sufficient cause, to attend at the time and place 
mentioned in the summons served on him, and every 
person attending, but leaving the Commission without 
the permission of the Commissioners, or refusing with- 
out sufficient cause to answer, or to answer fully and 
satisfactorily, to the best of his knowledge and belief 
all questions put to him by or with the concurrence of 
the Commissioners, or refusing or omitting without 
sufficient cause to produce any books, plans or docu- 
ments in his possession or under his control, and 
mentioned or referred to in the summons served on him, 
and every person who shall at any sitting of the Com- 
mission wilfully insult any Commissioner, or the 
Secretary, or wilfully interrupt the proceedings of the 
Commission, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
750 rupees. 


Provided always, that no person giving evidence 
before the Commission shall be compellable to criminate 
himself, and every such person shall, in respect of any 
evidence given by him before the Commission, be 
entitled to all the privileges to which a witness giving 
evidence before the High Court is entitled in respect of 
evidence given by him before such Court. 


XIII. Any person whose conduct is the subject of 
inquiry under this Ordinance, or who is in any way 
implicated or concerned in the matter under inquiry, 
shall be entitled to be represented by an Advocate at 
the whole of the inquiry, and any other person who 
may consider it desirable that he should be so 
represented may, by leave of the Commission, be 
represented in manner aforesaid. 


XIV. The Governor nay direct the Comiissioner 
of Police to detail police officers to attend upon any 
such Commissioners, to preserve order during the pro- 
ceedings of the Commission, and to serve summonses 
on witnesses, and to perform such ministerial duties as 
such Commissioners shall direct. 


XV. Commissioners appointed under this Ordin- 
ance shall not be entitled to any remuneration, unless 
such remuneration shall be specially granted by the 
Governor, beyond the actual expenses incurred in 
holding the inquiry, but the Governor may direct what 
remuneration, if any, shall be paid to the Secretary, and 
to any other persons employed in or about any such 
Commission, and may direct payment of any other 
expenses attendant upon the carrying out of any such 
Commission, or upon any proceedings for any penalty 
under this Ordinance. Such sums, so directed to be 
paid, shall be paid out of the general revenues of the 
Protectorate, as the case requires, on the warrant of the 
Governor.

THE UGANDA ORDER IN COUNCIL, 1902. 


Order of the Secretary of State. 


WHEREAS it is provided by Article I of the Uganda 
Order in Council, 1902, that if His Majesty was pleased to direct 
that any territories for the time being under the protection of His 
Majesty, and other than those previously enumerated in that 
Article, should form part of the Uganda Protectorate, those 
territorics should from and after a date fixed by an Order of the 
Secretary of State, be deemed to be within the limits of the said 
Uganda Order in Council, 1902 ; 


AND WHEREAS His Majesty has been pleased to direct 
that certain territory lying South and East of the line hereinafter 
described, which territory formerly lay to the North and West of 
the Uganda Protectorate and did not form part thereof, shall form 
part thereof, that is to say all that territory lying to the South and 
East of the following line, namely :— 


A line beginning at the intersection of the thalweg of the 
river Bahr-el-Jebel or White Nile with the thalweg of the river 
Unyama; thence in a straight line due west to the bottom of the 
foothills of the escarpment running north-west from Jebel Elengua ;

east by east of the summit of the hill Cho; thence following the 
watershed of the Leda river basin in a south-easterly and easterly 
direction tothe summit of the hill Sisi; thence following the 
watershed of the Aioda river basin to the summit.of the hill Agu; 
thence following a straight line to the nearest point of the thalweg

bottom of Jebel Harogo; thence following a straight line to the 
summit of Jebel Latome; thence following a straight line to the 
northernmost point of the northernmost crest of the long spur 
running north-west from Jebel Tereteinia; thence following a straight 
line to the summit of Jebel Tiya; thence following a straight line 
to the southern summit of Jebel Lanhia; thence following a 
straight line to the summit of Jebel Ilala; thence following a 
straight line to the summit of Jebel Agu; thence following a straight 
line to the northernmost point of the bottom of Jebel Matokko 
(Batogo or Atokko); thence following a straight line in a south- 
westerly direction towards the village Lokai as far as the 
intersection of this line with the thalweg of the river Assua; 
thence following the thalweg of the river Assua upwards to its 
intersection -with a straight line from the summit of Jebel Ebijo 
to the sumiit of Jebel Kadomera; thence following a straight line 
to the summit of Jebel Ebijo; thence following a straight line due 
west to the thalweg of the river Unyama; thence following the 
thalweg of the river Unyama downwards to its intersection with 
the thalw eg of the Bahr el Jebel ;

The Uganda Marriage (Amendment) Ordinance, 1914. 
Enacted by the Acting Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Uganda Bhort title ana 
Marriage (Ainendment) Ordinance, 1914” and shall be aaa 
read as one with the Uganda Marriage Ordinance, 1902 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal Ordinance). 

II. Whenever after the commencement of this Conversion of 
Ordinance any persons already married or professing to Native ieee 
be married to each other by native law or custom desire into legally 
to convert that marriage into a marriage by which they marriage. 
are legally bound to each other as man and wife so 
long as both shall live by a ceremony before a Registrar, 
such provisions of the principal Ordinance as apply to a 
marriage before a Registrar under section twenty-seven 
thereof shall apply to such conversion as though it were 
a marriage under the said section; provided always that 
in such case the forms (A), (C), (D), (BE) and (I*) given 
in the Schedule hereto shall be used in lieu of the 
forms (A), (C), (D), (4) and (F) given in the first 
Schedule to the principal Ordinance and the following 
forms shall be used in lieu of, and shall have the samme 
effect as, those provided in section twenty-seven of the 
principal Ordinance, viz:—

IN EXERCISE of the authority conferred upon me by the 
Notice under the above-mentioned Ordinance dated the 14th May, 
1914, I hereby direct that all licences for boats to ply for hire upon 
the Public Ferries known as Pabondo-Atura and Lwampondo- 
Mayugi (Masindi-Port) on the Victoria Nile and established under 
the said Notice shall be granted subject to the following conditions:— 


1. That the landing place be kept in a satisfactory condition. 
2. That every boat shall be kept in a seaworthy condition. 

3. That every boat shall be in attendance and available for 
use between the hours of sunrise and sunset. 


4. That every boat exhibits its registered number and the 
number of passengers which it is licensed to carry. The numbers 
to be done in white either on the bow of the boat or on number 
plates fixed to the bow of the boat. 


5. That no boat shall be loaded with a greater number of 
passengers than the number that it is licensed to carry. 


6. That the name of the ferry and the tariff shall either be 
carried by each boat or exhibited on a Notice Board at each landing.

1. PUBLIC NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that on and from Ist August, 
1914, no consignment will be accepted for conveyance by either Rail or Steamer as 
Goods, Parcels or Luggage unless each article or package, except as provided hereinafter 
to the contrary, has securely attached to it an address label shewing in a legible manner, 
and in English, the full name and address of the Consignee. 


2. Articles or packages which have the full name and address of the Consignee 
plainly painted or stencilled on same will be accepted provided all old marks and 
addresses have been obliterated. 


3. Consignors may, in addition to the address label, shew their own private 
marks on any article or package tendered for conveyance, but the Railway Administration 
will only undertake to deliver according to the address label.

CHAPTER I. 


PRELIMINARY. 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as “ The Stamp 
Ordinance, 1914.” 


II. In this Ordinance, unless there is something 
repugnant in the subject or context,— 


(1) “banker” includes a bank and any person © 


acting as a banker : 


(2) “bill of exchange” means a bill of exchange 
as defined by the Act of the Imperial Parliament shortly 
entitled “The Bills of Exchange Act, 1882* and includes 
also a draft, order, cheque, letter of credit, and any other 
document, entitling or purporting to entitle any person, 
whether named therein or not, to payment by any other 
person of, or to draw upon any other person for, any 
sum of money: 


(3) “ bill of exchange payable on demand ” 
includes,— 


(a) an order for the payment of any sum of 
money by a bill of exchange or promissory 
note, or for the delivery of any bill of 
exchange or promissory note in satisfaction 
of any sum of money, or for the payment of 
any sum of money out of any particular 
fund which may or may not be available, 
or upon any condition or contingency 
which may or may not be performed or 
happen ; 


* BILis oF ExcHancE Act, 1882,— 


Section 8. (1) A bill of exchange is an unconditional order in writing, 
addressed by onv person to another, signed by the person giving it, requiring the 
person to whom it is addressed to pay on demand or at a fixed or determinable 
future time a sum certain in money to or to the order of a specified person, or 
to bearer. 

(2). An instrument which does not comply with these conditions, or 
which ordors any act to be done in addition to the payment of money, is nota 
bill of exchange. 

(3) An order to pay out of a particular fund is not unconditional within 
the meaning of this section; but an unqualified order to pay, coupled with (a) 
an indication of a particular fund out of which the drawee is to reimburse 
himself or a particular account to be debited with the amount, or (b, a statement 
of the transaction which gives rise to the bill, is unconditional. 

(4) A bill is not invalid by reason,— 

(a) That it is not dated ; 

(b) That it does not specify the valua given, or that any value has 
been given therefor; 

{c) That it docs not specify the place where it is drawn or the plsce 
where it is payable. 
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(6) an order for the payment of any sum of 
money weekly, monthly or at any other 
stated periods; and 


(c) a letter of credit, that is to say, any instru- 
ment by which one person authorizes another 
to give credit to the person in whose favour 
it is drawn :

(c) any instrument so attested, whereby a person 
obliges himself to deliver grain or other 
agricultural produce to another : 


(6) “ chargeable” means, as applied to an 
instrument executed or first executed after the 
commencement of this Ordinance, chargeable under this 
Ordinance, and, as applied to any other instrument, 
chargeable under the law in force in the Protectorate 
when such instrument was executed or, where several 
persons executed the instrument at different times, first 
executed :

(c) any writing on an application for a lease 
intended to signify that the application is 
granted: 


(16) “marketable security” means a security of 
such a description as to be capable of being sold in any 
stock markct in the United Kingdom: 


(17) “ mortgage-deed ” includes every instrument 
whereby, for the purpose of securing money advanced, 
or to be advanced, by way of loan, or an existing or 
future debt, or the performance of an engagement, one 
person transfers, or creates, to, or in favour of, ancther, 
a right over or in respect of specified property: 


(18) “paper” includes vellum, parchment or any 
other material on which an instrument may be written: 


(19) “ policy of insurance” includes,— 


(a) any instrument by which, one person, in 
consideration of a premium, engages to 
indemnify another against loss, damage or 
liability arising from an unknown or 
contingent event ; 

(b) a life- -policy, and any policy insuring any 
person against accident or sickness, and any 
other personel insurance : 


(20) “ policy of sea-insurance” or “sea-policy”,— 


(a) means any insurance made upon any ship or 
vessel (whether for marine or inland naviga- 
tion), or upon the machinery, tackle or 
furniture of any ship or vessel, or upon any 
goods, merchandise or property of any 
description whatever on board of any ship 
or vessel, or upon the freight of, or any other 
interest which may be law fully insured in, 
or relating to, any ship or vessel ; and 


(b) includes any insurance of goods, merchandise 
or property for any transit which includes, 
not only a sea risk within the meaning of 
clause (a), but also any other risk incidental 
to the transit insured from the commence- 
ment of the transit to the ultimate destina- 
tion covered by the insurance: 
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Where any person, in consideration of any sum of 
money paid or to be paid for additional freight or 
otherwise, agrees to take upon himself any risk attending 
goods, merchandise or property of any description 
whatever while on board of any ship or vessel, or engages 
to indemnify the owner of any such goods, merchandise 
or property from any risk, loss or damage, such agree- 
ment or engagement shall be deemed to be a contract 
for sea-insurance : 


(21) “power-of-attorney” includes any instrument 
(not chargeable with a fee under the law relating to 
court-fees for the time being in force) empowering a 
specified person to act for and in the name of the person 
executing it: 


(22) “promissory note” means a promissory note 
as defined by the act of the Imperial Parliament shortly 
entitled ‘‘ The Bills of Exchange Act, 1882*”; 


it also includes a note promising the payment of 
any sum of money out of any particular fund which 
may or may not be available, or upon any condition or 
contingency which may or may not be performed or 
happen : 


(23) “receipt” includes any note, memorandum 

or writing,— 

(a) whereby any money, or any bill of exchange, 
cheque or promissory note is acknowledged 
to have been received, or 

(b) whereby any other moveable property is 
acknowledged to have been received in 
satisfaction of a debt, or 

(c) whereby any debt or demand, or any part of 
a debt or demand, is acknowledged to have 
been satisfied or discharged, or 

(d) which signifies or imports any such acknow- 
ledgment, 

and whether the same is or is not signed with the 
name of any person: and 


(24) “settlement ” means any non-testamentary 
disposition, in writing, of moveable or immoveable 
property made,— 

(a) in consideration of marriage, 

(b) for the purpose of distributing property of the 
settlor among his family or those for whom 
he desires to provide, or for the purpose of 
providing for some person dependent on 
him, or 

(c) for any religious or charitable purpose : 

and includes an agreement in writing to make 
such a disposition.

CHAPTER II. 
STAMP-DUTIES. 
A.—Of the Liability of Instruments to Duty. 


III. Subject to the provisions of this Ordinance 
and the exemptions contained in the Schedule hereto 
the following instruments shall be chargeable with duty 
of the amount indicated in that schedule as the proper 
duty therefor respectively, that is to say,— 


(a) every instrument mentioned in that schedule 
which, not having been previously executed 
by any person, is executed in the Protectorate 
after the commencement of this Ordinance ; 


(b) every bill of exchange, cheque or promissory 
note drawn or made out of the Protectorate 
after the commencement of this Ordinance 
and accepted or paid, or presented for 
acceptance or payment, or endorsed, 
transferred or otherwise negotiated, in the 
Protectorate: and 


(c) every instrument (other than a bill of 
exchange, cheque or promissory note ) 
mentioned in that Schedule, which, not 
having been previously executed by any 
person, is executed out of the Protectorate 
after the commencement of this Ordinance, 
relates to any property situate, or to any 
matter or thing done or to be done, in the 
Protectorate and is received in the 
Protectorate : 


Provided that no duty shall be chargeable in 
respect of any instrument executed by, or on behalf of, 
or in favour of, the Government in cases where, but for 
this exemption, the Government would be liable to pay 
the duty chargeable in respect of such instrument. 


IV. (1) Where, in the case of any sale, mortgage 
or settlement, several instruments are employed for 
completing the transaction, the principal instrument 
only shall be chargeable with the duty prescribed in 
the Schedule hereto for the conveyance, mortgage or 
settlement, and each of the other instruments shall be 
chargeable with a duty of one rupee instead of the duty 
(if any ) prescribed for it in that schedule. 


(2) The parties may determine for themselves 
which of the instruments so employed shall, for the 
purposes of sub-section one of this section, be deemed 
to be the principal instrument : 


Provided that the duty chargeable on the instru- 
ment so determined shall be the highest duty which 
would be chargeable in respect of any of the said 
instruments employed. 


V. Any instrument comprising or relating to 
several distinct matters shall be chargeable with the 
ageregate amount of the duties with which separate 
instruments, each comprising or relating to onc of such 
matters, would be chargeable under this Ordinance. 
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VI. Subject to the provisions of the last preceding 
section, an instrument so framed as to come within two 
or more of the descriptions in the Schedule hereto shall, 
where the duties chargeable thereunder are different, be 
chargeable only with the highest of such duties: 


Provided that nothing in this Ordinance contained 
shall render chargeable with duty exceeding one rupee 
a counterpart or duplicate of any instrument chargeable 
with duty and in respect of which the proper duty has 
been paid. 


VII. (1) No contract for sea-insurance (other than 
such insurance as is referred to in section five hundred 
and six of the Act of the Imperial Parliament shortly 
entitled “The Merchant Shipping Act, 1894”), shall 
be valid unless the same is expressed in a sea-policy. 


(2) No sea-policy made for time shall be made for 
any time exceeding twelve months. 


(8) No sea-policy shall be valid unless it specifies 
the particular risk or adventure, or the time, for which 
it is made, the names of the subscribers or under- 
writers, and the amount or amounts insured. 


(4) Where any sea-insurance is made for or upon 
a voyage and also for time, or to extend to or cover 
any time beyond thirty days after the ship shall have 
arrived at her destination and been there moored at 
anchor, the policy shall be charged with duty as a policy 
for or upon a voyage, and also with duty asa policy 
for time. 


VIII. The Governor may, by rule,— 


(a) reduce or remit, whether prospectively or 
retrospectively, in the whole or any part of 
the Protectorate, the duties with which any 
instruments or any particular class of instru- 
ments, or any of the instruments belonging 
to such class, or any instruments when 
executed by or in favour of any particular 
class of persons, or by or in favour of any 
members of such class, are chargeable, and 


(6) provide for the composition or consolidation 
of duties in the case of issues by any 
incorporated company or other body 
corporate of debentures, bonds or other 
marketable securities. 


B.—Of Stamps and the mode of using them. 


IX. (1) Except as otherwise expressly provided 
in this Ordinance, all duties with which any instruments 
are chargeable shall be paid, and such payment shall 
be indicated on such instruments by means of stamps 
in such manner as the Governor may by rule direct. 


(2) The rules made under sub-section one of 
this section may among other matters, regulate,— 


(a) in the case of each kind of instrument— 
the description of stamps which may be 
used ; 

(6) in the case of instruments stamped with 
impressed stamps-—the number of stamps 
which may be used ;

(c) in the case of bills of exchange or promissory 
notes written in any Oriental language— 
the size of the paper on which they are 
written. 


X. Until rules shall be made under the last 
preceding section hereof, any stamps which might 
lawfully be used immediately before the commencement 
of this Ordinance for the payment of duties with which 
any instruments were chargeable may be used for the 
purpose of this Ordinance. 

XI. (1) (a) Whoever affixes any adhesive stamp 
to any instrument chargeable with duty which has 
been executed by any person shall, when aflixing such 
stamp, cancel the same so that it cannot be used 
egain; and : 

(6) whoever executes any instrument on any 
paper bearing an adhesive stamp shall, at the time of 
execution, unless such stamp has been already cancelled 
in manner aforesaid, cancel the same so that it cannot 
be used again. 

(2) Any instrument bearing an adhesive stamp 
which has not been cancelled so that it cannot be used 
again, shall, so far as such stamp is concerned, be 
deemed to be unstamped. 


(8) The person required by sub-section one of 
this section to cancel an adhesive stamp may cancel it 
by writing on or across the stamp his name or initials 
or the name or initials of his firm with the true date of 
his so writing, or in any other effectual manner. 


XII.’ Every instrument written upon paper 
stamped with an impressed stamp shall be written in 
such manner that the stamp may appear on the face of 
the instrument and cannot be used for or applied to any 
other instrument. 


XIII. No second instrument chargeable with duty 
shall be written upon a piece of stamped paper upon 
which an instrument chargeable with duty has already 
been written : 


Provided that nothing in this section shall prevent 
any endorsement which is duly stamped or is not 
chargeable with duty being made upon any instrument 
for the purpose of transferring any right created or 
evidenced thereby, or of acknowledging the receipt of 
any money or goods the payment or delivery of which 
is secured thereby. 


XIV. Every instrument written in contravention 
of section twelve or section thirteen of this Ordinance 
shall be deemed to be unstamped. 


XV. Where the duty with which an instrument 
is chargeable, or its exemption from duty, depends in 


‘any manner upon the duty actually paid in respect of 


another instrument, the payment of such last-mentioned 
duty shall, if application is made in writing to the 
Revenue Authority for that purpose, and on production 
of both the instruments, be denoted upon such first- 
mentioned instrument by endorsement under the hand 
of the Revenue Authority or in such other manner (if 
any) as the Governor may by rule prescribe. 
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C.—Of the time of stamping Instruments. 


XVI. All instruments chargeable with duty and 
executed by any person in the Protectorate shall be 
stamped before or at the time of execution. 


XVII. (1) Every instrument chargeable with duty 
executed only out of the Protectorate, and not being a 
bill of exchange, cheque or promissory note, may be 
stamped within three months after it has been first 
received in the Protectorate. 


(2) Where any such instrument cannot, with 
reference to the description of stamp prescribed therefor, 
be duly stamped by a private person, it may be taken 
within the said period of three months to the Revenue 
Authority, who shall stamp the same, in such manner 
as the Governor may by rule prescribe, with a stamp 
of such value as the person so taking such instrument 
may require and pay for. 


XVIII. The first holder in the Protectorate of any 
bill of exchange, cheque or promissory note drawn or 
made out of the Protectorate shall, before he presents 
the same for acceptance or payment, or endorses, transfers 
or otherwise negotiates the same in the Protectorate, 
affix thereto the proper stamp and cancel the same: 


Provided that,— 


(a) if, at the time any such bill of exchange, 
cheque or note comes into the hands of any 
holder thereof in the Protectorate, the 
proper adhesive stamp is affixed thereto and 
cancelled in manner prescribed by section 
eleven of this Ordinance and such holder 
has no reason to believe that such stamp 
was affixed or cancelled otherwise than by 
the person and at the time required by this 
Ordinance, such stamp shall, so far as 
relates to such holder, be deemed to have 
been duly affixed and cancelled. 


(6) Nothing contained in this proviso shall relieve 
any person from any penalty incurred by 
him for omitting to affix or cancel a stamp. 


D.—Of Valuations for Duty. 


XIX. Where an instrument is chargeable with 
ad valorem duty in respect of any money expressed in 
any currency other than that of the Protectorate, such 
duty shall be calculated on the value of such money in 
the currency of the Protectorate according to the current 
rate of exchange on the day of the date of the instrument. 


XX. Where an instrument is chargeable with 
ad valorem duty in respect of any stock or of any 
marketable or other security, such duty shall be calculated 
on the value of such stock or security according to the 
average price or the value thereof on the day of the 
date of the instrument. 


XXI. . Where an instrument contains a statement 
of current rate of exchange, or average price, as the 
case may require, and is stamped in accordance with 
such statement, it shall, so far as regards the subject- 
matter of such statement, be presumed, until the contrary 
is proved, to be duly stamped. 
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XXII. Where interest is expressly made payable 
by the terms of an instrument, such instrument shall 
not be chargeable with duty higher than that with 
which it would have been chargeable had no mention 
of interest been made therein. 


XXIII. Where any property is transferred to any 
person in consideration, wholly or in part, of any debt 
due to him, or subject either certainly or contingently 
to the payment or transfer of any money or stock, whether 
being or constituting a charge or incumbrance upon the 
property or not, such debt, money or stock is to be 
deemed the whole or part, as the case may be, of the 
consideration in respect whereof the transfer is chargeable 
with ad valorem duty 

Provided that nothing in this section shall apply 
to any such certificate of sale as is mentioned in Article 
No. 16 of the Schedule hereto. 

Explanation.—In the case of a sale of property 
subject to a mortgage or other incumbrance, any unpaid 
mortgage-money or money charged, together with the 
interest (if any) due on the same, shall be deemed to be 
part of the consideration for the sale: 

Provided that, where property subject to a mort- 
gage is transferred to the mortgagee, he shall be entitled 
to deduct from the duty payable on the transfer the 
amount of any duty already paid in respect of the 
mortgage. 


Illustrations. 


(1) A owes B Rs. 1,000. A sellsa property to B, the 
consideration being Rs. 500 and the release of the previous debt of 
Rs. 1,000. Stamp-duty is payable on Rs. 1,500. 

(2) A sells a property to B for Rs. 500 which is subject to 
a mortgage to C for Rs. 1,000 and unpaid interest Rs. 200. Stamp- 
duty is payable on Rs. 1,700. 

(3) A mortgages a house of the value of Rs. 10,000 to B for 
Rs. 5,090. B afterwards buys the house from A. Stamp-duty is 
payable on Rs. 10,000 less the amount of stamp-duty already paid 
for the mortgage. 


XXIV. Where an instrument is executed to secure 
the payment of an annuity or other sum payable 
periodically, or where the consideration for a conveyance 
is an annuity or other sum payable periodically, the 
amount secured by such instrument or the consideration 
for such conveyance, as the case may be, shall, for the 
purposes of this Ordinance, be deemed to be,— 

(a) Where the sum is payable for a definite period 
so that the total amount to be paid can be 
previously ascertained—such total amount ; 

(b) Where the sum is payable in perpetuity or 
for an indefinite time not terminable with 
any life in being at the date of such 
instrument or conveyance—the total 
amount which, according to the terms of 
such instrument or conveyance, will or 
may be payable during the period of 
twenty years calculated from the date on 
which the first payment becomes due; and 

(c) Where the sum is payable for an indefinite 
time terminable with any life in being at 
the date of such instrument -or convey- 
ance—the maximum amount which will 
or may be payable as aforesaid during 
the period of twelve years calculated from 
the date on which the first payment 
becomes due. 
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XXV. Where the amount or value of the subject- 
matter of any instrument chargeable with ad valorem 
duty cannot be, or (in the case of an instrument 
executed before the commencement of this Ordinance ) 
could not have been, ascertained at the date of its 
execution, or first execution, nothing shall be claimable 
under such instrument more than the highest amount 
or value for which, if stated in an instrument of the 
same description, the stamp actually used would, at the 
date of such execution, have been sufficient : 


Provided that, in the case of the lease of 4 mine 
in which royalty or a share of the produce is received as 
the rent or part of the rent, it shall be sufficient to have 
estimated such royalty or the value of such share, for 
the purpose of stamp-duty,— 


(a) When the lease has been granted by or on 
behalf of the Governor, at such amount or 
value as the Revenue Authority may, having 
regard to all the circumstances of the case, 
have estimated as likely to be payable by 
way of royalty or share to the Governor 
under the lease, or, 


(6) When the lease has been granted by any other 
person, at twenty thousand rupees a year; 


and the whole amount of such royalty or share, 
whatever it may be, shall be claimable 
under such lease : 


Provided also that, where proceedings have been 
taken in respect of an instrument under section thirty 
or section forty of this Ordinance, the amount certified 
by the District Commissioner or Revenue Authority 
shall be deemed to be the stamp actually used at the 
date of execution. 


XXVI. The consideration (if any) and all other 
facts and circumstances affecting the chargeability of 
any instrument with duty, or the amount of the duty 
with which it is chargeable, shall be fully and truly set 
forth therein. 


XXVII. (1) Where any property has been con- 
tracted to be sold for one consideration for the whole, 
and is conveyed to the purchaser in separate parts by 
different instruments, the consideration shall be 
apportioned in such manner as the parties think fit, 
provided that a distinct consideration for each separate 
part is set forth in the conveyance relating thereto, and 
such conveyance shall be chargeable with ad valorem 
duty in respect of such distinct consideration. 


(2) Where property contracted to be purchased 
for one consideration for the whole by two or more 
persons jointly, or by any person for himself and others, 
or wholly for others, is conveyed in parts by separate 
instruments to the persons by or for whom the same 
was purchased, for distinct parts of the consideration, 
the conveyance of each separate part shall be chargeable 
with ad valorem duty in respect of the distinct part of 
the consideration therein specified. 
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(3) Where a person, having contracted for the 
purchase of any property but not having obtained a 
conveyance thereof, contracts to sell the same to any 
other person and the property is in consequence conveyed 
immediately to the sub-purchaser, the conveyance shall 
be chargeable with ad valorem duty in respect of the 
consideration for the sale by the original purchaser to 
the sub-purchaser. 


(4) Where a person, having contracted for the 
purchase of any property but not having obtained a 
conveyance thereof, contracts to sell the whole, or any 
part thereof, to any other person or persons and the 
property is in consequence conveyed by the original 
seller to different persons in parts, the conveyance of 
each part sold to a sub-purchaser shall be chargeable 
with ad valorem duty in respect only of the consideration 
paid by such sub-purchaser, without regard to the amount 
or value of the original consideration; and the conveyance 
of the residue (if any) of such property to the original 
purchaser shall be chargeable with ad valorem duty in 
respect only of the excess of the original consideration 
over the aggregate of the considerations paid by the 
sub-purchasers : 


Provided that the duty on such last-mentioned 
conveyance shall in no case be less than one rupee. 


(5) Where a sub-purchaser takes an actual con- 
veyance of the interest of the person immediately selling 
to him, which is chargeable with ad valorem duty in 
respect of the consideration paid by him and is duly 
stamped accordingly, any conveyance to be afterwards 
made to him of the same property by the original seller 
shall be chargeable with a duty equal to that which 
would be chargeable on a conveyance for the consideration 
obtained by such original seller, or, where such duty 
would exceed five rupees, with a duty of five rupees. 


E.—Duty by whom payable. 


XXVIII. In the absence of an agreement to the 
contrary, the expense of providing the proper stamp 
shall be borne,— 


(a) in the case of any instrument described in

such Court or arbitrator directs. 


XXIX. Any person receiving any money exceeding 
twenty rupees in amount, or any bill of exchange, cheque 
or promissory note for an amount exceeding twenty 
rupees, or receiving in satisfaction or part satisfaction 
of a debt any moveable property exceeding twenty 
rupees in value, shall, on demand by the person paying 
or delivering such money, bill, cheque, note or property, 
give a duly stamped receipt for the same. 


Any person receiving or taking credit for any 
premium or consideration for any renewal of any 
contract of fire insurance, shall, within one month after 
receiving or taking credit for such premium or considera- 
tion, give a duly stamped receipt for the same. 


CHAPTER III. 
ApsuDICATION aS TO STAMPS. 


XXX. (1) When any instrument, whether executed 
or not and whether previously stamped or not, is brought 
to a District Commissioner or the Revenue Authority, 
and the person bringing it applies to have the opinion 
of that officer as to the duty (if any) with which it is 
chargeable, and pays a fee of such amount (not exceeding 
five rupees and not less than fifty cents) as that officer 
may in each case direct, that officer shall determine the 
duty (ifany) with which, in his judgment, the 
instrument is chargeable. 
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(2) For this purpose the District Commissioner 
or Revenue Authority may require to be furnished with 
an abstract of the instrument, and also with such 
affidavit or other evidence as he may deem necessary to 
prove that all the facts and circumstances affecting the 
chargeability of the instrument with duty, or the amount 
of the duty with which it is chargeable, are fully and 
truly set forth therein, and may refuse to proceed upon 
any such application until such abstract and evidence 
have been furnished accordingly : 


Provided that,— 


(a) no evidence furnished in pursuance of this 
section shall be used against any person in 
any civil proceeding, except in an enquiry 
as to the duty with which the instrument 
to which it relates is chargeable; and 


(’) every person by whom any such evidence is 
furnished, shall, on payment of the full duty 
with which the instrument to which it 
relates is chargeable, be relieved from any 
penalty which he may have incurred under 
this Ordinance by reason of the omission to 
state truly in such instrument any of the 
facts or circumstances aforesaid. 


Certificate by XXXII. (1) When an instrument brought to a 
Cutttt sioner District Commissioner or the Revenue Authority under 
‘or Revenue the last preceding section is, in his opinion, one of a 
Authority. description chargeable with duty, and 


(a) that oflicer determines that it is already fully 
stamped, or 


(2) the duty determined by that officer under 
the last preceding section or such a sum 
as, with the duty already paid in respect 
of the instrument, is equal to the duty so 
determined, has been paid, 


‘that officer shall certify by endorsement on such 
instrument that the full duty (stating the amount) with 
which it is chargeable has been paid. 


(2) When such instrument is, in his opinion, not 
chargeable with duty, the District Commissioner or 
Revenue Authority shall certify in manner aforesaid 
that such instrument is not so chargeable. 


(3) Any instrument upon which an endorsement 
has been made under this section, shall be deemed to 
be duly stamped or not chargeable with duty, as the 
case may be; and, if chargeable with duty, shall be 
receivable in evidence or otherwise, and may be acted 
upon and registered as if it had been originally duly 
stamped : 


Provided that nothing in this section shall 
authorize a District Commissioner or the Revenue 
Authority to endorse,— 


(a) any instrument executed or first executed in 
the Protectorate und brought to him after 
the expiration of one month from the date 
of its execution or first execution, as the 
case may be; 
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(2) any instrument executed or first executed out 
of the Protectorate and brought to him after 
the expiration of three months after it has 
been first received in the Protectorate; or 


(c) any instrument chargeable with the duty of 
six cents or three cents or any bill of 
exchange or promissory note, when brought 
to him, after the drawing or execution 

’ thereof, not duly stamped. 


CHAPTER IV. 
INsTRUMENTS NOT DULY STAMPED. 


XXXII. (1) Every person having by law or consent 
of parties authority to receive evidence, and every 
person in charge of a public office, except an officer of 
police, before whom any instrument, chargeable, in his 
opinion, with duty, is produced or comes in the 
performance of his functions, shall, if it appears to him 
that such instrument is not duly stamped, impound 
the same. 


(2) For that purpose every such person shall 
examine every instrument so chargeable and so produced 
or coming before him, in order to ascertain whether it 
is stamped with a stamp of the value and description 
required by the law in force in the Protectorate when 
such instrument was executed or first executed: 


Provided that,— 


(a) nothing herein contained shall be deemed to 
require any Magistrate or Judge of a 
Criminal Court to examine or impound, if 
he does not think fit so to do, any instru- 
ment coming before him in the course of 
any proceeding other than a proceeding 
under Chapter XII or Chapter XXXVI of 
the Indian Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1898 as applied to the Protectorate ; 

(b) in the case of a Judge of the High Court, the 
duty of examining and impounding any 
instrument under this section may be 

‘ delegated to such officer as the Court 
appoints in this behalf. 


(3) For the purposes of this section, in case of 
doubt, the Governor may determine what offices shall be 
deemed to be public oftices, and who shall be deemed to 
be persons in charge of public offices. 


XXXIII. Where any receipt chargeable with a 
duty of six cents is tendered to or produced before any 
officer unstamped in the course of the audit of any public 
account, such oflicer may in his discretion, instead of 
impounding the instrument, require a duly stamped 
receipt to be substituted therefor. 


XXXIV. No instrument chargeable with duty 
shall be admitted in evidence for any purpose by any 
person having by law or consent of parties authority to 
receive evidence, or shall be acted upon, registered or 
authenticated by any such person or by any public 
officer, unless such instrument is duly stamped: 
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Provided that,— 


(a) any such instrument not being an instrument 
chargeable with a duty of six cents or three 
cents only, or a bill of exchange or promissory 
note, shall, subject to all just exceptions, 
be admitted in evidence on payment of the 
duty with which the same is chargeable, 
or, in the case of an instrument insufficiently 
stamped, of the amount required to make 
up such duty, together with a penalty of 
five rupees, or, when ten times the amount 
of the proper duty or deficient portion 
thereof exceeds five rupees, of a sum equal 
to ten times such duty or portion ; 


(6) where any person from whom a stamped 
receipt could have been demanded, has 
given an unstamped receipt and such receipt, 
if stamped, would be admissible in evidence 
against him, then such receipt shall be 
admitted in evidence against him on pay- 
ment of a penalty of one rupee by the 
person tendering it ; 


(c) where a contract or agreement of any kind is 
effected by correspondence consisting of 
two or more letters and any one of the 
letters bears the proper stamp, the contract 
or agreement shall be deemed to be duly 
stamped ; 


(4) nothing herein contained shall prevent the 
admission of any instrument in evidence in 
any proceeding in a Criminal Court, other 
than a proceeding under Chapter XII or 
Chapter XXXVI of the Indian Code of 
Criminal Procedure, 1898 as applied to the 
Protectorate ; 


(e) nothing herein contained shall prevent the 
admission of any instrument in any Court 
when such instrument has been executed 
by or on behalf of the Government, or 
where it bears the certificate of a District 
Commissioner or the Revenue Authority 
as provided by section thirty-one or any 
other provision of this Ordinance. 


XXXV. Where an instrument has been admitted 
in evidence, such admission shall not, except as provided 
in section sixty-one of this Ordinance, be called in 
question at any stage of the same suit or proceeding on 
the ground that the instrument has not been duly 
stamped. 


XXXVI. The Governor may make rules providing 
that, where an instrument bears a stamp of sufficient 
amount but of improper description, it may, on payment 
of the duty with which the same is chargeable, be 
certified to be duly stamped, and any instrument so 
certified shall then be decmed to have been duly stamped 
as from the date of its execution. 
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XXXVII. (1) When the person impounding an 
instrument under section thirty-two of this Ordinance 
has by law or consent of parties authority to receive 
evidence and admits such instrument in evidence upon 
payment of a penalty as provided by section thirty-four 
of this Ordinance or of duty as provided by section 
thirty-six of this Ordinance, he shall send to the Revenue 
Authority an authenticated copy of such instrument, 
together with a certificate in writing, stating the amount 
of duty and penalty levied in respect thereof, and shall 
send such amount to the Revenue Authority, or to such 
perscn as he may appoint in this behalf. 


(2) In every other case, the person so impounding 
an instrument shall send it in original to the Revenue 
Authority. 


XXXVITI. (1) When a copy of an instrument is 
sent to the Revenue Authority under sub-section one 
of the last preceding section, he may, if he thinks 
fit, refund any portion of the penalty in excess of 
five rupees which has been paid in respect of such 
instrument. 


(2) When such instrument has been impounded 
only because it has been written in contravention of 
section twelve or section thirteen of this Ordinance 
the Revenue Authority may refund the whole penalty 
so paid. 


XXXIX. (1) When the Revenue Authority 
impounds any instrument under section thirty-two of 
this Ordinance or receives any instrument sent to hin 
under sub-section two of section thirty-seven of this 
Ordinance, not being an instrument chargeable with a 
duty of six cents or three cents only or a bill of exchange 
or promissory note, he shall adopt the following 
procedure :— 


(a) if he is of opinion that such instrument is 
duly stamped, or is not chargeable with 
duty, he shall certify by endorsement 
thereon that it is duly stamped, or that it 
is not so chargeable, as the case may be: 


(6) if he is of opinion that such instrument is 
chargeable with duty and is not duly 
stamped, he shall require the payment of 
the proper duty or the amount required to 
make up the same, together with a penalty 
of five rupees; or, if he thinks fit, ten 
times the amount of the proper duty or of 
the deficient portion thereof, whether such 
amount exceeds or falls short of five 
rupees : 


Provided that, when such instrument has been 
impounded only because it has been written in 
contravention of scction twelve or section thirteen of 
this Ordinance the Revenue Authority may, if he thinks 
fit, remit the whole penalty prescribed by this section. 


(2) Every certificate under clause (a) cf 
sub-section one of this section shall, for the purposes of 
this Ordinance, be conclusive evidence of the matters 
stated therein. 
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(8) Where an instrument has been sent to the 
Revenue Authority under sub-section two of section 
thirty-seven of this Ordinance the Revenue Authority 
shall, when he has dealt with it as provided by this 
section, return it to the impounding officer. 


XL. If any instrument chargeable with duty and 
not duly stamped, not being an instrument chargeable 
with a duty of six cents or three cents only or a bill 
of exchange or promissory note, is produced by any 
person of his own motion before the Revenue Authority 
within one year from the date of its execution or first 
execution, and such person brings to the notice of the 
Revenue Authority the fact that such instrument is 
not duly stamped and offers to pay to the Revenue 
Authority the amount of the proper duty, or the 
amount required to make up the same, and the Revenue 
Authority is satisfied that the omission to duly stamp 
such instrument has been occasioned by accident, 
inistake or urgent necessity, he may, instead of 
procecding under sections thirty-two and thirty-nine 
of this Ordinance, receive such amount and proceed as 
next hereinafter prescribed. 


XLI. (1) When the duty and penalty (if any) 
leviable in respect of any instrument have been paid 
under section thirty-four, section thirty-nine or section 
forty of this Ordinance, the person admitting such 
instrument in evidence or the Revenue Anthority, as 
the case may be, shall certify by endorsement thereon 
that the proper duty or, as the case may be, the proper 
duty and penalty (stating the amount of each) have 
been levied in respect thereof, and the name and 
residence of the person paying them. 


(2) Every instrument so endorsed shall thereupon 
be admissible in evidence, and may be registered and 
acted upon and authenticated as if it had been duly 
stainped, and shall be delivered on his application in 
this behalf to the person from whose possession it 
came into the hands of the oflicer impounding it, or as 
such person may direct: 


Provided that,— 


(a) no instrument which has been admitted in 
evidence upon payment of -duty and a 
penalty under section thirty-four of this 
Ordinance, shall be so delivered before the 
expiration cf one month from the date 
of such impounding, or if the Revenue 
Authority has certified that its further 
detention is necessary and has not cancelled 
such certificate : 


(t) nothing in this section shall affect section 
one hundred and forty-four, clause three, of 
the Indian Code of Civil Procedure as 
applied to the Protectorate. 


XLIT. The taking of proceedings or the payment 
of a penalty under this Chapter in respect of any 
instrument shall not bar the prosecution of any person 
who appears to have committed an offence against the 
Stamp-law in respect of such instrument: 
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Provided that no such prosecution shall be 
instituted in the case of any instrument in respect of 
which such a penalty has been paid, unless it appears 
to the Revenue Authority that the offence was 
committed with an intention of evading payment of 
the proper duty. 


XLII. (1) When any duty or penalty has been 
paid under section thirty-four, section thirty-six, section 
thirty-nine or section forty of this Ordinance, by any 
person in respect of an instrument, and, by agreement 
or under the provisions of section twenty-eight of this 
Ordinance or any other enactment in force at the time 
such instrument was executed, some other person was 
bound to bear the expense of providing the proper 
stamp for such instrument, the first-mentioned person 
shall be entitled to recover from such other person the 
amount of the duty or penalty so paid. 


(2) For the purpose of such recovery any 
certificate granted in respect of such instrument under 
this Ordinance shall be conclusive evidence of the 
matters therein certified. 

(3) Such amount may, if the Court thinks fit, 
be included in any order as to costs in any suit 
or proceeding to which such persons are parties and in 
which such instrument has been tendered in evidence. 
If the Court does not include the amount in such order, 
no further proceedings for the recovery of the amount 
shall be maintainable. 


XLIV. (1) Where any penalty is paid under section 
thirty-four or section thirty-nine of this Ordinance, the 
Revenue Authority may, upon application in writing 
made within one year from the date of the payment, 
refund such penalty wholly or in part. 


(2) Where, in the opinion of the Revenue 
Authority, stamp-duty in excess of that which is legally 
chargeable has been charged and paid under section 
thirty-four of this Ordinance, such authority may, upon 
application in writing made within three months of the 
order charging the same, refund the excess. 


XLY. (1) If any instrument sent to the Revenue 
Authority under sub-section two of section thirty-seven 
of this Ordinance, is lost, destroyed or damaged during 
transmission, the person sending the same shall not be 
liable for such loss, destruction or dainage. 


(2) When any instrument is about to be so sent, 
the person from whose possession it came into the 
hands of the person impounding the same, may require 
a copy thereof to be made at the expense of such 
first-mentioned person and authenticated by the person 
impounding such instrument. 


XLVI. When any bill of exchange, promissory 
note or cheque chargeable with the duty of six cents 
is presented for payment unstamped, the person to 
whom it is so presented may affix thereto the necessary 
adhesive stamp, and, upon cancelling the same in 
manner hereinbefore provided, may pay the sum payable 
upon such bill, note or cheque, and may charge the 
duty against the person who ought to have paid the 
same, or deduct it from the sum payable as aforesaid, 
and such bill, note or cheque shall, so far as respects 
the duty, be deemed good and valid: 
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Provided that nothing herein contained shall 
relieve any person from any penalty or proceeding 
to which he may be liable in relation to such bill, 
note or cheque. 


XLVII. All duties, penalties and other sums 
required to be paid under this Chapter may be recovered 
by the Revenue Authority by distress and sale of the 
moveable property of the person from whom the same 
are due. 


CHAPTER V. 
ALLowances FoR Stamps In CERTAIN CaSEs. 


XLVIII. Subject to such rules as may be made by 
the Governor as to the evidence to be required, or the 
enquiry to be made, the Revenue Authority may, on 
application made within the period prescribed in section 
forty-nine of this Ordinance, and if he is satisfied as to 
the facts, make allowance for stamps spoiled in the 
cases hereinafter mentioned, namely :— 


(a) the stamp on any paper inadvertently and 
undesignedly spoiled, obliterated or by 
error in writing or any other means rendered 
unfit for the purpose intended before any 
instrument written thereon is executed by 
any person: 


(b) the stamp on any document which is written 
out wholly or in part, but which is not 
signed or executed by any party thereto: 


(c) in the case of bills of exchange, cheques or 

* promissory notes— 

(1) the stamp on any bill of exchange or 
cheque signed by or on behalf of the 
drawer which has not been accepted 
or made use of inany manner whatever 
or delivered out of his hands for any 
purpose other than by way of tender 
for acceptance: provided that the paper 
on which any such stamp is impressed, 
does not bear any signature intended 
as or for the acceptance of any bill of 
exchange or cheque to be afterward: 
written thereon. ; 

(2) the stamp on any promissory note signed 
by or in behalf of the maker which has 
not been made use of in any manner 
whatever or delivered out of his hands : 


(8) the stamp used or intended to be used 
for any bill of exchange, cheque or 
promissory note signed by, or on behalf 
of, the drawer thereof, but which from 
any omission or error has been spoiled 
or rendered useless, although the same, 
being a bill of exchange or cheque, may 
have been presented for acceptance 
or accepted or endorsed, or, being a 
promissory note, may have been 
delivered to the payee: provided that 
another completed and duly stamped 
bill of exchange, cheque or promissory 
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note is produced identical in every 
particular, except in the correction of 
such omission or error as aforesaid with 
the spoiled bill, cheque or note: 


(d) the stamp used for an instrument executed 
by any party thereto which— 

(1) has been afterwards found to be absolutely 
void in law froin the beginning : 

(2) has been afterwards found unfit by reason 
of any error or mistake therein, for the 
purpose originally intended : 

(83) by reason of the death of any person by 
whoin it is necessary that it should be 
executed, without having executed the 
‘same, or of the refusal of any such 
person to execute the same, cannot be 


completed so as to effect the intended ° 


transaction in the form proposed : 

(4) for want of the execution thereof by some 
material party, and his inability or 
refusal to sign the same, is in fact 
incomplete and insufficient for the 
purpose for which it was intended: 

(5) by reason of the refusal of any person to 
act under the same, or to advance any 
money intended to be thereby secured, 
or by the refusal or non-acceptance of 
any office thereby granted, totally fails 
of the intended purpose: 

(6) becomes useless in consequence of the 
transaction intended to be thereby 
effected being effected by some other 
instrument between the same parties 
and bearing a stamp of not less value: 

(7) is deficient in value and the transaction 
intended to be thereby effected has 
been effected by some other instrument 
between the same parties and bearing a 
stamp of not less value: 

(8) is inadvertently and undesignedly spoiled, 
and in lieu whereof another instrument 
made between the same parties and for 
the same purpose is executed and duly 
stamped : 


Provided that, in the case of an executed 
instrument, no legal proceeding has been commenced 
in which the instrument could or would have been 
given or offered in evidence and that the instrument is 
given up to be cancelled. 


Explanation—The certificate of a District 
Commissioner or the Revenue Authority under section 
thirty-one of this Ordinance that the full duty with 
which an instrument is chargeable, has been paid is a 
stamp within the meaning of this section. 


XLIX. The application for relief under the last 
preceding section shall be made within the following 
periods, that it is to say,— 


(1) in the cases mentioned in clause (d) (5) of the 
said section, within two months of the date 
of the instrument : 
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(2) in the case of a stamped paper on which no 
instrument has been executed by any of the 
parties thereto, within six months after the 
stamp has been spoiled: 


(3) in the case of a stamped paper on which an 
instrument has been executed by any of the 
parties thereto, within six months after the 
date of the instrument, or, if it is not dated, 
within six months after the execution thereof 
by the person by whom it was first or alone 
executed : 


Provided that,— 


(a) when the spoiled instrument has been 
for sufficient reasons sent out of the 
Protectorate, the application may be made 
within six months after it has been received 
back in the Protectorate ; 


(6) when, from unavoidable circumstances, any 
instrument for which another instrument 
has been substituted, cannot be given up 
to be cancelled within the aforesaid period, 
the application may be made within six 
months after the date of execution of the 
substituted instrument. 


L. The Revenue Authority may, without limit of 
time, make allowance for stamped papers used for 
printed forms of instruments by any banker or by any 
incorporated company or other body corporate, if for 
any sufficient reason such forms have ceased to be 
required by the said banker, company or body corporate, 
provided that such authority is satisfied that the duty 
in respect of such stamped papers has been duly paid. 


LI. (2) when any person has inadvertently used 
for an instrument chargeable with duty, a stamp of a 
description other than that prescribed for such instru- 
ment by the rules made under this Ordinance, or a 
stamp of greater value than was necessary, or has 


inadvertently used any stamp for an instrument not - 


chargeable with any duty; or 

(v) When any stamp used for an instrument has 
been inadvertently rendered useless under section 
fourteen of this Ordinance, owing to such instrument 
having been written in contravention of the provisions 
of section twelve of this Ordinance ; 


the Revenue Authority may, on application made 
within six months after the date of the instrument, or, 
if it is not dated, within six months after the execution 
thereof by the person by whom it was first or alone 
executed, and upon the instrument, if chargeable 
with duty, being re-stamped with the proper duty, 
cancel and allow as spoiled the stamp so misused or 
rendered uscless. 


LII. In any case in which allowance is made for 
spoiled or misused stamps, the Revenue Authority may 
give in lieu thereof— 4 

(a) other stamps of the same description and 
value ; or, 
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(d) if required and he thinks fit, stamps of any 
other description to the same amount in 
value; or 

(c) at his discretion, the same value in money, 
deducting six cents for each rupee or 
fraction of a rupee. 


LIII. When any person is possessed of a stamp 
or stamps which have not been spoiled or rendered 
unfit or useless for the purpose intended, but for which 
he has no immediate use, the Revenue Authority shall 
repay to such person the value of such stamp or stamps 
in money, deducting six cents for each rupee or portion 
of a rupee, upon such person delivering up the same to 
be cancelled, and proving to the Revenue Authority’s 
satisfaction 

(a) that such stamp or stamps were purchased 
by such person with a bond fide intention 
to use them; and 

(b) that he has paid the full price thereof; and 

(c) that they were so purchased within the period 
of six months next preceding the date on 
which they were so delivered : 


Provided that, where the person is a licensed 
vendor of stamps the Revenue Authority may, if he 
thinks fit, make the repayment of the sum actually 
paid by the vendor without any such deduction as 
aforesaid. 


LIV. When any duly stamped debenture is 
renewed by the issue of a new debenture in the same 
terms, the Revenue Authority shall, upon application 
made within one month, repay to the person issuing 
such debenture, the value of the stamp on the original 
or on the new debenture, whichever shall be less: 


Provided that the original debenture is produced 
before the Revenue Authority and cancelled by him in 
such manner as the Governor may direct. 


Explanation.—A debenture shall be deemed to be 
renewed in the same terms within the meaning of this 
section notwithstanding the following changes :— 

(a) the issue of two or more debentures in place 
of one original debenture, the total amount 
secured being the same; 

(6) the issue of one debenture in place of 
two or more original debentures, the total 
amount secured being the same; 

(c) the substitution of the name of the holder ai 
the time of renewal for the name of the 
original holder; and 

(d) the alteration of the rate of interest or the 
dates of payment thereof. 


CHAPTER VI. 
REFERENCE AND REVISION. 


LY. (1) Ifa District Commissioner, acting under 
section thirty of this Ordinance, feels doubt as to the 
amount of duty with which any instrument is charge- 
able, he may draw up a statement of the case, and 
refer it, with his own opinion thereon, for the decision 
of the Revenue Authority. 
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(2) Such authority shall consider the case and 
send a copy of its decision to the District Commissioner, 
who shall proceed to assess and charge the duty (if any) 
in conformity with such decision. 


LVI. The Revenue Authority may state any case 
referred to it under the last preceding section, or 
otherwise coming to its notice, and refer such case, 
with its own opinion thereon, to the High Court. 


LVII. Any person considering himself aggrieved 
by any decision of the Revenue Authority may appeal 
therefrom to the High Court and may require the 
Revenue Authority to draw up a statement of the case, 
with his own opinion thereon, for reference to the High 
Court. 


LVIII. If the High Court is not satisfied that 
the statements contained in any case referred to it under 
the provisions of either of the last two preceding 
sections are sufficient to enable it to determine the 
questions raised thereby, the Court may refer the case 
back to the Revenue Authority, to make such additions 
thereto or alterations therein as the Court may direct 
in that behalf. 


LIX. (1) The High Court, upon the hearing of 
any such case, shall decide the questions raised thereby, 
and shall deliver its judgment thereon containing 
the grounds on which such decision is found. 

(2) The Court shall send to the Revenue 
Authority, a copy of such judgment under the seal of the 
Court; and the Revenue Authority shall, on receiving 
such copy, dispose of the case conformably to such 
judgment. 


LX. (1) If any Court, other than the High Court, 
feels doubt as to the amount of duty to be paid in 
respect of any instrument under proviso (a) to section 
thirty-four of this Ordinance, the Judge may draw up 
a statement of the case and refer it, with his own 
opinion thereon, for the decision of the High Court. 

(2) The High Court shall deal with the case 
as if it had been referred under section fifty-six of this 
Ordinance, and send a copy of its judgment under 
the seal of the Court to the Revenue Authority 
and another like copy to the Judge making the reference, 
who shall, on receiving such copy, dispose of the case 
conformably to such judgment. 


LXI. (1) When any Court in the exercise of its 
civil jurisdiction or any Criminal Court in any proceed- 
ing under Chapter XII or Chapter XXXVI of the 
Indian Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898, as applied to 
the Protectorate, makes any order admitting any 
instrument in evidence as duly stamped or as not requiring 
a stamp, or upon payment of duty and a penalty under 
section thirty-four of this Ordinance, the Court to 
which appeals lie from, or references are made by, such 
first-mentioned Court may, of its own motion or on the 
application of the Revenue Authority, take such order 
into consideration.

Enacted by the Acting Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Copyright Short title and 


Ordinance, 1914,” and. the provisions thereof shall be open:

offence and liable to a fine not exceeding seven hundred 
and fifty rupees, or, in the case of a second or subsequent 
offence, either to such fine or to imprisonment of either 
description for a term not exceeding two months. 
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(3.) ‘The court before which any such proceedings 
are taken may, whether the alleged offender is convicted 
or not, order that all copies of the work or all plates in 
the possession of the alleged offender, which appear to 
it to be infringing copies or plates for the purpose of 
making infringing copies, be destroyed or delivered up 
to the owner of the copyright or otherwise dealt with as 
the court may think fit.

1. PUBLIC NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that on and from 1st August, 
1914, no consignment will be accepted for conveyance by either Rail or Steamer as 
Goods, Parcels or Luggage unless each article or package, except as provided hereinafter 
to the contrary, has securely attached to it an address label shewing in a legible manner, 
and in English, ihe full name and address of the Consignce. 

2. Articles or packages which have the full name and address of the Consignee 
plainly painted or stencilled on same will be accepted provided all old marks and 
addresses have been obliterated. 

3. Consignors may, in addition to the address label, shew their own private 
marks on any article or package tendered for conveyance, but the Railway Administration 
will only undertake to deliver according to the address label. When articles or packages 
bear private marks Consignors should shew such marks on the consignment notes 
furnished to the Railway Department.

CLOAK ROOM. 


1—DEPOSIT OF ARTICLES IN CLOAK ROOM. 

(a). Articles are accepted for deposit at all stations except the following, viz. Changamwe, 
Mariakani, Maji-ya-Chumvi, Mackinnon Road, Maungu, Mbululu, Tsavo, Kenani, Mtito Andei, 
Masongaleni, Simba, Magadi Junction, Ruiru and Uplands. : 

(b). No article or package shall be considered as being deposited in a cloak room unless the 
person desiring to deposit such article or package shall have handed over the same to an official in 
charge of the cloak room, and shall have paid for and received a cloak room ticket issued by the 
Administration in respect of the article or package so deposited. 

(c). When a passenger after depositing his luggage, consisting of more than one article or 
package, wishes to remove one or more of same, leaving the remainder in the cloak room, he must 
take delivery of the full number deposited under the receipt issued and given up the receipt. 
The articles or packages he does not wish to take with him at the time can then be placed in the 
cloak room and a fresh receipt issued on payment, the transaction being treated in all respects as a 
first deposit. 

(d). No passenger after having placed his luggage in the cloak room will be allowed access 
to same for the purpose of opening any package and taking possession of any portion of the 
contents of same. In all such cases delivery of the full number of packages must be taken and the 
receipt handed over. If the passenger again wishes to deposit his luggage the transaction must in 
all respects be treated as a first deposit. 


2.—DELIVERY TO DEPOSITOR. 

The Administration shall not be liable to given up any article or package deposited in a cloak 
room except on production of the cloak room ticket issued in respect thereof, and on payment of all 
charges which, in accordance with these regulations, have or may become payable in respect 
of the same. 

3.—CHARGES FOR DEPOSIT. 

A charge of ten cents per article or package deposited shall be made by the Administration, 
and shall be payable by the depositor at the time of deposit; and an additional charge of ten cents 
per day or part of a day, shall be made on every article or package left in the cloak room for a 
longer period than the day following the day of deposit. 


4._RESPONSIBILITY OF THE ADMINISTRATION. 

(a). The Administration shall not be liable for the loss, misdelivery, or detention of, or 
damage to, any article or package deposited in a cloak room which exceeds in value the sum 
of Rs. 100/- (rupees one hundred) unless at the time of deposit the contents and value are 
declared in writing, and in addition to the ordinary charges for deposit, payment of an insurance 
charge at the rate of one per cent on the declared value, minimum Rs. 5/-, is accepted by the 
Administration from the depositor. 

(b). Without the special sanction of the Traffic Manager no articles or packages will be 
accepted, for deposit in the cloak room at a station, where the total value of the articles or packages 
Offered exceeds Rs. 750/- (rupees seven hundred and fifty). 

(c). The Administration reserves the right to examine the contents of any package declared 
to contain articles of a higher value than Rs. 100/- (rupees one hundred), with the object of being 
convinced that the package actually contains the articles declared to be therein. For this purpose 
any package must be opened by the depositor at his own expense, if so required by the Station 
Master, and they must be securely refastened by the depositor. 

(d). The Administration may require that packages that have been declared at a higher 
value than Rs. 100/- (rupees one hundred), if conveniently capable of being sealed, shall be 
carefully sealed by the depositor, and afterwards sealed by the Administration; and if delivery is 
made with those seals intact, no liability for loss or damage shall attach to the Administration. 


5.—LOSS OF CLOAK ROOM TICKET. 

Should a passenger lose his cloak room ticket he may obtain the articles or packages 
deposited upon making a sworn affidavit before a District or Assistant District Commissioner, or a 
Superintendent or Assistant Superintendent of Police, in which he shall describe the manner of the 
loss of the cloak room ticket, the articles or packages deposited by him, as also the contents to the 
satisfaction of the Administration ; and further upon signing an indemnity in the prescribed form 
indemnifying the Administration against all claims of other persons in respect of such articles or 
Packages delivered without production of the original cloak room ticket. The Administration may, 
In addition to such indemnity, demand adequate security from the claimant before parting with the 


articles or packages as aforesaid. 
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6.—MAXIMUM PERIOD OF DEPOSIT. 


No article or package shall be allowed to remain deposited in a cloak room for a longer 
period than six calendar months, and all articles not claimed and taken away within such period of 
six months after deposit may be sold by the Administration to defray expenses. 


7.—DANGEROUS AND ILL-SMELLING ARTICLES NOT ACCEPTED IN CLOAK ROOM. 


No articles of an inflammable, explosive, or dangerous nature, or loaded fire-arm:. cr articles 
emitting an offensive smell, may be deposited in a cloak room; and if any such artic!2s

inadvertence on the part of the official in charge accepted for deposit, they may on being found ‘0 
be inflammable, explosive, or dangerous, or loaded fire-arms, be removed from the cloak room and 
placed elsewhere where they will not be a source of danger, at the sole risk and special cost (if any) 
of the depositor or owner. 


8.—PRRISHABLE ARTICLES. 


(@). The Adininistration will not accept any perishable article for deposit in a cloak room, 
but in case a person should specially desire a perishable article so to be deposited, the same may be 
accepted subject to the special condition that no liability shall attach to the Administration in 
respect of any loss or damage that may arise in connection with such deposit.

9.—MOTOR CYCLES.

2.—CALCULATION OF CHARGES. 


(a). Fach parcel is charged for separately. Two or more parcels securely ticd together from 
one consignor to one consignee will, for charging purposes, be treated as one package. 
(b). The minimum charge is 25 cents. 
(c). When the unit figure in the weight is 9 or less it will be increased to 10 in calculating 
charges. 
Fs (d). Charges according to the rate list will be arrived at in the following manner :— 
(1). A parcel weighing 41 Ibs. will be charged as one of 50 Ibs. 
Q). A alg weighing 141 lbs. will be charged as one package of 100 Ibs. and one of 
50 Ibs. 


3.—TENDERING, Erc., OF PARCELS FOR TRANSPORT. 


(a). No consignment will be accepted for transport by cither rail or steamer as “ parcels” 
traffic unless each article or package has securely attached to it an address label shewing in & 
legible manner, and in English, the full name and address of the consignee. 

(b). Articles or packages which have the full name and address of the consignee plainly 
painted or stencilled on same will be accepted, provided all old marks and addresses have been removed. 

(ce). Consignors may, in addition to the address label, shew their own private marks on any 
article or package tendered for transport, but the Administration will only undertake to deliver 
according to the address label. When articles or packages bear private marks consignors should 
shew such marks on the consignment note furnished to the Railway Department. 
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(d). A consignment note properly filled up and signed by the sender or his duly authorized 
representative, must be handed in with all consignments when tendered for transport. The 
consignment note must be of the stipulated form provided by the Administration. 

(e). Parcels must be delivered to the Parcels Office at least thirty minutes before the 
advertised time of departure of the train by which the consignor wishes the parcel to be transported. 

(f). Parcels on which it is desired to effect insurance must be delivered at the Parcels 
Office not less than 45 minutes or more than 1} hours before the departure of the train by which 
they are to be conveyed. 


4—WHEN PARCELS FOR TRANSPORT MAY BE REFUSED. 


(a). The Administration may refuse acceptance for transport by passenger train of :—-- 
(1). Parcels weighing more than 80 Ibs. each. 
(2). Those difficult to handle owing to dimensions. 
(3). Those of an offensive or objectionable character. 
(4. Parcels insutliciently or badly packed or addressed. 
(3). Parcels known or suspected to contain goods or articles which are only accepted 
for transport on special conditions. : 

(6). Explosives and dangerous substances including paraffin or kerosine and other oils 
(except where stated to the contrary under the regulations governing the transport. of explosives 
and dangerous goods) are not accepted for transport by prssenger train. 

(ce). The Administration may make special arrangements in connection with the transport 
of large parcels or packages, and in such case may refuse to accept delivery for transport unless the 
consignor agrees to such special arrangements. 


5—WHEN FREIGHT MUST BE PREPAID. 


(a). Freight must be prepaid in the following cases :— 

(1). On all traftic of a perishable nature. 

(2). Exhibits to Agricultural or other Shows or Ixhibitions. 

(3). Returned empties (when not conveyed free). 

(4). Goods of a value less than the freight to be charged. 

(5). Goods cousigned to intermediate sidings or mileages or places where there is no 
resident official. : 

(6). Goods consigned to Lake Ports other than Entebbe, Kampala, Jinja Pier and 
Kisumu Pier. 


6.—DECLARATION OF CONTENTS. 


(a). Contents of ordinary parcels need not be declared. 
(b). Parcels containing :— 
(1). Excepted articles,—vide second schedule to the East Africa Railway Ordinance, 
1910, and all articles mentioned under section 12. 
(2). Articles carried at reduced rates. 
(3). Articles of a perishable nature. 
must be specifically declared on the consignment note by the sender. 


7.—PERISHABLES ON HAND UNCLAIMED. 


Perishables, including yeast, not claimed within six hours of receipt at destination may, at 
the discretion of the Administration, be sold to defray expenses; the proceeds, after deduction of 
these expenses, will be handed to the owner on application to the Trafic Manager. 


8—PARCELS UNCLAIMED. 


Parcels undelivered owing to unintelligibility of address, absence of consignee, or other cause 
independent of the Administration, remain in the possession of the Administration at the sole risk 
and expense of the owner, and are liable to be dealt with as unclaimed property under the section 
relating thereto. 


9—DELIVERY OF PARCELS. 


(a). Inall cases where servants are sent to take delivery of parcels on behalf of their 
employer, a signed authority must be produced by the servant from the employer authorising the 
Railway Department to hand the articles or packages over, the name of the servant so authorised 
to take delivery being given in the authority issued.

(c). When a parcel or package is declared as containing gold, silver, or specie, the sender is 
required to declare the value in writing on the consignment note, and if the value so declared 
exceeds Rs. 100/-, (rupees one hundred}, he must further declare in writing whether or not he 
desires to insure the gold, silver, or specie by paying the extra charge. Should a sender decline to 
pay the extra charge in respect of insurance, the Administration will only accept such parcels: or 
packages for transport at owner's risk and on receipt of risk note form X properly completed and 
signed by sender. 

(d). If boxes in which gold, silver, or specie is contained are :— 

(1). not sufficiently strong or secure to ensure safe transit or, 
(2). the seals on any box are found to be damaged, 
insurance will not be effected, and the Administration will only accept for transport on 
receipt of signed risk notes “A” and “X”. 

(e). Consignments of gold, silver, and specie will only be accepted for transport on days 
upon which passenger or mixed trains and steamers are due to run, and the Administration reserves 
to itself the right to refuse to accept such consignments for transport even on these days if for any 
reason it is inconvenient to take them. 

(f). Consignments of gold, silver, or specie valued at Rs. 1,500/-, (rupees fifteen hundred) 
will, when insured only, be provided with a Police escort by the Administration. In all such cases 
24 hours notice must be given of the intended despatch to enable the official in charge at the 
despatching station to make the necessary arrangements.

13—BEES AND OTHER INSECTS.—SPECIAL CONDITIONS AS TO TRANSPORT OF. 


The Administration undertakes the transportation of bees and other insects only subject to 


the following conditions :-— 


(1). That they are securely confined in strong and suitable hives, boxes, or packages. 

(2). That they are transported only at owner’s risk. 

(3). That the consignor is liable for all damage or expense that may be caused by, 
or arise from, the transportation of such bees or other insects or their escape 
from the hives, boxes, or packages in which they are confined. 

(4). That full parcel rates are paid for transport. 

(5). That delivery must be taken by the consignee within three hours of the arrival 
of the consignment, failing which the Administration may sell it as perishables, 
or may destroy it as may seem most expedient. 
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14—PARCELS CONTAINING OSTRICH FEATHERS. 


Ostrich feathers must be packed in secure boxes, properly covered with canvas, corded and 
sealed with sealing wax. (The necessary seal or stamp can be obtained at Stations.) If the above 
conditions are not complied with transport will only be undertaken at owner’s risk and no insurance 
can be effected. Ostrich feathers are classed as articles of light weight and are charged ordinary 
parcels rates, plus 50 per cent, by goods or passenger train. 


15—BICYCLES, MOTOR BICYCLES, TRICYCLES, MOTOR TRICYCLES, 
PERAMBULATORS, ROCKING HORSES, MAIL CARTS, AND 
BATH CHAIRS, TRANSPORTED AS PARCELS. 


(a) Bicycles, motor bicycles, tricycles, motor tricycles, perambulators, rocking horses, mail 
carts, and bath chairs may be transported as parcels, provided that such articles shall be so 
transported only at owner's risk. 

(b) Freight shall be levied at the ordinary parcels tariff, plus 50 per cent, on the

provided, however, that toy tricycles, toy carts, toy perambulators, and collapsible mail carts are 
excepted from the above conditions in so far as they are transported at ordinary parcels tariff and 
freight is levied on the actual weight of the articles. Toy tricycles, toy carts, toy perambulators 
and collapsible mail carts if not securely packed will only be transported at owner's risk. 

(¢) Actual weight will be charged for if the article exceeds the minimum weights given above. 

(d) Each article detailed above will be charged for separately. 

(e) Cycles charged with electricity, gas, oil or other inflammable liquid or vapour are under 
no circumstances accepted for transport by passenger train. 

(7) Any of the above articles (except toy tricycles, toy carts, toy perambulators, and 
cecllapsible mail carts) can only be transported at railway risk if securely packed, and on payment 
of freight at the ordinary parcels tariff plus 75 per cent. 


16.—ARTICLES TRANSPORTED AT HALF PARCELS RATES. 


(a) The undermentioned articles are transported at one half the ordinary parcels rates. 
subject to the following conditions :— 

(1) That the articles have been grown or manufactured in British East Africa or Uganda orare 
from German Kast Africa Ports on Lake Victoria, and are declared accordingly at time of 
acceptance by the Administration for despatch. 

(2) That the articles are packed in suitable hampers, baskets, cases, crates, casks, bags or cans. 

(3) That the contents of each package are fully described on the consignment note. 

4) That the goods are transported at owner's risk. 
(5) That freight is prepaid.

(¢). On the Busoga Railway and Lake Kioga steamer service full ordinary rates are charged. 
17.—PLANTS AND SHRUBS. 


Plants and shrubs are charged at full parcels rate on the separate weight of each packace 
or pot. 
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18.—NEWSPAPERS. 
(a) Parcels containing newspapers, and so described on the consignment note, are transported 
at half parcels rates, subject to a minimum charge of 19 cents per package. : f 
(6) This rate only applies in the case of newspapers forwarded by publishers to their 
advertised agents in British Kast Africa and Uganda. 
(c) On the Busoga Railway and Lake Kioga steamer service full ordinary rates are charged. 


19—RETURNED EMPTIES. 

(a) All returned empties, except returned milk empties, are transported as goods traffic at 
the rates and under the conditions laid down under the “Goods” section of the tariff. 

(b) Returned empties, (cans, or hampers, baskets, cases, and boxes with bottles) which on 
the forward journey have contained fresh milk or cream, will be accepted for transport, by passenger 
or mixed train, to the original sender free at owner’s risk, provided that each can, box, etc., is fully 
addressed by the sender, the address label to bear the words “returned empty”, and the full name 
and address of the consignee. A consignment note must be handed in by the sender at the time 
of acceptance of such empties for transport. 


20.—BUSOGA RAILWAY, AND LAKE KIOGA STEAMER SERVICE. 


The regulations and tariffs contained herein, except where stated to the contrary, also apply 
over the Busoga Railway and on the Lake Kioga steamer service.

PUBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that the following Regulations governing the 
acceptance and conveyance of passengers’ luggage will be brought into operation as on 
and from the 1st August, 1914, cancelling on and from that date the Regulations 
contained in Section 57, pages 51 and 52, and Section 58, pages 52 and 53 of the 
current issue of the Tariff Book. 

LUGGAGE, 


1—LUGGAGE DEFINED. 

(a). Luggage shall mean such articles of necessity or of personal use and convenience as, being 
enveloped in some kind of package, are carried by passengers for their personal use, but shall not 
include merchandise or other valuables which are not designed for any such use, but are for sale or other 
like purposes. 

(b). Folding deck chairs, collapsible mail carts, toy tricycles, toy carts, toy perambulators, small 
invalid chairs (when accompanying an invalid), sewing machines in hand cases, saddles, and parcels of 
fresh fruit accompanying passengers may, for the convenience of passengers, be transported with their 
luggage, and may be included in the free weight of luggage to which passengers may be entitled; provided, 
however, that such articles shall be so transported at Owner’s Risk ; they shall not be considered as lucgage, 
and even if placed in the van, and included with booked luggage for purposes of record, no liability shall 
attach to the Administration in respect thereof; and provided further that sewing machines in hand cases 
may be tuken into a Passenger’s compartment if the other passengers are in no way inconvenienced thereby. 
Alternatively the said articles may be transported as Parcels under the conditions governing such transit. 

{c). If articles carried as luggage are subsequently found to be merchandise or articles not being 
passenger's luggage, the Administration will charge double parcels rates. : 

(d). The Admiaistration’s officials charged with the acceptance of luggage for transport shall decide 
in cases where difference of opinion exists as to whether certain goods can or cannot he considered as 


luggage. 
r 2.—TENDERING, Erc.,, OF LUGGAGE FOR TRANSPORT. 

(a). No consignment will be accepted for conveyance by either rail or steamer as luggage unless 
each article or package has securely attached to it an address label showing in a legible manner, and in 
English, the full name and address of the owner, and all old addresses, marks, and labels have been removed. 
Each article or package must be securely locked or fastened. 

: (b). Luggage which the owner desires to have booked and placed in the van of the train in which he 
intends to travel must be delivered at the Station at least thirty minutes before the fixed time of departure 
of the train, otherwise the Administration may decline to accept the luggage for that train. 

(c). The Railway Administration reserve the right to refuse to receive for conveyance as luggage by 
passenger or mixed train any package which exceeds 3vU0 lbs. in weight or 6 feet by 4 feet in dimensions. 

(7). A passenger must produce the ticket held for the journey before luggage can be booke.l. 

(ce). No luggage will be placed in the van of a train for transport unless saine has been booked and 
receipt is held by Owner. 

r (f). No receipt for luggage will be granted to a passenger until all charges due for transport have 
een paid, 

(g). Charges are levied on luggage on its total weight, less the deduction in respect of weight allowed 
free and not on each package separately. 

(h). Although luggage charges must always be prepaid, the Administration has the right to correct 
cute and may collect any amount undercharged at destination station either before or subsequent to 

livery. 

(t). Booked luggage may not be taken into a compartment with owner. 


ith (j). The Administration accepts no responsibility in respect of luggage conveyed in a compartment 
With owner, 
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3—WEIGHT OF FREE LUGGAGE ALLOWED. 
(a). Unless otherwise provided herein or by Public Poster, each adult passenger is allowed to have 
the undermentioned quantity of luggage transported free of charge in the train by which he travels, if the 
accommodation will permit.—

Children travelling on half fare tickets will be allowed half these weights. 

(b). In computing the weight of luggage to be transported free of charge, an umbrella or walking 
stick, or small articles likely to be required on the journey, such as rugs, wraps, pillows, small handbazs, 
dressing case or small luncheon basket, which can be placed in the compartment, without inconvenience to 
other passengers, will not be reckoned. 

(c).. All luggage in excess of the free allowance authorized under the preceding paragraphs must be 
booked and paid for as laid down in these regulations. 

(d) Holders of rcturn tickets are entitled to the free allowance of luggage on both the forward and 
return journeys. Luggage cannot be booked for the return journey at the commencement of the forward 
journey. Passengers holding return tickets must have their luggage weighed and booked at the Station at 
which the return journey is commenced. 

(ec) The free allowance of luggage when reserved accommodation is engaged is calculated on the 
number of fares paid. 

4.—SAFARI PARTIES. 

(2). Sportsmen visiting the East Africa and Uganda Protectorate for the purpose of undertaking a 
safari may, while on safari, be allowed to have transported with their luggage, for their convenience, such 
provisions and other necessaries and equipment, as are required on their safari, provided that such articles, 
as do not come under the term “luggage” as defined in clause 1 (a) of these regulations, are conveyed at 
owner’s risk under a signed risk note. i 

(6). Should the passenger wish to avail himself of the administration’s statutory liability he must 
forward the articles as “goods” or “ parcels” traflic under the regulations applicable thereto. 

(c). In the matter of transit, preference will always be given to the luggage of ordinary passengers. 


‘ 5.—COMMERCIAL TRAVELLER’S LUGGAGE AND SAMPLES. 

(2). Commercial Travellers, on production of credentials, are allowed double the weight of free 
luggage granted to ordinary passengers and excess weights are charged at half excess luggage and parcels 
rates. Their luggage must consist of personal luggage or samples intended solely for display and not for 
selling purposes, and must accompany them on their journeys. 

(2). The maximum weight of luggage and samples which a Commercial Travelier may have conveyed 
by passenger or mixed train is 1,000 lbs. 

(c). The luggage may be delivered to the traveller at any Station where he breaks his journey 
provided the luggage ticket held by him is delivered up to the Station Master. When proceeding to a 
further Station with his luggage, his luggage ticket will be returned to him, after having been duly endorsed, 
provided that the luggage offered for further transport is that referred to in the luggage ticket. Stations at 
which break of journey will be made must be mentioned so that luggage can be correctly labelled. 

(d)._ For the purpose of this regulation, managers, partners, agents, or resident representatives of 
commercial houses travelling for business purposes, will not be considered as commercial travellers. 

(e).. By availing himself of the concessions offered under this section the commercial traveller is 
understood to agree that the Administration does not accept responsibility for loss of trade, or business, or 
market, or for any expenses incurred in consequence of delay, damage, or loss of traveller's samples or 
baggage. 

ce This concession does not apply over the Busoga Railway or on the Lake Kioga Steamer service. 
6.—CANE AND WICKERWORK ARTICLES TRANSPORTED AS LUGGAGE. 

Cane and Wickerwork articles when accompanying passengers may, for the convenience of passengers 
be transported with their luggage at owner's risk ; provided, however, they shall not be included in the free 
weight of luggage to which passengers may be entitled; freight shall be levied according to the excess 
luggage and parcels tariff plus 50 per cent. 


7.—GOLD AND SPECIE TRANSPORTED AS LUGGAGE. 

(a). Raw gold and silver and specie and precious stones may be conveyed as luggage by passengers 
in the compartments in which thcy travel, provided they pay double the ordinary excess luggage and parcel 
rates on the gross weight of such raw gold, silver, specie, and precious stones. In such case such passengers 
shall be considered as retaining the control and custody of their luggage and no receipt for same will be 
granted by the Administration. ; ‘ q ; 

(b). Luggage containing raw gold, silver, specie, and precious stones will only be taken in charge by 
the Administration and placed in the Guard's van if booked as “Parcels” traffic under the regulations 
applying thereto. : ' 

(c). Reserved accommodation for passengers referred to in clause (a) of this Section will only be 
provided on compliance with the conditions laid down in Section 53, pages 32 and 83 of the Tariff Book. 

8.—BICYCLES, MOTOR BICYCLES, TRICYCLES, MOTOR TRICYCLES, PERAMBULATORS, 
ROCKING HORSES, MAIL CARTS, AND BATH CHAIRS, TRANSPORTED 
AS LUGGAGE. 

(a). Bicycles, motor bicycles, tricycles, motor tricycles, perambulators, rocking horses, mail carts, 
and bath chairs when accompanying passengers may for the convenience of passengers, be transported with 
their luggage, provided, however, that such articles shall be so transported only at owner's risk; they shall 
not be considered as luggage; and even if placed in the Guard’s van and included with booked luggage for 
purposes of record, no liability shall attach to the Administration in respect, thercof. 

(b). Freight shall be levied at the ordinary excess luggage and parcels tariff on the undermentioned 
minimum weights, viz :—

(c). Freight must be paid on the minimum weights irrespective of any free luggage allowance to 
which the passenger may be entitled ; provided, however, that toy tricycles, toy carts, toy perambulators, 
and collapsible mail carts are excepted from the above minimum weights; they are transported under the 
conditions laid down under Section 1, clause (b) of these regulations, freight being levied on the actual 
weight of the article. 

(d). Actual weight will be charged for if the article exceeds the minimum weights given above. 

(e). Each article detailed above will be charged separately. 

(f). The maximum number of cycles which may be transported with a passenger under the conditions 
set out in this regulation is one for each passenger. 

(q). Cycles charged with electricity, gas, oil, or other inflammable liquid or vapour are under no 
circumstances accepted for transport by passenger train. 

(hk). Alternatively the articles mentioned in clause (a) of this section may be transported as parcels 
traffic under the regulations applicable thereto. 

9.—BREAK OF JOURNEY. 

(a). A passenger, who is tho holder of a return ticket, may have his luggage delivered to him at the 
Station where he breaks his journey provided the luggage is labelled to the particular Station, and the 
luggage ticket endorsed accordingly. 

(). At the booking station the passenger must give the name of the first station at which he desires 
to break his journey, so that the luggage ticket issued and receipt granted can be endorsed to that effect, and 
the luggage Inbelled to that Station, and not to the destination station for which his own ticket is held, and 
to which his luggage ticket is issued. 

(c). The passenger must deliver up the receipt for his luggage to the Station Master at each station 
where he breaks his journey. When proceeding to a further station with his luggage, his luggage receipt 
ticket will be returned to him, after having been duly endorsed, provided that the luggage offered for further 
transport is that referred to in the luggage ticket. 

(d). This concession is not granted to passengers holding excursion tickets issued at single fare for 


the double journey. 
10—LUGGAGE NOT BOOKED. 
The Railway Administration gives special notice that they will under no circumstances accept 
liability for luggage handed to the care of a porter or other Railway employee, unless same has been booked 
and a receipt on the form recognised by the Administration is held by the Owner. 


11—DELIVERY OF BOOKED LUGGAGE. 

(a). A receipt will be granted by the Administration for luggage at time of acceptance for conveyance, 
ard this receipt must be produced and handed over to the Administration at the destination station before 
delivery of the luggage referred to in the receipt can be effected. 

(b). Possession of the official receipt by the Railway Administration will entitle the Administration 
to hand over and deliver the packages referred to therein to the bearer of the receipt. Thereupon the 
Administration's liability will cease. : 

12.—NON-PRODUCTION OF LUGGAGE RECEIPT. 

(a). When a passenger on arrival at destination station has lost or cannot produce his luggage 
receipt, the packages of which he claims to be the owner will only be handed over to him if he can prove 
his ownership to the satisfaction of the Station Master. Pending such proof the luggage will be warehoused 
at the risk and expense of the owner. He must thereafter sign for the receipt of the luggage, and give an 
indemnity to the Administration in the prescribed form indemnifying the Administration against all claims 
of other persons in respect of such luggage. The Administration may in addition to such indemnity require 
adequate security from the claimant before parting with any luggage as aforesaid. 

(b). Should the claimant not succeed in proving his ownership to the satisfaction of the Station 
Master, the said luggage shall be dealt with as unclaimed goods as provided by law. 

18.—LACK OF SPACE IN VANS. 

The Administration may receive and transport luggage, in case of lack of space, by a train Jater than 
that for which @ passenger took out his ticket. The passenger, however, may under such circumstances, 
change his ticket (free of cost if the journey is no longer) for another available for the train by which his 


luggage is transported. 
14.—STORAGE. 


(a). Fassengers, on arrival at their destination station, must immediately claim and take delivery 
of their luggage. 

(b). If it is not convenient for them to take their luggage with them on leaving a station, after 
arrival by train, they may place their luggage in the cloak room under the conditions applicable thercto. 

(c). At stations where no cloak room exists luggage, if left on station premises, will lie at the sole 
risk of the owner aud be subject to cloak room charges, but no receipt will be granted by the Ad:ninistration 
for the luggage. 

15.— RATES. 
The luggage rates are scheduled on pages 57 and 58 of the Tariff Book.

AN ORDINANCE, 


INTITULED. 
Justices of the Peace Ordinance, 1914. 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Justices 
of the Peace Ordinance, 1914.” 


II. It shall be lawful for the Governor to appoint 
under his hand as occasion may require, any resident of 
the Protectorate being a British Subject of European 
extraction to be a Justice of the Peace for the 
Protectorate or for any part thereof, who shall hold 
oflice during the Governor's pleasure, and whose 
appointment shall be notified in the “Official Gazette.” 


Every Justice of the Peace shall on appointment 
take and subscribe the same oaths or aflirmations as are 
required to be taken by a Magistrate and in the manner 
prescribed by law for the taking thereof by a Magistrate. 


III. A Justice of the Peace shall, Subject to the 
provisiuns of this Ordinance have and exercise within 
the limits for which he is appointed such powers, 
rights, duties and jurisdictions as are vested in a Justice 
of the Peace by this Ordinance or by or in virtue of any 
Ordinance for the time being in force in the 
Protectorate. 


IV. A Justice of the Peace shall have the same 
powers and dutics as a Magistrate to administer oaths 
and aflirmatious, take affidavits, attest signatures and 
certify to copies of documents, and shall exercise the 
same in like inanner and take the same fees therefor on 
behalf of the Government of the Protectorate. 


V. (1). When an offence, cognizable to the police, 
is committed in the presence of a Justice of the Peace 
within the local limits of his jurisdiction, he may 
himself arrest or order any perscn to arrest the offender; 
Provided, however, that such Justice of the Peace shall 
without unnecessary delay take such offender or cause 
him to be taken before the nearest Magistrate within 
whose local jurisdiction such offence shall have been 
cominitted. 


(2). Any Justice of the Peace may at any time 
arrest or direct the arrest in his presence within the 
local limits of his Jurisdiction of any person for whose 
arrest he is competent at the time and in the 
circuunstances to issue a warrant, and shall without 
unnecessary delay take such person or cause him to be 
taken before the nearest .Magistrate within whose local 
jurisdiction such person shall have been arrestcd. 
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(3). Whenever a Justice of the Peace shall arrest 
or cause any person to be arrested under the provisions 
of the preceding sub-sections of this section and shall 
not himself take the person arrested before the 
Magistrate, he shall issue a warrant under his hand in 
the form given in the Schedule hereto, and such 
warrant shall be sufficient authority to the person to 
whom it shall be directed to take the person arrested 
before the Magistrate ; and, if the person shall have 
been arrested for an offence committed in the presence 
of the Justice of the Peace, such Justice of the Peace 
shall, without unnecessary delay, send to the Magistrate 
a statement setting forth the facts relating to the 
offence and the names and addresses of any persons 
known to him to have been witnesses to the commission 
of the offence. 


VI. (1). A Justice of the Peace may: 


(i) upon receiving a complaint of facts which 
constitute an offence, or 


(ii) upon receiving a police report of such 
facts, issue process for the purpose of 
compelling the appearance of the person 
accused. Provided, however, that such 
process shall be made returnable before a 
Magistrate having jurisdiction to try the 
accused or to commit him for trial. 


(2). A Justice of the Peace shall not take 
cognizance of an offence unless he is satisfied that there 
is sufficient ground for proceeding, neither shall he issue 
a warrant unless the case is one in which under the 
law of Criminal Procedure for the time being in force 
in the Protectorate, a warrant should issue in the first 
instance or he sees reason to belicve that the person 
accused has absconded or will not obey a summons. 


(3). Whenever by the law for the time being in 
force any Court is prohibited from taking cognizance of 
any case except with the sanction or on the complaint 
of the Governor or a Court or a public servant or any 
person, a Justice of the Peace shall not take cognizance 
of such case except with the sanction or on the 
complaint required by such law. 


(4). If any fee would under the law for the time 
being in force have been payable if the process had 
been issued by a Magistrate such fee shall: be paid by 
the person or persons liable to pay the same at the 
Court of the Magistrate before whom the PEDCESS is 
returnable. 


VII. A Justice of the Peace taking cognizance of 
an offence on complaint, shall at once examine the 
complainant upon oath, and the substance of the 
examination shall be reduced to writing and be signed 
by the complainant, and also by the Justice of the 
Peace. Provided that when a complaint is made in 
writing, nothing herein contained shall be deemed to 
require a Justice of the Peace to examine the 
complainant before issuing process for the purpose of 
compelling the attendance of the accused before a 
Magistrate as hereinbefore provided, if such Justice of 
the Peace is satisfied that the complaint shows 
su<icient grounds for proceeding. .

VIII. (1). Whenever a Justice of the Peace shall 
issue process as before provided he shall forthwith 
forward to the Magistrate before whom such process is 
returnable, the substance of the examination (if any) 
taken and signed as provided in the preceding section 
or, if there be no such examination, the written 
complaint or police report on which such process shall 
have been issued. 


(2). Whenever a Justice of the Peace shall 
dismiss a complaint he shall forthwith forward to the 
High Court the written complaint (if any) and the 
substance of the examination taken and signed as 
before provided together with a statement of his reasons 
for dismissing the complaint. 


IX. A Magistrate before whom any accused person 
is brought in pursuance of Section five of this Ordinance 
or before whom any process, issued by a Justice of the 
Peace, shall have been made returnable, shall have the 
like jurisdiction in the case as if the person had come 
before him on a process issued by himself or as if the 
process issued had been issued by himself. 


Provided as follows :— 


(i) if the person is brought or the process is 
made returnable before a Magistrate who 
is not empowered to try the accused or to 
commit him for trial, such Magistrate 
shall forthwith issue process returnable 
before a Magistrate duly empowered to 
try or commit the accused for trial. 


(ii) when by any law for the time being in 

: force any process fee or other fees are 

payable, he shall not proceed with the 

trial of the case until the fees are paid 

(unless the same are lawfully remitted) 

and if such fees are not paid within a 

reasonable time, the Magistrate may 
dismiss the complaint. 


X. (1). Any Judge of the High Court on 
examining any record required by section eight 
sub-section two of this Ordinance to be forwarded to 
the High Court may direct any Subordinate Court to 
make, and such Court shall then make further enquiry 
into any complaint which has been dismissed by a 
Justice of the Peace. 


(2). Any person aggrieved by an order made by 
a Justice of the Peace dismissing a complaint may 
appeal to the High Court against such order, upon 
payment of such fee as may be prescribed by Rules 
of Court. 


XI. The High Court may from time to time issue 
instructions and rules of Court not being inconsistent 
with this or any other Ordinance, as to it may seem 
proper, for the guidance and control of Justices of the 
Peace in the exercise and performance of their powers 
and duties as such, and every Justice of the Peace is 
hereby required to comply with and obey such 
instructions and rules. : 
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XII. Every Justice of the Peace shall keep in 
such form as may from time to time be required by the 
Governor, true and faithful account of all fees and 
monies paid to him under the provisions of this 
Ordinance or of any other Ordinance or law for the 
time being in force authorising or requiring him to 
receive any fee or monies for or on behalf of His 
Majesty or of the Government of the Protectorate, and 
shall produce all such accounts whenever so required by 
the Government Auditor or,other Officer authorised by 
the Governor on that behalf, and shall render such 
returns and pay over to the Protectorate ‘I'reasurer all 
fees and monies as aforesaid in such manner and at 
such times and through such Offivers as the Governor 
shall from time to time direct. 


XIII. Nothing in this Ordinance shall be deemed 
to affect the power, authority or duty of a Justice of 
the Peace appointed by or under the provisions of the 
Indian Criminal Procedure Code as applied to the 
Protectorate, or to confer or impose upon any such

THE MINING REGULATIONS, 1902. 
RULES. 


1. These rules may be cited as “The Mining (Mineral Oil) 
Rules, 1914.” 


2. No prospecting licence issued under the Mining 
Regulations 1902 either before or after the date of these rules 
shall confer any right to prospect or search for mineral oils or other 
bituminous products and no Crown lease granted thereunder shall 
authorize any person to mine for such products or win or remove 
the same from the land comprised in such lease. 


8. Any person desiring to prospect for mineral oils in lands 
the minerals under which are Crown Property shall first apply to 
the Cominissioner of Mines and if his application is accepted 
permission may be given by an agreement in writing which shall 
authorize him to prospect for oil in lands of the Protectorate to be 
specified therein and shall confer such rights and be subject to such 
conditions regulations and restrictions as the Governor may approve 
in each particular case.

(as applied to the Uganda Protectorate by the Order of the 
Secretary of State dated the 17th August, 1899.) 


RULES. 


I. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Telegraph 
Rules, 1914.” . 


Il. Inland Telegrams, which unless otherwise provided by 
rule, shall include only telegrams originating within the East 
Africa and Uganda Protectorates and transmitted exclusively by 
means of land lines for delivery to addressees residing in those 
Protectorates, shall be divided into two classes, viz :— 


1. Orpinary TELEGRAMS IN Piatn LanGuace in which shall 
be included all telegrams written in Roman Characters, in 
any modern European Language, or in Latin, Swahili or 
Indian vernacular which express on the face of them an 
intelligible and connected meaning. Commercial marks, 
letters representing the signs of the International Code, 
signals in Maritime Telegrams, and abbreviated expressions 
currently used in ordinary or commercial correspondence, 
such as “F.0.B.”, “C.1.F.”, “C/O”, “B/L”, “M.O.”. “A.M.” 
“P.M.”, “%", ov any other analogous expression the meaning 
of which is understood at, the Telegraph Oftice of origin shall 
be regarded as plain language, provided that they have a clear 
and intelligible meaning from the text. 


2.—(a). Cope TELEGRAMS in which shall be included all 
telegrams written in Roman Characters which do not 
represent a connected or intelligible meaning, but which may 
be composed of real or artificial pronounceable words not 
exceeding 10 letters each; provided that real words must be 
taken from some modern European language or Latin; 
and provided that artificial words must consist of combinations 
of letters pronounceable according to the usage of the English, 
Dutch, French, German, Italian, Spanish, Portuguese or 
Latin Languages; provided further that a combination of 
two or more Leal words sball not be acceptable as Code. 


2.—(b). CypHErR TELEGRAMS in which shall be included all 
messayes containing a group, or groups, of letters written in 
Roman characters, or figures written in Arabic characters 
having a meaning which is secret, or not readily intelligible, 
and not fulfilling the conditions regarding code telegrams 
contained in paragraph 2 (a) of this rule. No telegram 
containing both letters and figures combined in a single 
group having a secret meaning shall be transmitted. 


III. The charges for transmission of Inland Telegrams which 
unless otherwise provided by rule must be prepaid shall be as 
follow, viz:— 


1. For tclegrams in plain language 75 cents for a telegram not 
exceeding 12 words, and 6 cents for cach additional word 
beyond 12. 


2. For code or cypher‘ telegrams Re. 1/- for a telegram not 
exceeding 10 words, and 10 cents for each additional word 
beyond 10. 


3. A telegram of either class may be forwarded as “urgent” on 
payment of double rates. 


IV. Mixed telegrams (that is telegrams consisting of plain 
language as well as code or cypher) shall be counted as follow :— 
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1. In telegrams composed of mixed plain language and code, 
any word in plain language which exceeds 10 letters in length 
shall be counted at the rate of 10 letters toa word; and any 
code word which exceeds 10 letters in length shall be counted 
at the rate of 5 letters to a word.- 

2. In telegrams composed of mixed plain language and cypher, 
the words in plain language shall be counted on a word basis 
without any limit ation of the number of letters contained in 
such words, and the passages in cypher shall be counted at 
the rate of five figures cr five letters to a word. 

8. In telegrams composed of mixed cypher and code, the passages 
in eypher shall be counted at the rate of five letters or figures 
to a word, and the passages in code shall be counted at the 
rate of 10 letters to a word, any code word exceeding 10 letters 
in length being counted as ‘cypher. 

4, In telegrams composed of mixed_ plain language, code and 
cypher, the plain language and code words shall be counted as 
provided in pa aragraph Lof this rule and the passages in cypher 
as provided in paragraph II of this rule. 


MULTIPLE ADDRESS TELEGRAMS. 


V. 1. An Inland telegram addressed to more than one person 
within the delivery of the same Telegraph Office, or to the same 
person at different addresses within the delivery of the same 
Telegraph Office, shall be treated for purposcs of payment as a 
single message, every word used, both in the addresses and in the 
text, being counted and charged for; provided that an additional 
fee of 38 cents for every 100 ‘words or portion of 100 words shall 
be paid for each copy of the telegram after the first. 

2. No telegram addressed jointly to several persons, or to 
the same person at different addresses, shall be accepted for 
transmission unless the whole of such persons are residing within 
the delivery of the same Telegraph Oflice, or, unless the whole of 
such different addresses are situated within the delivery of the 
same Telegraph Office. 


PREPAYMENT OF REPLIES. 


VI. The sender of a telegram may prepay a reply at the time 
the telegram is tendered for transmission, but the amount deposited 
for this purpose shall not be less than the minimum charge for a 
telegram of the same class as the original message. 


COLLATED TELEGRAMS. 


VII. 1. The charge for the collation of an Inland telegram, 
ae., its repetition back from Office to Office throughout its 
transmission, shal] be a supplementary fee representing one-half of 
the charge for transmission as laid down in rule III, Buy fraction of 
a cent being taken as one cent. 

2. The collation of a telegram shall be undertaken only at 
the request of the sender which must be made at the time the 
telegram is tendered for transmission; the sender shall not be 
entitled to receive a copy of the telegram as repeated. 


RECEIPTS FOR TELEGRAMS. 


VIII. Except as may be otherwise provided by rule, any 
person tendering a telegram for transmission from any Telegraph 
Office and making payment for the same, shall be entitled to receive, 
free of charge, a receipt for the same shewing the time at which 
such telegram was tendered for transmission and the amount of 
the charges paid. 


DELIVERY OF TELEGRAMS. 


IX. 1. Subject to the conditions of paragraph 4 of this rule 
telegrams shall be delivered free of charge within a radial distance 
of three miles of any Telegraph Office. 
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2. Within radial distances exceeding three miles and not 
exceeding four miles the delivery service shall, subject to the 
conditions of paragraph 4 of this rule, be provided at the terminal 
Telegraph Oflice for a charge of fifty cents per telegram in any case 
where the sender has deposited this sum or the addressee has 
deposited written instructions at such terminal Telegraph Office for 
such delivery service and agreed to pay the charge. 

3. Within radial distances exceeding four miles but not 
exceeding five miles the delivery service shall, subject to the 
conditions of paragraph 4 of this rule, be provided at the terminal 
Telegraph Office for a charge of 75 cents per telegram in any 
case where the sender has deposited this sum or the addressee has 
deposited written instructions at such terminal Telegraph Office 
for such delivery service and agreed to pay the charge. 


4. In any case where rivers, arms of the sea or other 
special obstacles intervene between the terminal Telegraph Office 
and the place of delivery then a charge may be levied for boat hire 
or other special facilities required, or the distance may be reckoned 
according to any available longer route rendered necessary by the 
existence of such obstacles. 

5. Telegrams addressed to places situated at more than 
five miles from the terminal Telegraph Office shall be dealt with, 
for the purposes of delivery, in the same way as letters, failing 
arrangements to the contrary by the sender or addressee, which 
arrangements must be at the expense of one or other of the parties. 


6. The sender of a telegrain addressed to a place situated 
at a greater distance than three miles from a Telegraph Office, or 
addressed to a ship or place for which boat hire or other expenses 
may be incurred in connexion with its delivery, may deposit the 
amount of the charges when tendering the telegram for transmission, 
and in such case an intimation of the sum so deposited shall be 
telegraphed to the terminal Telegraph Office free of charge. 


REDIRECTION OF TELEGRAMS. 


X. 1. No person shall be entitled to have a telegram for his 
address redirected except on written notice signed by himself and 
handed to some responsible person at the Telegraph Office of 
delivery; provided that the Postmaster General may arrange for 
the redirection of telegrams on written instructions from persons 
other than the actual addressec in any case in which it may appear 
to him that such persons can be regarded as the responsible agents 
of the addressees. 


2. For every redirected telegram which has to be re- 
transmitted by wire to some Telegraph Office (in the East Africa or 
Uganda Protectorate) other than that indicated by the original 
address, a redirection charge shall be levied at the rates prescribed 
in rule ITI, equal to the amount paid for its original transmission, 
which charge unless collected from the addressee shall be recoverable 
from the person authorizing the redirection. 


3. For every telegram redirected to an address within 
the delivery zone of the Office of original destination the Postmaster 
General may levy a delivery fee from the addressee which shall not 
exceed 30 cents and which may be supplementary to the charges 
laid down in rules TX and XI. This fee shall be chargexble irrespec- 
tive of whether the redirection has been requested by notice given 
at the delivering Telegraph Office or whether the services are 
rendered as a result of a request made to the telegraph messenger. 


RECORDING OF DELIVERY INSTRUCTIONS. 


XI. Instructions for the redirection of telegrams shall be 
recorded free of charge for one calendar month at any Telegraph 
Office, at the expiration of which period the instructions shall be 

‘ 
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observed only on payment of a fee at the rate of Rs. 15/- per annum, 
the minimum charge being as for a period of three months. This 
rule and fee shall apply also in the case of persons desiring telegrams 
to be delivered at different addresses on different days of the week, 
or at different hours of the day and shall be supplementary to any 
delivery fee which may be levied underrule IX; provided that per- 
sons who have registered abbreviated telegraphic addresses at any 
Telegraph Office shall be entitled to have redirection or delivery 
instructions recorded at such Telegraph Office free of charge. 


UNDELIVERED TELEGRAMS. 


XII. If the sender of an Inland telegram, on being notified 
that his telegram cannot be delivered, owing to the addressee being 
unknown or from any other cause, desires to give an aimended 
address within the delivery of the same Telegraph Office such 
amended address shall be telegraphed to the Telegraph Office of 
delivery for a fee of 75 cents; this rule and charge shall apply also 
if the sender desires the telegram to be again presented at the 
original address, or desires the original address to be amplified. 


REPETITION AT THE REQUEST OF THE ADDRESSEE. 


XIII. If the receiver of an Inland telegram doubts its accuracy 
he may have it repeated from the Office of origin on payment of 
one-half of the original cost of its transmission, any fraction of a 
cent being reckoned as one cent. Should he only require a portion 
of the telegram to be repeated, payment must similarly be made at 
the half rate sufficient to cover the number of words to be repeated, 
subject to a minimum charge of 38 cents for a plain language 
telegram and 50 cents for a code or cypher telegram. In the event 
of its being proved that the original telegram was incorrectly 
transmitted, and that such incorrect transmission was not 
contributed to by the manner in which the telegram was written by 
the sender, then the amount deposited for repetition shall be refunded. 


CERTIFIED COPIES OF TELEGRAMS. 


XIV. The charge for a certified copy of a telegram shall be 
as follows :— 


1. Accopying fee of 75 cents for every 100 words or part thereof 
contained in the telegram. 

2. In cases where the date of the telegram and the Office of 
despatch or destination is not precisely stated in the 
application for a certified copy, a searching fee of 75 cents 
shall be charged for each day’s telegrams of each Oftice 
examined. 

3. In cases in which, although a precise date and naine of the 
Ottice have been given, no trace of the telegram can be found 
a fee of 75 cents shall be charged. 


XV. ‘Certified copies of telegrams shall be obtainable only 
upon the applicant satisfying the Postmaster General that he is 
either the sender or the addressee of the telegram referred to, or 
that he is duly authorised in writing by either the sender or the 
addressee to obtain a copy of such telegram. f

PUBLIC NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the following Regulations governing the 
acceptance and conveyance of “ parcels” traffic will be brought into operation as on and from the 
Ist August, 1914, cancelling on and from that date the Regulations contained in Section 61, pages 
55 and | 56 of the current issue of the Tariff Book. 


PARCELS. 


1.—RATES. 
The rates are scheduled on pages 57 and 58 of the Tariff Book. 
2.—CALCULATION OF CHARGES. 


(a). Fach parcel is charged for separately. Two or more parcels securely tied together fro 
one consignor to one consignee will, for charging purposes, be treated as one package. 
(b). The minimum charge is 25 cents. 
(c). When the unit figure in the weight is 9 or less it will be increased to 10 in calculating 
charges. 
~ (a). Charges according to the rate list will be arrived at in the following manner :— 
(1). A parecl weighing 41 Ibs. will be charged as one of 50 Ibs. 
(2). A parcel weighing 141 Ibs. will be charged as one package of 100 Ibs. and one of 
50 Ibs. 


3.—TENDERING, Erc.,. OF PARCELS FOR TRANSPORT. 


(a). No consignment will be accepted for transport by either rail or steamer as “ parce!s ” 
traffic unless cach article or package has securely attached to it an address label shewing in 2 
legible manner, and in English, the full name and address of the consignee. 

(b). Articles or packages which have the full name and address of the consignee piaints 
painted or stencilled cn same will be accepted, provided all old warks and addresses have been removed 

(ce). Consignors may, in addition to the addrcss label, shew their own private marks on ans 
article or } “tendered fer transport, bat the Administration will only undertake to deliver 
according to address label. When articles or packages bear private marks consignors shoul! 
shew such marks on the consignment note furnished to the Railway Department.

(d). A consignment note properly filled up and signed by the sender or his duly authorized 
representative, must be handed in with all consignments when tendered for transport. The 
consignment note must be of the stipulated form provided by the Administration. 

(e). Parcels must be delivered to the Parcels Office at least thirty minutes before the 
advertised time of departure of the train by which the consignor wishes the parcel to be transported. 

(f). Parcels on which it is desired to effect insurance must be delivered at the Parcels 
Office not less than 45 minutes or more than 1} hours before the departure of the train by which 
they are to be conveyed. 


4—WHEN PARCELS FOR TRANSPORT MAY BE REFUSED. 


(a). The Administration may refuse acceptance for transport by passenger train of :-- 
(1). Parcels weighing more than 80 Ibs. each. 
(2). Those difficult to handle owing to dimensions. 
(3). Those of an offensive or objectionable character. 
(4). Parcels insutticiently or badly packed or addressed. 
(5). Parcels known or suspected to contain goods or articles which are only accepted 
for transport on special conditions. 

(b). Explosives and dangerous substances including paraffin or kerosine and other oils 
(except where stated to the contrary under the regulations governing the transport of explosives 
and dangerous goods) are not accepted for transport by passenger train. 

(c). The Administration may make special arrangements in connection with the transport 
of large parcels or packages, and in such case may refuse to accept delivery for transport unless the 
consignor agrees to such special arrangements. 


5—WHEN FREIGHT MUST BE PREPAID. 


(a). Freight must be prepaid in the following cases :— 

(1). On all traftic of a perishable nature. 

(2). Exhibits to Agricultural or other Shows or Exhibitions. 

(3). Returned empties (when not conveyed free). 

(4). Goods of a value less than the freight to be charged. 

(5). Goods consigned to intermediate sidings or mileages or places where there is no 
resident official. 

(6). Goods consigned to Lake Ports other than Entebbe, Kampala, Jinja Pier and 
Kisumu Pier. 


6.—DECLARATION OF CONTENTS. 


(a). Contents of ordinary parcels need not be declared. 
(b). Parcels containing :— 
(1). Excepted articles,—vide second schedule to the East Africa Railway Ordinance, 
1910, and all articles mentioned under section 12. 
(2). Articles carried at reduced rates. 
(3). Articles of a perishable nature. 
must be specifically declared on the consignment note by the sender. 


7—PERISHABLES ON HAND UNCLAIMED. 


Perishables, including yeast, not claimed within six hours of receipt at destination may, at 
the discretion of the Administration, be sold to defray expenses; the proceeds, after deduction of 
these expenses, will be handed to the owner on application to the Traftic Manager. 


8—PARCELS UNCLAIMED. 


Parcels undelivered owing to unintelligibility of address, absence of consignee, or other cause 
independent of the Administration, remain in the possession of the Administration at the sole risk 
and expense of the owner, and are liable to be dealt with as unclaimed property under the section 
relating thereto. 


9.—DELIVERY OF PARCELS. 


(a). In all cases where servants are sent to take delivery of parcels on behalf of their 
employer, a signed authority must be produced by the servant from the employer authorising the 
ilway Department to hand the articles or packages over, the name of the servant so authorised 
to take delivery being given in the authority issued. 
(b). In addition, if the servant, so authorised to take delivery, can sign his name a signature 
- must be given in the station warehouse book for the articles or packages handed over. If the servant 
cannot sign his name his thumb mark must be given against each entry for the packages handed 
over and his name written over each thumb mark by the Railway official giving delivery. 
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10.—STORAGE. 


A storage charge of 10 cents per 100 Ibs. or part thereof, per 24 hours or part thereof, will be 
levied in respect of parcels not removed from Railway premises before the expiry of the following 
periods :— 

(except as otherwise provided herein ).

The above free period will be reckoned from time of arrival of a consignment. 


11—GOLD, SILVER, AND SPECIE. 


(a). Consignments of gold, silver, and specie must be delivered at the Parcels Office not less 
than 45 minutes or more than 13 hours before the departure of the train by which they are to be 
conveyed. 

(2). Consignments of gold, silver, and specie must be specially declared on the consignment 
note by the sender. 

(c). When a parcel or package is declared as containing gold, silver, or specie, the sender is 
required to declare the value in writing on the consignment note, and if the value so declared 
exceeds Rs. 100/-, (rupees one hundred), he must further declare in writing whether or not he 
desires to insure the gold, silver, or specie by paying the extra charge. Should a sender decline to 
pay the extra charge in respect of insurance, the Administration will only accept such parcels or 
packages for transport at owner’s risk and on receipt of risk note form X properly completed and 
signed by sender. 

(d). If boxes in which geld, silver, or specie is contained are :— 

(1). not sufficiently strong or secure to ensure safe transit or, 
(2). the seals on any box are found to be dainaged, 
insurance will not be effected, and the Administration will only accept for transport on 
receipt of signed risk notes “A” and “XX”. 

(e). Consignments of gold, silver, and specie will only be accepted for transport on days 
upcn which passenger or mixed trains and steamers are due to run, and the Administration reserves 
to itself the right to refuse to accept such consignments for transport even on these days if for any 
reason it is inconvenient to take them. 

(f). Consignments of goid, silver, er specie valued at Rs. 1,500/-, (rupees fifteen hundred) 
will, when insured only, be provided with a Police escort by the Administration. In all such cases 
24 hours notice must be given of the intended despatch to enable the official in charge at the 
despatching station to make the necessary arrangements.

13—BEES AND OTHER INSECTS.—SPECIAL CONDITIONS AS TO TRANSPORT OF. 


The Administration undertakes the transportation of bees and other insects only subject to 


the following conditions :— 


(1). ‘That they are securely confined in strong and suitable hives, boxes, or packages. 

(2). That they are transported only at owner’s risk. 

(3). That the consignor is liable for all damage or expense that may be caused by, 
or arise from, the transportation of such bees or other insects or their escape 
from the hives, boxes, or packages in which they are confined. 

(4). That full parcel rates are paid for transport. 

(5). That delivery must be taken by the consignee within three hours of the arrival 
of the consignment, failing which the Administration may sell it as perishables, 
or may destroy it as may seem most expedient. 
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14—PARCELS CONTAINING OSTRICH FEATHERS. 


Ostrich feathers must be packed in secure boxes, properly covered with canvas, corded and 
sealed with sealing wax. (The necessary scal or stamp can be obtained at Stations.) If the above 
conditions are not complied with transport will only be undertaken at owner's risk and no insurance 
can be effected. Ostrich feathers are classed as articles of light weight and are charged ordinary 
parcels rates, plus 50 per cent, by goods or passenger train. 


15—BICYCLES, MOTOR BICYCLES, TRICYCLES, MOTOR TRICYCLES, 
PERAMBULATORS, ROCKING HORSES, MAIL CARTS, AND 
BATH CHAIRS, TRANSPORTED AS PARCELS. 


(a) Bicycles, motor bicycles, tricycles, motor tricycles, perambulators, rocking horses, mail 
carts, and bath chairs may be transported as parcels, provided that such articles shall be so 
transported only at owner’s risk. 

(b) Freight shall be levied at the ordinary parcels tariff, plus 50 percent, on the

provided, however, that toy tricycles, toy carts, toy perambulators, and collapsible mail carts are 
excepted from the above conditions in so far as they are transported at ordinary parcels tariff and 
freight is levied on the actual weight of the articles. Toy tricycles, toy carts, toy perambulators 
and collapsible mail carts if not securely packed will only be transported at owner’s risk. 

(c) Actual weight will be charged for if the article exceeds the minimum weights given above. 

(d) Each article detailed above will be charged for separately. 

(e) Cycles charged with electricity, gas, oil or other inflammable liquid or vapour are under 
no circumstances accepted for transport by passenger train. 

(f) Any of the above articles (except toy tricycles, toy carts, toy perambulators, and 
collapsible mail carts) can only be transported at railway risk if securely packed, and on payment 
of freight at the ordinary parcels tariff plus 75 per cent. 


16.—ARTICLES TRANSPORTED AT HALF PARCELS RATES. 


(a) The undermentioned articles are transported at one half the ordinary parcels rates, 
subject to the following conditions :— 
(1) That the articles have been grown or manufactured in British East Africa or Uganda orare 
; from German East Africa Ports on Lake Victoria, and are declared accordingly at time of 
acceptance by the Administration for despatch. 

(2) That the articles are packed in suitable hampers, baskets, cases, crates, casks, bags or cans. 
(3) That the contents of each package are fully described on the consignment note. 
(4) That the goods are transported at owner's risk. 
(5) That freight is prepaid.

(ec) On the Busoga Railway and Lake Kioga steamer service full ordinary rates are charged. 


17.—PLANTS AND SHRUBS. 


Plants and shrubs are charged at full parcels rate on the separate weight of each package 
or pot. 
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18.—NEWSPAPERS. 

(a) Parcels containing newspapers, and so described on the consignment note, are transported 
at half parcels rates, subject to a minimum charge of 19 cents per package. 

(6) This rate only applies in the case of newspapers forwarded by publishers to their 
advertised agents in British East Africa and Uganda. 

(c) On the Busoga Railway and Lke Kioga steamer service full ordinary rates arc charged. 

19.—RETURNED EMPTIES. 

(a) All returned empties, except returned milk empties, are transported as goods traffic at 
the rates and under the conditions laid down under the “Goods” section of the tariff. 

(b) Returned empties, (cans, or hampers, baskets, cases, and boxes with bottles) which on 
the forward journey have contained fresh milk or cream, will be accepted for transport, by passenger 
or mixed train, to the original sender free at owner’s risk, provided that each can, box, etc., is fully 
addressed by the sender, the address label to bear the words “returned empty”, and the full name 
and address of the consignee. A consignment note must be handed in by the sender at the time 
of acceptance of such empties for transport. 

20.—BUSOGA RAILWAY, AND LAKE KIOGA STEAMER SERVICE. 


The regulations and tariffs contained herein, except where stated to the contrary, also apply 
over the Busoga Railway and on the Lake Kioga steamer service.

PUBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that the following Regulations governing the 
acceptance and conveyance of passengers’ luggage will be brought into operation as on 
and from the 1st August, 1914, cancelling on and from that date the Regulations 
contained in Section 57, pages 51 and 52, and Section 58, pages 52 and 53 of the 
current issue of the Tariff Book. 

LUGGAGE, 


1—LUGGAGE DEFINED. 

(a). Luggage shall mean such articles of necessity or of personal use and convenience as, being 
enveloped in some kind of package, are carried by passengers for their personal use, but shall not 
include merchandise or other valuables which are not designed for any such use, but are for sale or other 
like purposes. 

(b). Folding deck chairs, collapsible mail carts, toy tricycles, toy carts, toy perambulators, small 
invalid chairs (when accompanying an invalid), sewing machines in hand cases, saddles, and parceis of 
fresh fruit accompanying passengers may, for the convenience of passengers, be transported with their 
luggage, and may be included in the free weight of luggage te which passengers may be entitled; provided, 
however, that such articles shall be so transported at Owner’s Risk ; they shall not be considered as luggage, 
and even if placed in the van, and included with booked luggage for purposes of record, no liability shall 
attach to the Administration in respect thereof; and provided further that sewing machines in hand cases 
may be taken into a Passenger’s comparsment if the other passengers are in no way inconvenienced thereby. 
Alternatively the said articles may be transported as Parcels under the conditions governing such transit. 

(c). If articles carried as luggage are subsequently found to be merchandise or articles not being 
passenger's luggage, the Administration will charge double parcels rates. 

(2). The Administration’s otticials charged with the acceptance of luggage for transport shall decide 
in cases where difference of opinion exists as to whether certain goods can or cannot he considered as 
luggage. 


2.—TENDERING, Erc., OF LUGGAGE FOR TRANSPORT. 

(a). No consignment will be accepted for conveyance by either rail or steamer as luggage unless 
each article or package has securely attached to it an address label shewing in a legible manner, and in 
English, the full name and address of the owner, and all old addresses, marks, and labels have been removed. 
Each article or package must be securely locked or fastened. 

(b). Luggage which the owner desires to have booked and placed in the van of the train in which he 
intends to travel must be delivered at the Station at least thirty minutes before the fixed time of departure 
of the train, otherwise the Administration may decline to accept the luggage for that train. 

(c). The Railway Administration reserve the right to refuse to receive for conveyance as luggage by 
passenger or mixed train any package which exceeds 300 lbs. in weight or 6 feet by 4 feet in dimensions. 

(d). A passenger must produce the ticket held for the journey before luggage can be booked. 

(c). No luggage will be placed in the van of a train for transport unless same has been booked and 
receipt is held by Owner. 
ne (f). No receipt for luggage will be granted to a passenger until all charges due for transport have 
nm paid. 

(g). Charges are levied on luggage on its total weight, less the deduction in respect of weight allowed 
free and not on each package separately. 

(kh). Although luggage charges must always be prepaid, the Administration has the right to correct 
nee and may collect any amount undercharged at destination station either before or subsequent to 
delivery. 

(2). Booked luggage may not be taken into a compartment with owner. 


ny (1). The Administration accepts no responsibility in respect of luggage conveyed in a compartment 
with owner. 
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3—WEIGHT OF FREE LUGGAGE ALLOWED. 
(a). Unless otherwise provided herein or by Public Poster, each adult passenger is allowed to have 
the undermentioned quantity of luggage transported free of charge in the train by which he travels, if the 
accommodation will permit.—

Children travelling on half fare tickets will be allowed half these weights. 

(5). In computing the weight of luggage to be transported free of charge, an umbrella or walking 
stick, or small articles likely to be required on the journey, such as rugs, wraps, pillows, small handbags, 
dressing case or small luncheon basket, which can be placed in the compartment, without inconvenience ‘to 
other passengers, will not be reckoned. 

(c). All luggage in excess of the free allowance authorized under the preceding paragraphs must be 
booked and paid for as laid down in these regulations. : 

(d) Holders of return tickets are entitled to the free allowance of luggage on both the forward and 
return journeys. Luggage cannot be booked for the return journey at the commencement of the forward 
journey. Passengers holding return tickets must have their luggage weighed and booked at the Station at 
which the return journey is commenced. 

(ce) The free allowance of luggage when reserved accommodation is engaged is calculated on the 


number of fares paid. 
4._SAFARI PARTIES. 

(a). Sportsmen visiting the East Africa and Uganda Protectorate for the purpose of undertaking a 
safari may, while on safari, be allowed to have transported with their luggage, for their convenience, such 
provisions and other necessaries and equipment, as are required on their safari, provided that such articles, 
as do not come under the term “luggage” as defined in clause 1 (a) of these regulations, are conveyed at 
owner's risk under a signed risk note. 

(0). Should the passenger wish to avail himself of the administration’s statutory liability he must 
forward the articles as “goods” or “ parcels” traftic under the regulations applicable thereto. 

(c). In the matter of transit, preference will always be given to the luggage of ordinary passengers. 


5.—COMMERCIAL TRAVELLER'S LUGGAGE AND SAMPLES. 

(2). Commercial Travellers, on production of credentials, are allowed double the weight of free 
luggage granted to ordinary passengers and excess weights are charged at half excess luggage and parceis 
rates. Their luggage must consist of personal luggage or samples intended solely for display and not for 
selling purposes, and must accompany them on their journeys. 

(). The maximum weight of luggage and samples which a Commercial Travelier may have conveyed 
by passenger or mixed train is 1,000 lbs. 

(c). The luggage may be delivered to the traveller at any Station where he breaks his journey 
provided the luggage ticket held by him is delivered up to the Station Master. When proceeding to a 
further Station with his luggage, his luggage ticket will be returned to him, after having been duly endorsed, 
provided that the luggage offered for further transport is that referred to in the luggage ticket. Stations at 
which break of journey will be made must be mentioned so that luggage can be correctly labelled. 

(d).. For the purpose of this regulation, managers, partners, agents, or resident representatives of 
commercial houses travelling for business purposes, will not be considered as commercial travellers. 

(c).. By availing himself of the concessions offered under this section the commercial traveller is 
understood to agree that the Administration does not accept responsibility for loss of trade, or business, or 
market, ot for any expenses incurred in consequence of delay, damage, or loss of traveller's samples cr 
baggage. 
“(). This concession does not apply over the Busoga Railway or on the Lake Kioga Steamer service. 

6—CANE AND WICKERWORK ARTICLES TRANSPORTED AS LUGGAGE. 

Cane and Wickerwork articles when accompanying passengers may, for the convenience of passengers 
be transported with their luggage at owner's risk ; provided, however, they shall not be included in the free 
weight of luggage to which passengers may be entitled; freight shall be levied according to the excess 
luggage and parcels tariff plus 50 per cent. 

7.—GOLD AND SPECIE TRANSPORTED AS LUGGAGE. 

(a). Raw gold and silver and specie and precious stones may be conveyed as luggage by passengers 
in the compartments in which they travel, provided they pay double the ordinary excess luggage and parcel 
rates on the gross weight of such raw gold, silver, specie, and precious stones. In such case such passengers 
shall be considered as retaining the control and custody of their luggage and no receipt for same will be 
granted by the Administration. { 

(2). Luggage containing raw gold, silver, specie, and precious stones will only be taken in charge by 
the Administration and placed in the Guard’s van if booked as “Parcels” traffic under the regulations 
applying thereto. : 

(c). Reserved accommodation for passengers referred to in clause (a) of this Section will only be 
provided on compliance with the conditions laid down in Section 53, pages 32 and 83 of the Tariff Book. 

8.—BICYCLES, MOTOR BICYCLES, TRICYCLES, MOTOR TRICYCLES, PERAMBULATORS, 
ROCKING HORSES, MAIL CARTS, AND BATH CHAIRS, TRANSPORTED 
AS LUGGAGE. 

(a). Bicycles, motor bicycles, tricycles, motor tricycles, perambulators, rocking horses, mail carts, 
and bath chairs when accompanying passengers may for the convenience of passengers, be transported with 
their luggage, provided, however, that such articles shall be so transported only at owner's risk; they shall 
not be considered as lugeage; and even if placed in the Guard’s van and included with booked luggage for 
purposes of record, no hability shall attach to the Administration in respect thereof. 

(b). Freight shall be levied at the ordinary excess luggage and parcels tariff on the undermentioned 
minimum weights, viz :-—

(c). Freight must be paid on the minimum weights irrespective of any free luggage allowance to 
which the passenger may be entitled ; provided, however, that toy tricycles, toy carts, toy perambulators, 
and collapsible mail carts are excepted from the above minimum weights; they are transported under the 
conditions laid down under Section 1, clause (b) of these regulations, freight being levied on the actual 
weight of the article. 

(d). Actual weight will be charged for if the article execeds the minimum weights given above. 

(e). Bach article detailed above will be charged separately. 

(f). Tbe maximum number of cycles which may be transported with a passenger under the conditions 
set out in this regulation is one for each passenger. 

(g). Cycles charged with electricity, gas, oil, or other inflammable liquid or vapour sre under no 
circumstances accepted for transport by passenger train. 

(hk). Alternatively the articles mentioned in clause («) of this section may be transported as parcels 
traffic under the regulations applicable thereto. 

9.—BREAK OF JOURNEY. 

(a). A passenger, who is the holder of a return ticket, may have his luggage delivered to him at the 
Station where he breaks his journey provided the luggage is labelled to the particular Station, and the 
luggage ticket endorsed accordingly. 

(b). At the booking station the passenger must give the name of the first station at which he desires 
to break his journey, so that the luggage ticket issucd and reccipt granted can be endorsed to that effect, and 
the luggage labelled to that Station, and not to the destination station for which his own tickct is heid, and 
to which his luggage ticket is issued. 

(c). The passenger must deliver up the receipt for his luggage to the Station Master at each station 
where he breaks his journey. When proceeding to a further station with his luggage, his luggage receipt 
ticket will be returned to him, after having been duly endorsed, provided that the luggage offered for further 
transport is that referred to in the luggage ticket. 

(d). This concession is not granted to pussengers holding excursion tickets issued at single fare for 
the double journey. 

10.—LUGGAGE NOT BOOKED. 

The Railway Administration gives: special notice that they will under no circumstances accept 
liability for luggage Landed to the care of a porter or other Railway employee, unless same has been booked 
and a receipt on the form recognised by the Administration is held by the Owner. 

11.—DELIVERY OF BOOKED LUGGAGE. 

(a). A receipt will be granted by the Administration for luggage at time of acceptance for conveyance, 
and this receipt must be produced and handed over to the Administration at the destination station before 
delivery of the luggage referred to in the receipt can be effected. 

(b). Possession of the official receipt by the Railway Administration will entitle the Acrninistration 
to hand over and deliver the packages referred to therein to the bearer of the receipt. Thereupon the 
Administration's liability will cease. 

12.-NON-PRODUCTION OF LUGGAGE RECEIPT. 

(a). When a passenger on arrival at destination station has lost or cannot produce his luggage 
receipt, the packages of which he claims to be the owner will only be handed over to him if he can prove 
his ownership to the satisfaction of the Station Master. Pending such proof the luggage will be warehoused 
at the risk and expense of the owner. He must thereafter sign for the receipt of the luggage, and give an 
indemnity to the Administration in the prescribed form indemnifying the Administration against all claims 
of other persons in respect of such luggage. The Administration may in addition to such indemnity require 
adequate security from the claimant before parting with any luggage as aforesaid. 

(b). Should the claimant not succeed in proving his ownership to the satisfaction of the Station 
Master, the said luggage shall be dealt with as unclaimed goods as provided by law. 

13.—LACK OF SPACE IN VANS. 

The Administration may receive and transyort luggage, in case of lack of space, by a train later than 
that for which a passenger tcok out his ticket. The passenger, however, may under such circumstances, 
change his ticket (fice of cost if the journey is no longer) for another available for the train by which his 


luggage is transported. 
eur 14. STORAGE. 


(a). Passengers, on arrival at their destination station, must immediately claim and take delivery 
of their luggage. 

(v). It it is not convenient for them to take their luggage with them on leaving a station, after 
arrival by train, they may place their luggage in the cloak room under the conditions applicable thereto. 

(c). At stations where no cloak room exists luggage, if left on station premises, will lie at the sole 
risk of the owner aid be subject to cloak room charges, but no receipt will be granted by the Administration 
for the luggage.

THE SLEEPING SICKNESS RULES, 1914. 


I. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Sleeping 
Sickness Rules, 1914,” and shall be read as one with the Sleeping 
Sickness Rules, 1913, (hereinafter referred to as the principal 
Rules), the Sleeping Sickness (No. 2) Rules, 1913, and the Sleeping 
Sickness (No. 3) Rules, 1913. 


II. The Schedule to the principal Rules is hereby amended :— 


(a) By deleting from the list of exempted areas in the 
Victoria Nyanza Infected Area all the words and 
figures commencing “1. The Entebbe peninsula” 
down to “and the lake shore” inclusive and 
substituting therefore the following area, viz :— 


The Entebbe peninsula south of a line drawn through the 
northern boundary of the plot of land known as the Algerian 
Mission Land at Kisubi and continued to the Lake shore on the 
east and to the Nambigirwa River on the west, with the following 
exceptions :— 


(1) That portion of the Buku peninsula lying to the 
west of a line drawn across the highest point 
of Buku Hill and extending from the north- 
eastern portion of such peninsula to the south- 
western portion. 


(2) That portion of the Musole peninsula lying to the 
west of a line drawn from the northern to the 
southern portion of the peninsula across the 
narrowest portion of the isthmus. 


(3) ‘That portion of land known as the Buira peninsula 
and lying to the south of the path extending 
through the Lemon grass plantation. 


(4) That portion of land known as the Manyago 
Forest and lying between the following bound- 
aries :—On the south side the line starts at a 
point where the Manyago Lemon grass planta- 
tion meets the Lake shore. It then follows the 
said Lemon grass plantation in a north-westerly 
direction to the Kampala Road. It then 
proceeds northward along the said road to a point 
3} miles or thereabouts from Entebbe opposite 
to where the porters road to Kampala leaves the 
main road at a place known as Wabikoko. The 
boundary then proceeds in a southerly direction 
along a path marked by lemon grass until it 
meets the Lake shore.

I. THESE RULES may be cited as “ The Uganda Cotton

II. Rule XII of the principal Rules shall be read as follows :— 


The holder of any licence issued under these rules shall 
pay in respect of such licence the sum of 
Rs. 150.

III. It shall not be lawful for the holder of any permit issued 
under the principal Rules to scll any cotton obtained by him under 
such permit other than to the grantor of such permit.

And whereas it is contrary to law for any person resident, 
carrying on business, or being in Our dominions to trade or have 
any commercial intercourse with any person resident, carrying on 
business, or being in the German Empire without Our permission: 

And whereas it is therefore expedient and necessary to warn 
all persons resident, carrying on business, or being in Our 
dominions of their duties and obligations towards Us, Our Crown, 
and Government : 

Now, therefore, We have thought fit, by and with the advice 
of Our Privy Council, to issue this Our Royal Proclamation, and 
we do hereby warn all persons resident, carrying on business, or 
being in Our dominions : 

Not to supply to or obtain from the said Empire any goods, 
wares, or merchandise, or to supply to or obtain the same from any 
person resident, carrying on business, or being therein, not to 
supply to or obtain from any person any goods, wares, or 
merchandise for or by way of transmission to or from the said 
Empire, or to or from any person resident, carrying on business, or 
being therein, nor to trade in or carry any goods, wares, or 
merchandise destined for or coming from the said Empire, or for 
or from any person resident, carrying on business, or being therein : 

Nor to permit any British ship to leave for, enter, or 
communicate with any port or place in the said Empire: 

Nor to make or enter into any new marine, life, fire, or other 
policy or contract of insurance with or for the benefit of any 
person resident, carrying on business, or being in the said Empire, 
nor under any existing policy or contract of insurance to make any 
payment to or for the benefit of any such person in respect of any 
loss due to the belligerent action of His Majesty’s forces or of those 
of any ally of His Majesty: 

Nor to enter into any new commercial, financial, or other 
contract or obligation with or for the benetit of any person resident, 
carrying on business, or being in the said Eimpire: 

And We do hereby further warn all persons that whoever in 
contravention of the law shall commit, aid, or abet any of the 
aforesaid acts will be liable to such penalties as the law provides: 

And We hereby declare that any transactions to, with, or for

The SUPPLIES ORDINANCE, 1914. 


Enacted by the Acting Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


WHEREAS a state of war exists between Great Britain and 
Germany and it is expedient that the Government should be em- 
powered to control the distribution and sale of certain supplies in 
the Protectorate, 


It is hereby enacted as follows :— 


Short title. 


Supplies Board 


Constitution of 
Board 


Powers of 
Board 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as “ The Supplies 
Ordinance, 1914.” 


II. A Board is hereby established to be termed 
“The Supplies Board” (hereinafter called “ The 
Board.”) 


III. The Board shall consist of such persons as 
the Governor may by notice in the Gazette from time 
to time appoint. Any two members may form a 
quorum of the Board. : 


IV. The Board shall have power to regulate the 
distribution and price of such supplies as are mentioned 
in the Schedule hereto or as may be specified by the 
Governor from time to time by notice in the Gazette. 


V. For these purposes the Board shall have the 
following powers :— 

(1) To appoint Sub-Boards which shall have, 
subject to any directions which may be 
given by the Board, all the powers of the 
Board in such area as shall be prescribed by 
the Board. 


(2) To direct any firm or person to furnish 
inventories of supplies in their possession. 

(3) To direct any firm or person to deliver any 
supplies as directed by the Board ; 

(4) To fix the prices at which supplies are to be 
sold or to be deemed to have been sold on or 
after the 5th of August, 1914, and to order 
the refund of any monics paid in excess of 
such prices. 

(5) To prohibit the sale of supplies without 
orders from the Board. 


(6) To take possession of any supplies or 
premises in which supplies are stored. 
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(7) Generally, to issue orders or do anything 
which the Board may in their discretion 
consider necessary for the general carrying 
out of the provisions of this Ordinance. 


Issue of Orders VI. Any orders or directions of the Board or of a 
of Board : ;

THE COMMISSIONS OF INQUIRY 


ORDINANCE, 1914. 


Enacted by the Acting Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as “The 
Commissions of Inquiry Ordinance, 1914.” 


II. It shall be lawful for the Governor, whenever 
he shall deem it advisable, to issue a Commission 
appointing one or more Commissionors and authorising 
such Commissioners, or any quorum of them therein 
mentioned, to inquire into the conduct of any officer in 
the public service of the Protectorate, the conduct of! 
any native chief or sub-chief, the conduct or manage- 
ment of any department of the public service or of any 
public or local institution, or into any matter in which 
an inquiry would, in the opinion of the Governor, be for 
the public welfare. Hach such Commission shall specify 
the subject of inquiry, and may, in the discretion of the 
Governor, if there is more than one Commissioner, 
direct which Commissioner shall be chairman, and 
direct where and when such inquiry shall be made, and 
the report thereof rendered, and prescribe how such 
Commission shall be executed, and may direct. whether 
the inquiry shall or shall not be held in public. In the 
absence of a direction to the contrary, the inquiry shall 
be held in public, but the Commissioners shall neverthe- 
less be entitled to exclude any particular person or 
persons for the preservation of order for the due conduct 
of the inquiry or for any other reason. 


III. In case any Commissioner shall be or become 
unable or unwilling to act or shall die, the Governor 
may appoint another Commissioner in his place: and 
any Commission issued under this Ordinance may be 
altered as the Governor may deem fit by any subsequent 
Commission issued by the Governor, or may be revoked 
altogether by a notification to that effect published in 
the Official Gazette. 


IV. No Commission issued under this Ordinance 
shall lapse by reason of, or be otherwise affected by the 
death, absence, or removal of the Governor issuing the 
same. ; 


V. It shall be the duty of each Commissioner 
appointed under this Ordinance to make and subscribe 
an oath or affirmation in the form in the Schedule 
hereto, which oath or affirmation may be taken before 
the Governor, or before such person as the Governor 
may appoint and shall be deposited by the Commissioner 
with the Chief Secretary to the Government.

VI. The Governor may appoint a Secretary to 
attend the sittings of the Commission, to record their 
proceedings, to keep their papers, summons and minute 
the testimony of witnesses, and generally to perform 
such duties connected with such inquiry as the Com- 
missioners shall prescribe. 


VII. It shall be the duty of the Commissioners, 
after taking such oath or making such affirmation, to 
make a full, faithful, and impartial inquiry into the 
matter specified in such Commission, and to conduct 
such inquiry in accordance with the direction (if any) 
in the Comiission ; and, in due course, to report to the 
Governor, in writing, the result of such inquiry; and 
also, when required, to furnish to the Governor a full 
statement of the proceedings of such Commission, and 
of the reasons leading to the conclusions arrived at or 
reported. 


VIII." If the Commissioners shall, in any case, be 
equally divided on any question that arises during the 
proceedings of the Commission, the chairman of the 
Commission shall have a second or casting vote. 


IX. The Commissioners acting under this Ordin- 
ance may make such rules for their own guidance, and 
the conduct and management of proceedings before 
them, and the hours and times and places for their 
sittings, not inconsistent with their Commission, as 
they may from time to time think fit, and may from 
time to time adjourn for such time and to such place as 
they may think fit, subject only to the terms of their 
Commission. 


X. Commissioners acting under this Ordinance 
shall have the powers of the High Court to summon 
witnesses, and to call for the production of books, plans, 
and documents, and to examine witnesses and parties 
concerned on oath, and no Commissioner shall be liable 
to any action or suit for any matter or thing done by 
him as such Commissioner. All summonses for the 
attendance of witnesses, or other persons, or the 
production of documents, may be in the form given in 
the Schedule to this Ordinance, and shall be signed by 
one of the Commissioners, and oaths and affirmations 
may be administered by one of the Commissioners or by 
their Secretary. 


XI. An inquiry under this Ordinance shall be 
deemed to be a judicial proceeding for the purposes of 
section one hundred and ninety-three of the Indian 
Penal Code as applied to the Protectorate. 


XII. (1) All persons summoned to attend and 
give evidence, or to produce books, plans, or documents 
at any sitting of any such Commission, shall be bound 
to obey the summons served upon them as fully in all 
respects as witnesses are bound to obey a summons 
issued from the High Court, and shall be entitled to 
like expenses as if they had been summoned to attend 
at such Court on a criminal trial, if the same shall be 
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allowed by the Commissioners, but the Commissioners 
may disallow the whole or any part of such expenses in 
any case if they think fit. Orders for the payment of 
such witnesses shall be made as nearly as may be as 
orders are made for the payment of witnesses in the 
High Court, and shall be paid in such manner as the 
Governor may direct. 


(2) Every person refusing or omitting, without 
sufficient cause, to attend at the time and place 
mentioned in the summons served on him, and every 
person attending, but leaving the Commission without 
the permission of the Commissioners, or refusing with- 
out sufficient cause to answer, or to answer fully and 
satisfactorily, to the best of his knowledge and belief 
all questions put to him by or with the concurrence of 
the Commissioners, or refusing or omitting without 
sufficient cause to produce any books, plans or docu- 
ments in his possession or under his control, and 
mentioned or referred to in the summons served on him, 
and every person who shall at any sitting of the Com- 
mission wilfully insult any Commissioner, or the 
Secretary, or wilfully interrupt the proceedings of the 
Commission, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
750 rupees. 


Provided always, that no person giving evidence 
before the Commission shall be compellable to criminate 
himself, and every such person shall, in respect of any 
evidence given by him before the Commission, be 
entitled to all the privileges to which a witness giving 
evidence before the High Court is entitled in respect of 
evidence given by him before such Court. 


XIII. Any person whose conduct is the subject of 
inquiry under this Ordinance, or who is in any way 
implicated or concerned in the matter under inquiry, 
shall be entitled to be represented by an Advocate at 
the whole of the inquiry, and any other person who 
may consider it desirable that he should be so 
represented may, by leave of the Commission, be 
represented in manner aforesaid. 


XIV. The Governor may direct the Commissioner 
of Police to detail police officers to attend upon any 
such Commissioners, to preserve order during the pro- 
ceedings of the Commission, and to serve summonses 
on witnesses, and to perform such ministerial duties as 
such Commissioners shall direct. 


XV. Commissioners appointed under this Ordin- 
ance shall not be entitled to any remuneration, unless 
such remuneration shall be specially granted by the 
Governor, beyond the actual expenses incurred in 
holding the inquiry, but the Governor may direct what 
remuneration, if any, shall be paid to the Secretary, and 
to any other persons employed in or about any such 
Commission, and may direct payment of auy other 
expenses attendant upon the carrying out of any such 
Commission, -or upon any proceedings for any penalty 
under this Ordinance.

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the width of land reserved for Main 
Roads in the Uganda Protectorate is sixty-six feet, that is to say, thirty-three feet on 
each side of the centre line. The land at the sides of the road within these limits may 
be put under cultivation provided that no growth of over one foot in height will be 
permitted, and the side drains are not obstructed in any way. 


2. No private road may be joined up to a Main road without the permission, in 


writing, of the Director of Public Works. Such permission will generally be granted, 
provided the person who owns or constructs the private road, arranges to carry the 
private road over the side drain of the Main road by a suitable culvert or other means 
to the satisfaction of the Director of Public Works. In no circumstances should the 
drainage of a Main road be obstructed or in any way interfered with.

Now, therefore, We have thought fit, by and with the advice 
of Our Privy Council, to issue this Our Royal Proclamation, and 
we hereby warn all persons resident, carrying on business, or 
being in Our dominions: 


Not to supply to or obtain from Austria-Hungary any goods, 
wares, or merchandise, or to supply to or obtain the same from any 
person resident, carrying on business, or being therein, not to 
supply to or obtain from any person any goods, wares, or 
merchandise for or by way of transmission to or from Austria- 
Hungary, or to or from any person resident, carrying on business, or 
being therein, nor to trade in or carry any goods, wares, or 
merchandise destined for or coming from Austria-Hungary, or for 
or from any person resident, carrying on business, or being therein: 


Nor to permit any British ship to leave for, enter, or 
communicate with any port or place in Austria-Hungary : 


Nor to make or enter into any new marine, life, fire, or other 
policy or contract of insurance with or for the benefit of any 
person resident, carrying on business, or being in Austria-Hungary, 
nor under any existing policy or contract of insurance to make any 
payment to or for the benefit of any such person in respect of any 
loss due to the belligerent action of His Majesty’s forces or of those 
of any ally of His Majesty: 


Nor to enter into any new commercial, financial, or other 
contract or obligation with or for the benefit of any person resident, 
carrying on business, or being in Austria-Hungary : 


And We do hereby further warn all persons that whoever in 
contravention of the law shall commit, aid, or abet any of the 
aforesaid acts will be liable to such penalties as the law provides: 


And We hereby declare that any transactions to, with, or for 
the benefit of any person resident, carrying on business, or being in 
Austria-Hungary which are not treasonable and are not for the time 
being expressly prohibited by Us either by virtue of this Procla- 
mation or otherwise, and which but for the existence of the state 
of war aforesaid would be lawful, are hereby permitted: ~ 
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And We hereby declare that the expression ‘“ person” in this 
Proclamation shall include any body of persons corporate or 
unincorporate, and that where any person has or had an interest in 
houses or branches of business in some other country as well as in 
Our dominions, or in Austria-Hungary (as the case may be), this 
Proclamation shall not apply to the trading or commercial 
intercourse carried on by such person solely from or by such houses 
or branches of business in such other country.

Short title. I. This Ordinance may be cited as “ The 
Notaries Public and Commissioners for Oaths Ordinance,

Interpretation. II. In this Ordinance, unless the context

the same procedure and for the same causes as an 
Advocate of the High Court may be suspended or struck 
off the Roll and also for making any charge or demand- 
ing any payment for any Notarial Act or Act performed 
in his capacity as a Commissioner for Oaths in excess 
of that prescribed in the second Schedule hereto. 


VI. (1) Any person who shall hold himself out to 
be a Notary Public or Commissioner for Oaths or shall 
receive any fee or reward as a Notary Public or

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VIII. Every Notary Public and Commissioner for 
Oaths before whom any oath or affidavit is taken or 
made under this Ordinance shall state truly in the jurat 
or attestation at what place and on what date the oath 
or affidavit is taken or made. 


IX. The fees in the first Schedule hereto are 
hereby prescribed for the various matters and things 
therein set out; provided that the Governor may by 
notice in the “Official Gazette” alter or revoke any of 
the said {ccs or add thereto any other fee of a like nature. 


X. Every Magistrate shall have, virtute officit,

I HEREBY PROCLAIM that the Proclamations of His 
Majesty dated the 5th of August, 1914, and the 12th of August, 
1914, (dated in Uganda the 14th August, 1914,) relating to trading 
with Germany and Austria-Hungary have been revoked and the 
following Proclamation substituted.

A PROCLAMATION. 
GEORGE R. I. 


1. THE EXPRESSION “enemy country” in this Proclamation 
means the territories of the German Empire and of the Dual 
Monarchy of Austria-Hungary, together with all the Colonies and 
Dependencies thereof. 


2. The expression “enemy” in this Proclamation means any 
person or body of persons of whatever nationality resident or 
carrying on business in the enemy country, but does not include 
persons of enemy nationality who are neither resident nor carrying 
on business in enemy country. In the case of incorporated bodies 
enemy character attaches only to those incorporated in an enemy 
country. 


3. The expression “ outbreak of war” in this Proclamation 

means 11 pan. on the 4th August, 1914, in relation to the German 
Empire its Colonies and Dependencies, and midnight on the 12th 
August, 1914, in relation to Austria-Hungary, its Colonies and 
Dependencies. 
* 4, From and after the date of this Proclamation the following 
prohibitions shall have effect,—save so far as licences may be issued 
as hereinafter provided,—and We do hereby accordingly warn all 
persons resident, carrying on business or being in Our dominions: 


(i.) Not to pay any sums of money to or for the benefit of an enemy ; 


(ii.) Not to compromise or give security for the payment of any debt 
or other sum of money with or for the benefit of an enemy ; 


(iii.) Not to act on behalf of an enemy in drawing, accepting, paying, 
presenting for acceptance of payment, negotiating or otherwise 
dealing with any negotiable instrument ; 


(iv.) Not to accept, pay, or otherwise deal with any negotiable 
instrument which is held by or on behalf of an enemy, 
provided that this prohibition shall not be deemed to be 
infringed by any person who has no reasonable grounds for 
believing that the instrument is held by or on behalf of an 
enemy ; 
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(v.) Not to enter. into any new transaction, or complete any 
transaction already entered into with an enemy in any stocks, 
shares, or other securities ; 


(vi.) Not to make or enter into any new Marine, Life, Fire or other 
Policy or Contract of Insurance with or for the benefit of an 
enemy ; nor to accept, or give effect to any insurance of, any 
risk arising under any Policy or Contract of Insurance— 
including re-insurance—made or entered into with or for the 
benefit of an enemy before the outbreak of war; 


(vii.) Not directly or indirectly to supply to or for the use or benefit 
of, or obtain from, au enemy country or an enemy, any goods, 
wares or merchandise, nor directly ov indirectly to supply to 
or for the use cr benefit of, or obtain from any person any 
goods, wares or merchandise, for or by way of transmission to 
or from an enemy country or an enemy, nor directly or 
indirectly to trade in or carry any goods, wares or merchandise 
destined for or coming from an enemy country or an enemy ; 


(vili.) Not to permit any British ships to leave for, enter or com- 
municate with any port or place in an enemy country ; 


(ix.) Not to enter into any commercial, financial or other contract 
with or for the benefit of an enemy ; 


(x.) Not to enter into any transaction with an enemy if and when 
they are prohibited by an Order-in-Council made and published 
on the recommendation of a Secretary of State, even though 
it would otherwise be permitted by law or by this or any 
other Proclamation ; 


And We do hereby further warn all persons that whoever in 
contravention of the law shall commit, aid, or abet any of the 
aforesaid acts, is guilty of a crime and will be liable to punishment 
and penalties accordingly. 


5. Provided always that where an enemy has a branch locally 
situated in British, allied, or neutral territory, not being neutral 
territory in Europe, transactions by or with such branch shall not 
be treated as transactions by or with an enemy. 


6. Nothing in this Proclamation shall be deemed to prohibit 
payment by or on account of enemies to persons resident, carrying 
on business or being in Our dominions, if such payiuents arise out 
of transactions entered into before the outbreak of war or otherwise 
permitted. 


7. Nothing in this Proclamation shall be taken to prohibit 
anything which shall be expressly permitted by Our licence, or by 
the licence given on Our behalf by a Secretary of State, or the 
Board of Trade, whetiier such licence be especially granted to 
individuals or be announced as applying to classes of persons. 


8. his Proclamation shall be called “The trading with the 
enemy Proclamation No. 2.”

of Lading shall have the Liberty to comply with any orders or 
directions as to departure, arrival, routes, ports of call, stoppages or 
otherwise howsoever given by His Majesty’s Government or any 
department thereof or any person acting or purporting to act with 
the authority of His Majesty or of His Majesty’s Government or of 
any department thereof or by any committee or person having 
under the terms of the War Risks Insurance on the ship the right 
to give such ‘orders or directions and nothing done or not done by 
reason of any such orders or directions shall be deemed a deviation. 


Shippers should understand that this requirement is for the 
security of the cargo equally with that of the ship and it will not 
be to the prejudice of their interests which are being safeguarded 
and not sacrificed.

An Agreement made this eighth day of September, 1914, 
BETWEEN His Excellency Henry Richarp Watuis, Companion 
of the Most Distinguished Order of Saint Michael and Saint George, 
Acting Governor of the Uganda Protectorate for and on behalf of 
the Government of the said Protectorate (hereinafter referred to as 
the Governor) of the one part and the Mugabe and Chiefs of the 
District of Ankole of the cther part ; 


WHEREAS this Agreement is supplemental to an Agreement 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal Agrecment) made between 
Freperick J. Jackson, Esq., ¢.3B., His Majesty’s Acting Commissioner 
and Consul-General for the Uganda Protectorate and the adjoining 
territories, representing the Government of His Britannic Majesty 
the King of Great Britain and Ireland, and Emperor of India, 
on the one part, and the Mugabe (therein referred to as the Kabaka) 
and Chiefs of the District of Ankole, on the other part, and signed 
by the said Frederick J. Jackson, Esq., at Entebbe on the 25th day 
of October, 1901, and by the said Mugabe and Chiefs of Ankole at 
Mbarara on the 7th day August, 1901; 


AND WHEREAS the principal Agreement was suspended by 
Proclamation dated the 19th day of August, 1905, and restored by 
Proclamation dated the 12th day of September, 1912, subject to 
certain provisos therein mentioned ; 


AND WHEREAS by Clause I of the principal Agreement it 
was agreed that the portion of Ankole to waich the said Agreement 
applied should be divided into the Adminis‘rative divisions therein 
set out and that the boundaries of the said administrative divisions 
should be those therein set out; 


AND WHEREAS it has been agreed that the boundaries of 
the administrative divisions of Ishingiro and Ruampara as set out 
in the said Clause I of the principal Agreement shall be altered in 
manner hereinafter appearing, and that otherwise the principal 
Agreement shall continue in full force and effect, subject only to 
the provisos mentioned in the aforesaid Proclamation dated the 
12th day of September, 1912. 


NOW IT IS HEREBY AGREED as follows:— 
I. Clause I of the principal Agreement is hereby amended:—

Enacted by the Acting Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as “ The Fugitive 
Offenders from the Sudan Ordinance, 1914.” 


II. In this Ordinance :— 


(a) Sudan means the territory under the 
authority of the Governor-General of the 
Sudan. 

(b) In the case of Uganda, Court means a 
District Magistrate exercising the powers 
of a Magistrate of the 1st Class as defined 
by the Courts Ordinance, 1911. 

(c) Court authorized to hear such appeal 
shall mean the High Court of Uganda. 

(@ Police Officer includes all grades of 
persons employed for duties in the Police 
of the Protectorate. 

(e) Oath includes affirmation or declaration 
in the case of persons allowed by law to 
aflirm or declare instead of swearing. 

(f) Deposition includes any affidavit, affir- 
mation or statement made upon oath as 
above defined. 


III. Where a warrant has been issued by a Court 
of the Sudan for the apprehension of a person 
justiciable by the said Court and accused of an offence 
punishable by law in the Sudan and such person is or 
is suspected of being in or onthe way to Uganda 
a Magistrate in Uganda if satisfied that the warrant 
was issued by a person having lawful authority to 
issue the same, may endorse such warrant in manner 
provided by this Ordinance, and the warrant so 
endorsed shall be a sufficient authority to apprehend 
within Uganda, the person named in the warrant, and 
bring him before a Court in Uganda. 


IV. The Court before whom a person so 
apprehended is brought, if satisfied that the warrant 
was issued by a person having lawful authority to 
issue the same, and satisfied on oath that the prisoner 
is the person named or otherwise described in the 
warrant, may order such prisoner to be delivered into 
the custody of the person to whom the warrant is 
addressed, or any one or more of them and to be held 
in custody whilst in Uganda with a view to his being 
conveyed to the Sudan under the warrant there issued, 
there to be dealt with according to law. Such order

V. Where a person required to give evidence on 
behalf of the prosecutor or defendant on a charge of an 
offence punishable by law in the Sudan is or is 
suspected of being in or on his way to Uganda, and a 
judge, magistrate, or other officer in the Sudan, who 
would have lawful authority to issue a summons 
requiring the attendance of such witness, if such 
witness were within his jurisdiction, has issued a 
summons for the attendance of such witness, a 
magistrate in Uganda if satisfied that the summons 
was issued by a judge, magistrate, or oflicer having 
lawful authority as aforesaid, may endorse the summons 
with his name, and the witness on service of the 
summons and on payment or tender of a reasonable 
amount for his expenses shall obey the simmons, and 
in default shall be liable to be tried and punished in 
Uganda, and shall be liable to the punishment imposed 
by law for the failure of a witness to obey such a 
summons. 

The expression “summons” in _ this section 
includes any sub-peena or other process for requiring 
the attendance of a witness. 


VI. A Magistrate in Uganda before the endorse- 
ment of a warrant for the apprehension of any person 
in pursuance of this Ordinance, may issue a provisional 
warrant for the apprehension of that person on such 
information and under such circumstances as would in 
his opinion justify the issue of a warrant if the offence 
of which such person is accused were an offence 
punishable by the law of Uganda, and had been 
committed within his jurisdiction, and such warrant 
may be executed within Uganda. 


Provided that a person arrested under such 
provisional warrant shall be discharged unless the 
original warrant is produced and endorsed within such 
reasonable time as may under the circumstances seem 
requisite. 


VII. Ifa prisoner in Uganda whose custody for 
return is authorized in pursuance of this Ordinance, is 
not conveyed out of Uganda within one month after 
the date of the warrant ordering his custody for return, 
a Court upon application by or on behalf of the 
prisoner and upon proof that reasonable notice of the 
intention to make such application has been given to 
the person holding the warrant and to the Commis- 
sioner of Police of the Uganda Protectorate, may unless 
sufficient cause is shown to the Court to the contrary, 
order such prisoner to be discharged out of custody.

Any order or refusal to make an order of discharge 
under this section by a Court shall be subject to an 
appeal to the Court authorized to hear such appeal. 


X. When a warrant for the apprehension of a Court to have

I have the honour to inform you that my attention has been directed to the yearly increasing 
demands which are being made on the Imperial Institute by private individuals and firms for reports 
on technical subjects and especially on the composition and value of raw materials. 


2. In the past it has generally been impossible to accede to such requests for investigations 
from private individuals and firms owing to the pressure of other work. At the same time the 
conduct of such investigations seems to me to be a legitimate function of the Institute, and I have 
been given to understand that the demands for such reports would be considerably extended if it 
were known throughout His Majesty’s Possessions that the Institute was prepared to undertake 
for individuals special reports of the kind indicated in paragraph 8 of the Karl of Elgin’s Circular 
despatch of the 31st of July, 1906.* 

* Norn.— i.¢., Reports and advice respecting new supplies of the products required by manufacturers, brokers and other 


commercial firms, new materials suitable to their needs and improvements in the processes employed in utilizing 
these materials in manufacturing operations. 
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3. The Institute, however, is now so completely occupied with the scientific, technical, and 
commercial researches demanded by the Agricultural, Mines, and other technical departments of the 
Governments of those parts of His Majesty's dominions which contribute to its funds that it is 
impossible to undertake investigations on any considerable scale for private individuals and finns 
without adding to the technical staff, and therefore to the general expenses, of the Institute. but, 
having decided to meet what I believe to be a growing demand for such work, I am authorising the 
Imperial Institute to undertake in future for an appropriate fee researches, investigations, analyses, 
etc., required by private individuals and firms, either in this country or any of His Majesty's oversea 
dominions. 


4. It will be left to the authorities of the Institute to decide in the case of each application 
whether or no the request for researches, etc., is one with which the Imperial Institute can properly 
comply. : 

5. Any reports which may be supplied under this arrangement will become the property 
of those who pay for them and will not be communicated either by the Imperial Institute or by any 
Government to other persons, or published without the consent of those concerned. 


6. Asit is undesirable that the Imperial Institute should compete with the professional expert, 
I propose that only special investigations, etc., should be undertaken, i.e., on subjects of a technical 
character with which the Luperial Institute is exceptionally qualified to deu, especially those 
relating to the production and utilisation of materials which occur in the British mpire or which 
might be introduced into British countries and are considered likely to be of value to British 
commerce or trade.

7. It may be useful if Trefer to some of the more important matters with which the 
Imperial Institute is in a special position to dea] :— 

(a). Investigations as to the value of new or little known raw materials for commercial 
purposes. 

(b) Chemical analyses, assays and valuations of raw materials, such as fibres, rubbers, 
oil-seeds, waxes, food-stutfs, tanning materials, essential and fixed oils, gums, resins, drugs, 
tobaccos, soils, minerals, ores, waters, fuels, etc., etc. 

(c) The technical testing of rubber, timbers, cotton, fibres, cements, and other materials. 
(d) Identifications of vegetable and mineral substances. 


8. Iam informed that the Managing Committee are not prepared at present to suggest any 
actual scale of fee which could meet the variety of cases which are likely to occur. The fee must 
be arranged between the Institute and the individuals or firms who require investigations to be 
made. ‘I'he matter will be in the hands of the Director, who will from time to time report to the 
Managing Committee the fee proposed in any special case in which this cannot be determined by 
ordinary practice. 


9. I believe that the adoption of the plan I have indicated will increase the usefulness of the 
Imperial Institute to the manufacturing and industrial communities of all countries of the Einpire: 
and, as it will doubtless be of importance to the residents of the Protectorate under your government. 
I shall be glad if you will take steps to make the arrangement I have sanctioned widely known, 
either by publishing this despatch in whole or part in the Oficial Gazette or in such other way as 
may seem to you to be most effective.

RELATIONS BETWEEN GREAT BRITAIN AND 
TURKEY. 


THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION is published by 
command of the Secretary of State for the Colonies :— 


The attitude adopted by the Turkish Government in regard 
to the German men-of-war “Goeben” and “Breslau” has 
aroused great misgivings in London, Paris and St. Petersburg. 
These ships were fleeing from the French and British fleets in the 
Mediterranean and took refuge in the Dardanelles where, by the 
Rules of International Law and under Turkish treaties, they should 
have been laid up by the Turkish Government and their crews 
detained until the close of the war or made to leave for the open 
sea ab the end of 24 hours. Instead of this, the ships were allowed 
to remain in shelter and to excrcise belligerent rights, and then it 
was suddenly announcedthat they hadbecn purchased by Turkey who 
retained the German crews and dismissed the British Admiral from 
his executive command of the Turkish fleet. At the same time the 
passage of the Dardanelles was sown with minesandall British vessels 
in those waters or coming through from the Black Sea were held up, 
first on the pretext that their cargocs were wanted for troops whom 
Turkey was mobilizing, and then that the presence of mines 
rendered it unsafe for the vessels to proceed. This was not only 
totally unjustifiable interference on the part of a neutral state with 
the trade of Great Britain, involving both shippers and merchants 
in heavy loss, but it paralysed the movements of all British 
shipping in the Black Sea amounting at the time to 60 or 70 
vessels, since not only was it impossible to get through into the 
Mediterranean but there was nothing to prevent the “ Goeben” and 

‘Breslau” passing into the Black Sea and destroying all the 
shipping collected there. The Dardanelles have now been closed 
in defiance of International Treaty. 


Another reason for grave disquietude has been the diteenaly 
treatment by responsible Turkish Officials in Bagdad and 
Mesopotamia of British subjects and the open incitement of the 
population by Turkish official circles against Great Britain and her 
allies. 

Notwithstanding all this provocation, His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment not only intimated that if Turkish were substituted for 
German crews on the “Goeber” and “ Breslau,” if British 
merchani shipping was not impeded, and if Turkey would honour- 
ably carry out the duties of a neutral state, all these illegalities and 
hostile acts would be overlooked and a solemn and written 
guarantee would be given that Great Britain will scrupulously 
respect the independence and integrity of the Ottoman Empire. 


Furthermore, assurances were given that at the conclusion of 
peace Great Britain promises to see that no conditions were laid 
down which would impair that independence and integrity, and 
that economic conditions of a character favourable to Turkey 
would be obtained. 


In spite of these assurances the attitude of Turkey towards 
Great Britain became increasingly provocative. Eviilence con- 
tinued to reach His Majesty’s Government of military preparations 
in Syria which could have no other purpose than to facilitate an 
attack upon Egypt; and of active propaganda carried on by 
Turkish and German agents amongst the Bedouin Arabs in regions 
adjoining the Egyptian frontier. Similar intrigues were set on 
foot elsewhere and reports were even received of the despatch of 
Turkish emissaries to India with a view to stirring up anti-British 
feeling among the Indian Mahomedans. 
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Great Britain, the greatest Mahomedan Power in the world 
and the faithful and consistent friend of Turkey, whom she has 
steadfastly helped to recover the stability shaken in the Balkan 
wars, would sce with the greatest regret that Turkey had been 
decoyed into ranging herself on the side of England’s enemies and 
adopting an attitude as unjustified as it would be ungrateful, 
but it cannot be denied that the present situation shows that 
there is a chauvinistic element endeavouring to drive Turkey 
into war with England for the benefit of Germany and of Austria, 
the secular enciny of the Turkish State. 


A striking illustration of the extent to which intrigues have 
been carried on is furnished by the case of a German employé in 
Alexandria City Police who lately returned from leave ria Con- 
stantinople saying that he had been excused from Military Service. 
He was arrested on suspicion on landing and cn him were found a 
detailed map of the Suez Canal and a sheet of cypher messages 
concealed in his tarboosh and other compromising correspondence. 
He had also entrusted toa member of the ship’s company two boxes 
of detonators for exploding dynamite and nitro-glycerine. 


Further, a steady stream of German Officers and men both 
naval and military, together with all kinds of war material, has 
flowed unceasingly into Constantinople which has been converted 
to all intents and purposes, into a German military base. German 
Officers are known to have penetrated far into the interior of the 
Turkish Empire in the endeavour to stir up agitation against Great 
Britain and her allies. All these movements, it is impossible to 
doubt, have been carried out with the direct connivance of the 
Ottoman authorities and can point to only one conclusion. 


Turkey’s deliberate intention to provoke Great Britain to war 
is shown by instructions issued not later than October 18th to the 
Turkish Commandant at Jaffa by the Turkish Minister of war, 
which already alluded to His Majesty’s Government as the enemy, 
giving detailed orders as to resisting an attack by warships and 
including an order to break the Consulate flagstaff and remove 
the insignia. 


The Mosul and Damascus Army Corps have since their 
mobilisation been constantly sending troops south preparatory to 
an invasion of Egypt and the Stez Canal from Akaba and Gaza. 
A large body of Bedouin Arabs have been called out and armed 
to assist in this venture. Transport hes been collected and roads 
have been prepared up to the frontier of Egypt. Mines have been 
despatched to be laid in the Gulf of Akaba to protect the force 
from naval attack, and the notorious Sheikh Aziz Shawish, who 
has been so well known as a fire-brand in raising Moslem feeling 
against Christians, has published and disseminated through Syria 
and probably India an inflammatory document urging Mahomedans 
to fight against Great Britain. Doctor Prueffer who was so long 
engaged in intrigues in Cairo against the British occupation and 
is now attached to the German embassy in Constantinople has 
been busily occupied in Syria trying to incite the people to take 
part in this conflict. 


Aggressive action was certain to be the result of the activity 
of the numerous German Officers employed in the Turkish Army 
and acting under the orders of the German Government who thus 
have succeeded in forcing the advisers of the Sultan. 


a 
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German intrigue cannot influence the loyalty to Great Britain 
of the seventy millions of Mahomedans in India, and the feeling of 
the Mahomedan inhabitants of Egypt or of the many millions of 
Moslems in Africa and in Malaya and elsewhere under His Majesty’s 
protection. They must look with detestation on misguided action 
under foreign influence at Constantinople which will inevitably lead 
to the disintegration of the Turkish Empire and which shows such 
forgetfulness of the many occasions on which Great Britain has 
shown friendship to Turkey. They must feel bitterly the degenera- 
tion of their co-religionists which could thus be dominated against 
their will by German influences and many of themselves realise that 
wherr Turkey is pushed into war by Germany they must dissociate 
themselves from a course of action that is so prejudicial to the 
position of Turkey itself. 


The Turkish Government summarily and without notice on 
Friday shut off telegraphic communication with the British 
Embassy at Constantinople. This is no doubt the prelude to 
further acts of aggression on their part and the British Govern- 
ment must take whatever action is required to protect British 
interests, British territories and also Egypt from attacks that have 
been made and are threatened.

THE FOLLOWING MESSAGE has been received from 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies and is published for general 
information :— 


His Highness Aga Khan desires that the following message 
may be communicated to Moslems in India and His Majesty’s 
other dominions. 


With deep sorrow I find that the Turkish Government has 
joined hands with Germany and acting under German orders is 
madly attempting to wage a most unprovoked war against such 
mighty Sovereigns as the King Emperor and the Tsar of Russia. 
This is not the true and free will of the Sultan but of German 
Officers and other non-Moslems who have forced him to do their 
bidding. Germany and Austria have been no disinterested friends 
of Islam and while one took Bosnia the other has long been plotting 
to become the Suzerain of Asia Minor and Mesopotamia including 
Kerbela, Rejef and Bagdad. If Germany succeed, which Heaven 
forbid, Turkey will become a vassal of Germany and the Kaiser’s 
representative will be the real ruler of Turkey and will control the 
holy cities. No Islamic interests were threatened in this war and 
our religion was not in peril. Nor was Turkey in peril, for the British 
and Russian Empires and the French Republic had offered solemnly 
to guarantee Turkey all her territories in complete independence if 
she had remained at peace. Turkey was the trustee of Islam, 
and the whole world was contented to let her hold our holy 
cities in her keeping. Now that Turkey has so disastrously 
shown herself a tool in German hands, she has not only 
ruined herself but has lost her position as trustee of 
Islam and evil will overtake her. Turkey has been persuaded 
to draw the sword in an unholy cause from which she could be but 
ruined whatever clse happened and she will lose her position as a 
great nation, for such mighty Sovereigns as the King Emperor and 
the Tsar can never be defeated. Thousands of Moslems are fighting 
for their Sovereigns already and all men must see that Turkey has 
not gone to war for the cause of Islam or for the defence of her 
independence. Thus our only duty as Mosiems now is to remain 
loyal, faithful and obedient to our temporal and secular allegiance.

AN ORDINANCE. 


No. 15 of 1914, 


The Mining (Mineral Oil) Ordinance, 1914. 


Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Mining 
(Mineral Oil) Ordinance, 101-4.” 


Il. No prospecting licence issued under the 
Mining Regulations, 1902, shall confer any right to 


prospect or search for mineral oils or other bituminous 
products and no Crown lease granted thereunder shall 
authorize any person to mine for such products or win 
or remove the same from the land comprised in such 
lease. 

ITI. Any person desiring to prospect for mineral 
oils in lands the minerals under which are Crown 
Property shall first apply to the Commissioner of Mines 
and if his application is accepted permission may be 
given by an agreement in writing which shall authorize 
him to prospect for oil in lands of the Protectorate to be 
specified therein and shall confer such rights and be 
subject to such conditions, regulations, and restrictions 
as the Governor may approve in each particular case. 

IV. The Mining Regulations, 1902, shall not 
apply to any Agreement so entered into unless the 
contrary is therein expressly provided.

THE REGISTRATION OF LAND TITLES (No. 3) 


RULES, 1914. 


1. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Registration of 
Land Titles (No. 3) Rules, 1914,” and shall be read as one with 


“The Registration of and Titles Rules, 1911,” 
referred to as the Principal Rules.) 


(hereinafter 


2. Rule 1 of the Principal Rules is hereby amended by 


deleting the words “on which the memorial was entered in the 
register book,” and substituting therefor the words “ of registration 
of such instrument and the Volume and Folio of the Register 
Book in which such memorial has been entered.” 
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3. Rule 7 of the Principal Rules is hereby amended by 
adding thereto the following, viz:— “and upon the entry and 
initialling of such memorial as aforesaid the registration of the 
instrument to which it relates shall be deemed complete and 
effective as from the day and hour of the production of the 
said instrument for registration. The number or symbol by which 
such instrument shall be referred to in such memorial shall be the 
same as that which shall have been given to the said instrument 
in the Register of Documents in which such instrument shall have 
been filed.”

THE UGANDA POST OFFICE ORDINANCE, 1903. 


RULES. 
THE POST OFFICE RULES, 1914. 


1. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Post Office 
Rules, 1914.” 


Part I.—REGISTRATION. 


2. A publication may be registered as a newspaper for 
transmission by the Inland Post subject to the following conditions:- 


(a) Application must be made by the Proprietor, or by 
his duly authorised representative, to the Post- 
master General of the East Africa and Uganda 
Protectorates, and must be accompanied by a copy 
of the publication and a fee of Rs. 3/75 cents. 


(6) The publication must have the full title and date of 
each number printed at the top of the first page 
and the whole or part of the title and the date of 
publication printed at the top of every subsequent 
page. 


(c) The registration shall expire with the termination 
of the calendar year in which it is made, or renewed, 
unless a written application for renewal together 
with a copy of the current issue of the publication 
and a further fee of Rs. 3/75 be received by the 
Postmaster General of the East Africa and Uganda 
Protectorates during the first 15 days of December 
of each year, and such renewal is accepted by him. 


(® The Postmaster General of the East Africa and 
Uganda Protectorates may refuse to register as a 
newspaper a publication printed and published 
elsewhere than in the East Africa Protectorate or 
the Uganda Protectorate unless arrangements have 
been made to his satisfaction for maintaining a 
responsible representative of the publication in one 
or other of the two aforementioned Protectorates. 

Part IL—TRANSMISSION. 


8. The conditions of transmission of newspapers by the Inland 
Post, that is to say from any place within the East Africa and 
Uganda Protectorates to any other place within either of those 
Protectorates shall be as follows :— 
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(a) Rares or Postrace. 

The prepaid rate for a newspaper (as defined in Section 
IX of the Indian Post Office Act, 1898, and duly 
registered as such at the Office of the Postmaster 
General of the East Africa and Uganda Protec- 
torates ) shall be as follows :— 

Every registered newspaper 
whether posted singly or 
with others in a packet... w=. 3 cents. 

A packet containing two or more registered newspapers 
is not, however, chargeable with a higher rate than 
would be chargeable on a book packet of the same 
weight. 

If posted unpaid, or insufficiently prepaid newspapers 
are chargeable with double postage or double the 
deficiency as the case may be. 

(6) Weieut axp Dinesstons. 

A Newspaper or packet of newspapers may not weigh 
more than five pounds or exceed 2 ft. in length 
and 1 ft. in width or depth. 

(c) Every newspaper or packet of newspapers shall be 
posted either without a cover or in a cover open 
at both ends, so that the same can be easily 
removed for the purpose of examination. 

(dq) Every newspaper when posted shall be so folded and 
covered (if posted in a cover) as to permit the 
title to be readily inspected. 

(e) No article not part of the newspaper shall be posted 
in or in the same cover with the newspaper except 
an extra or supplement as specified in the definition 
given in Section IX of the Indian Post Office Act, 
1898. 

f) No newspaper and no cover of a newspaper shall 
bear anything (not being part of the newspaper ) 
except :-— 

() The names, addresses and descriptions of the 
sender and addressee with index or reference 
numbers and letters. 

(i) The words “ with compliments.” 

(wi) The title of the newspaper, and a reference to its 
registration for transmission by Post. 

(iv) A reference to any page of or place in the news- 
paper to which the attention of the address is 
directed. 

(v) A-request for return in case of non-delivery 


4. Any publication not registered as aforesaid, and any 
registered newspaper in respect of which any of the foregoing rules 
be infringed shall, if posted or tendered for transmission by Post, 
be charged with postage as a book packet or parcel whichever 
treatment involves the lowest charge: provided that any news- 
paper containing a communication of the nature of a letter, or 
bearing such communication either on the newspaper or the cover 
thereof, shall be charged with postage as a letter. 


5. Rules 43 and 44 of the Rules made under the above- 
mentioned Ordinance dated the 6th of October, 1903, are hereby 
repealed.

THE FOLLOWING NOTIFICATION has been received by His Majesty's 
Government from the French Ambassador indicating the procedure to be taken by 
persons having any interest in cargoes, other than enemy cargoes laden on enemy ships, 
captured and taken into French Ports :— 


All persons having any interest in cargoes other than enemy cargoes laden 
on enemy ships captured and brought into French ports, and requiring 
a rclease of such cargoes or portion of cargoes, should make enquiries of 
the Prefet Maritime of the district in which the ship is detained. 


The Prefet Maritime will, through the intermediary of the Commissaire 
Chef du Service de la Solde or his representative, require proof of 
ownership and particulars as to freight, whether paid or unpaid. 


In cases where the title of the subjects or citizens of the allied or neutral 
States is clear and established without doubt to the satisfaction of the 
Prefet Maritime, such cargoes or portions of cargoes will be released 
with as little delay as possible, provided that no question of contraband 
arises, and subject to the adjustinent of any matters relating to freight 
or other charges falling on the cargo. In doubtful cases recourse to the 
ordinary Prize Court procedure will be necessary. 


With regard to cases which come before the French Prize Court established 
at Bordeaux (21 Rue Vauban), the French Ambassador states that the 
interested parties should present their claims to the Court through the 
intermediary of an Advocate of the Council of State.

RULES. 


THE TOWNSHIP RULES (No. 2) 1914. 


PRELIMINARY. 
Short title. 1. These Rules may be cited as “The Township 
Rules (No. 2) 1914.” 
2. In these rules, 
Interpretation. “Township Authority’ means 


(a) the Local Sanitary Board, in any Township for 
which a Local Sanitary Board may be appointed. 


.(b) the District Commissioner, in any Township in 
which there is a District Commissioner ordinarily 
resident but for which there is no Local Sanitary 
Board. 


(c) any person appointed in that behalf by the 
Governor, in any Township for which there is no 
Local Sanitary Board and in which there is no 
District Commissioner ordinarily resident. 


“District Commissioner,” except in rule five hereof, 
includes Assistarft District Commissioner. 


“District Engineer” means the Engineer in 
charge of a Province or District. 


“Owner” used with reference to any lands or 
buildings in respect of which any work is 
required to be done, or any rate or penalty te 
be paid, means the person for the time being 
entitled to receive, or who if such lands or 
buildings were let to a tenant would be entitled 
to receive the rent from the occupier 
thereof, whether on his own account or as 
agent or trustee for any other person. 


“Occupicr” includes a person having _ the 
charge, management or control of a building 
or premises, or part thereof, and in the case 
of a house the whole of which is let out in 
separate tenements, or in the case of 4 
lodging house the whole of which is let to 
lodgers, the person to whom the rent is 
payable by the tenants or lodgers either on 
his own account or as agent of another person. 


“Person” includes a corporation whether 
aggregate or sole. 


“Domestic Servant” means any servant who» 
being a native of Africa, is employed in or 
about the dwelling-house of a master who is 
a European and shall be deemed to include 
such servants employed as cooks, gardeners, 
house servants, or in obtaining wood and 
water, whether such servants live on the 
premises of such master or not. 


“Street” includes any highway, road, square, 
court, alley, thoroughfare, open space or 
beach, not being the property of a private 
owner. 

“Building” includes any structure of whatsoever 
material constructed, and includes the curtilege 
of a building or house. 


“Cellar” means any room the floor of which is 
lower than any ground within 10 ft. of the wall 
of that room. 
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“Living room” is any room which between the 
hours of sunrise and sunset is ordinarily used 
for living purposes. 

“Sleeping room” means any room which between 
the hours of sunset and sunrise is ordinarily 
used for persons sleeping therein. 

“To erect a building” includes 
(1) to erect a new building. 


(2) to re-erect any building, the walls of 
which have been wholly or partially 
pulled down. 

(3) to make any addition to any building. 


(4) to. make anv alteration in the structure of 
any building. 

(5) to convert a building intended for any 
particular purpose into a building intended 
for a different purpose. 

“Horse” includes mule and ass, and also cattle 
when used for transport. 

“Carriage” includes motor-car, waggon, cart, 
ricksha, bicycle and every other kind of 
wheeled vehicle. 

“Syphilis” means Primary or Secondary Syphilis 
in any of their manifestations. 

The native words ‘“Mpanyi,” “ Ngoma,” 
“Kinanda,” “Maul” and all other native 
words shall have respectively the meanings 
ordinarily assigned to them by natives. 


3. All rules made under the Uganda Townships 
Ordinance, 1903, prior to the date of these rules are hereby 
repealed, but without prejudice always to anything lawfully 
done thereunder or to the prosecution of any offence committed 
before the date of these rules. 


RULES OF GENERAL APPLICATION. 


4. Rules five to one hundred and twenty-eight hereof shall

5. (1) The Governor may, by notice published in the 
Oficial Gazette, appoint a Local Sanitary Board 
for any Township, and nominate the President 
and Executive Officer thereof. 


(2) In the absence of the President the senior official 
on any Board shall be President thereof. 


(3) In the absence of a District Commissioner, who 
is the Executive Officer of a Board, the Assistant 
District Commissioner performing his duties 
shall be a member, but not President, of the 
Board and the Executive Officer thereof. 


(4) Every Board shall meet when summoned by its 
President, who shall call a meeting whenever he 
thinks fit and whenever so requested by two 
other members of the Board. 


(5) At any meeting of a Board two members shall 
form a guorum and in the conduct of business 
every question shall be decided by a majority of 
votes of the members present and voting on that 
question; and in the event of an equality of 
votes, the President shall have a second or 
casting vote.

(2) Any pool, ditch, gutter, watercourse, privy, urinal, 
cesspool, drain, ashpit, refuse-pit, latrine, dustbin, 
washingpool or place. well, water-tank, sink, or any 
receptacle containing stagnant water or any other 
thing in such a state or condition as to be a nuisance 
or injurious or dangerous to health ; 


(8) Any hole or excavation, well, pond or quarry, in or 
near any road, street or pathway which in the 
opinion of the Township Authority is or is likely to 
become dangerous to the public; 


(4) Any animal or bird so kept as to bea nuisance or 
injurious or dangerous to health or molesting to 
neighbours by causing discomfort or inconvenience, 
and any animal suffering from any noxious or 
contagious disease ; 


(5) Any accumulation or deposit of rubbish of any kind 
whatever, and any decaying animal or vegetable 
matter whether in the form of rubbish, refuse, 
manure, decaying or tainted food, or in any other 
form whatever ; 


(6) Any accumulation of stones, lumber or other 
substance capable of breeding or harbouring rats ; 

(7) Any growth of weeds, long grass, mpanyi, banana, 
pineapple, undergrowth, hedge, bush or vegetation 
of any kind which may be a nuisance or injurious 
or dangerous to health, and any vegetable that of 
itself is dangerous to children or others either by 
its effluvia or through its leaves, seeds, fruits or any 
part of it being eaten ; 

(8) Any place or thing whatsoever that is of itself a 
nuisance or injurious or dangerous to health or 
that retains or gives off smoke, gases, effluvia, water, 
or matter of any kind noxious to the community, 
or that is a source of danger to health ; 
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(9) Any building or premises or part of a building or 
premises so over-crowded as to be injurious or 
dangerous to the health of the inhabitants thereof 
(whether or not members of the same family ) or of 
the neighbourhood ; 

shall be nuisances liable to be dealt with summarily under these 
rules. 

9. (1) On the receipt of any information respecting the 
existence of a nuisance liable to be dealt with summarily under 
these rules, the Township Authority shall, if satisfied of the 
existence of a nuisance, serve a notice on the person by whose 
act, default, or sufferance the nuisance arises or continues, or, 
if such person cannot be found, on the occupier or owner of 
the premises on which the nuisance arises, requiring him to 
abate the same within the time specified in the notice, and to 
execute such works and do such things as may be necessary 
for that purpose, and, if the Township Authority think it 
desirable, specifying any works to be executed. 


(2) The Township Authority may also by the same 
or another notice served on such occupier, owner, or person 
require him to do what is necessary for preventing the 
recurrence of the nuisance, and, if it think desirable, specify 
any works to be executed for that purpose, and may serve that 
notice notwithstanding that the nuisance may for the time 
have been abated, if the Township Authority consider that it 
is likely to recur on the same premises. 

(8) Provided that— 

(a) Where the nuisance arises from any want or 
defect of a structural character, or where the premises 
are unoccupied, the notice shall be served on the owner ; 

(b) Where the person causing the nuisance cannot 
be found, and it is clear that the nuisance does not arise 
by the act, default or sutferance of the occupier or owner 
ot the premises, the ‘Township Authority may itself abate 
the same and may do what is necessary to prevent the 
recurrence thereof ; 

(c) Where the abatement of the nuisance is a matter 
of extreme urgency, the Township Authority may itself 
abate the same afd may do what is necessary to prevent 
the recurrence thereof ; 

(d) Where the Township Authority is satisfied that 
any building or premises or part of a building or premises 

* is so overcrowded as to be injurious or dangerous to the 

health of the inhabitants thereof (whether or not 
members of the same family) or of the neighbourhood, 
it shall take proceedings under this section for the 
abatement of such nuisance. 

(4) Where a notice has been served on a person under 
this rule, and either— 

(a) The nuisance arose from the wilful act or 
default of the said person, or 

(b) Such person makes default in complying with 
any of the requisitions of the notice within the time 
specified, 

he shall be liable toa fine not exceeding one hundred and 
fifty rupees for each offence, whether any such nuisance 
order as in these rules mentioned is or is not made upon 
him. 

10. (1) If either :-— 

(a) The person on whom a notice to abate a 
nuisance has been served as aforesaid makes default 
in complying with any of the requisitions thereof 
within the time specified ; or, 

(b) The nuisance, although abated since the service 
of notice, is, in the opinion of the Township Authority, 
likely to recur on the same premises, 

the Township Authority shall make a complaint, and the 
Court hearing the complaint, may make on such person 
a summary order, (in these rules referred to as a nuisance 
order).

(6) A closing order may prohibit a building or premises 
from being used for human habitation, or may limit the 
number of persons for whom a building or premises may be 
used as a habitation. 


(7) A closing order shall only be made where it is proved 
to the satisfaction of the Court that, by reason of a nuisance 
or of its insecurity or liability to fall down in whole or in part, 

‘ a building or premises is unfit for human habitation or for the 
habitation of more than a specified number of persons, and, if 
such proof is given, the Court shall make a closing order. 


(8) The Court, when satisfied that the building or pre- 
mises has been rendered fit for human habitation or for the 
habitation of a greater number of persons, may declare that it 
is so satisfied and cancel or vary the closing order. 


Penalty. (9) If a person fails to comply with the provisions of a 
nuisance order with respect to the abatement of a nuisance, he 
shall, unless he satisfies the Court that he has used all due 
diligence to carry out such order, be liable to a fine not 
exceeding fifteen rupees a day during his default; and if a 
person knowingly and wilfully acts contrary to a prohibition 
or closing order he shall be liable to a fine not excecding thirty 
rupees a day during such contrary action; moreover, the 
Township Authority may enter the premises to which a 
nuisance order relates, and abate or remove the nuisance, and 
do whatever may be necessary in execution of such order- 


Where 11. (1) If any nuisance order or notice of the Township 
Sea Lear Authority requiring the abatement of a nuisance is not com- 
hefomd plied with because the occupier or owner cannot be found, or 


because the occupier or owner is imprisoned for non-compliance 
with the order or notice, the Township Authority may enter 
the premises and itself abate or remove the nuisance and may 
do what is necessary to prevent the recurrence thereof. 


Persons jointly (2) Where any nuisance liable to be dealt with summarily 

responsible for ynder these rules appears to be wholly or partially caused by

Authority may institute proceedings against any one of suc 
persons, or may include all or any two or more of them in one

a proportionate part of the costs of and incidental to such 
proceedings and abating such nuisance, and of any fine and 
costs ordered to be paid in such proceedings. 


12. (1) All reasonable costs and expenses incurred in 
serving a notice, making a complaint, or obtaining a nuisance 
order, or in carrying the order into effect, shall be deemed to 
be money paid for the use and at the request of the*person on 
whom the order is made; or, if no order is made, but the 
nuisance is proved to have existed when the notice was served 
or the complaint made, then of the person by whose act, 
default or sutferance the nuisance was caused ; and in case of 
nuisance caused by the act or default of the owner of premises, 
such costs and expenses may be recovered from any person 
who is for the time being owner of such premises. 

(2) Such costs and expenses, and any fines incurred in 
relation to any such nuisance may be recovered in a summary 
manner, and the Court shall have power to divide costs, 
expenses and fines between persons by whose acts, defaults or 
sufferance 1 nuisance is caused as to it may seem just. 

(3) Where, in accordance with these rules, the Township 
Authority has itself abated or removed a nuisance or done 
what is necessary to prevent a recurrence thereof, if no owner 
or occupier of the premises can be found, or appears or pays 
the expenses thereby incurred within six months after the 
completion of the removal or abatement of such nuisance, the 
Court may order the premises upon which the work shall have 
been done, or any part thereof, or any movable property found 
thereon, to be sold by public auction, and the price shall be

Ponalty, (2) In addition to the penalty incurred for an offence 
against this rule, any person who continues the offence after 
notice served on him by the Township Authority in relation 
thereto shall be liable to a fine of thirty rupees for every day 
of such continuance.

47. The Township Authority may at all reasonable Township 
hours inspect and examine any animal, carcase, meat, poultry, Antolin 
game, fish, fruit, vegetables, corn, bread, flour, and other expored jie 
provisions exposed for sale or deposited in any place for the sale, and 
purpose of sale or of preparation for sale, and intended for the Paar 
food of man, the proof that the same was not exposed or yeu “ 
deposited for any such purpose or was not intended for the 
food of man resting with the party charged; and if any such 
animal, carcase, meat, poultry, game, fish, fruit, vegetables, 
corn, bread, flour, or other provisions appear to the Township 
Authority to be diseased or unsound or unwholesome, or unfit 
for the food of an, the Township Authority may condemn the 
same and order it to be destroyed or so disposed of as to 
prevent it from being so exposed for sale, or used for the 
food of man; and the person to whom it belongs or did belong 
at the time of exposure for sale, or in whose possession or 
premises the same was found, shall, be liable toa fine not 
exceeding seventy-five rupees for every article condemned. 


Penalty.

Commissioner for the same. 


54. No vendor shall expose for sale in the market any Unsound food 
unwholesome meat or fish or decomposed vegetable matter. in market. 
The Market Master shall seize any such, or that he may 
consider to be such, and shall report such seizure to the 
Township Authority for action under rule forty-seven hereof. 

55. (1) No person shall remain in the market at night. Sleeping in

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57. The Market Master shall be responsible for the 
cleanliness of the market, and shall see that each vendor 
collects his refuse in baskets or other receptacles which can be 
emptied, and it shall be the duty of every stall-holder to remove 
all rubbish within twenty-four hours from the time of deposit. 


58. Every stall-holder shall register his name in a 
book to be kept by the Township Authority. 


59. A notification, in English, Luganda, Kiswahili and 
any other language that the Township Authority shall deem 
proper, of the charges leviable within the market shall be 
posted up in each market. 


60. (1) The Market Master may prevent any person 
from entering the market if he has reason to suppose such 
person is suffering from a contagious or infectious disease. 


(2) The District Commissioner may expel from any 
market any person who has been convicted of disobeying any 
of these rules, and may prevent such person from further 
carrying on any business in such market, or occupying any 
stall or stand therein. 


CEMETERIES. 


61. The Governor may by Notice in the Gazette: — 


(a) Declare any burial ground to be a public burial 
ground for any town or place in or adjacent to 
which such burial ground may be situated; 


(b) Declare the limits of any town or place for 
which any burial ground is declared to be a 
public burial ground; 


(c) Appropriate any burial ground to the burial of 
persons of any nationality or religious denomi- 
nation specified in the Notice. 


62. Where there is a public burial ground for any town 
or place, no corpse of any person who has died within the 
limits of such town or place shall be buried in any place other 
than such public burial ground. 


BUILDINGS (GENERAL). 


63. (1) No person shall begin to erect any 
building until he has made an application to the Township 
Authority upon the printed form to be obtained from the 
Township Authority and has furnished the Township Authority 
(a) in the case of buildings to which rules ninety-two to one 
hundred-and-sixteen hereof apply, with the drawings 
and other documents required by rule ninety-two hereof or 
(b) in the case of other buildings, with such drawings or 
other documents as the Township Authority may require 
and has obtained from the Township Authority a written permit 
to erect the building; provided that if within thirty days after 
receipt of the said application and other documents the 
Township Authority does not intimate in writing to the person 
who has made the said application its disapproval of the 
building which the said person proposes to erect, the said 
person shall give a further four days notice in writing to the 
Township Authority and if at the end of that time he shall have 
received no reply, he may at any time within one year from 
the date of the delivery of the notice to the Township Authority 
proceed with the erection of the said building as described in 
the notice or in any of the documents aforesaid, but not so as 
to contravene any of the provisions of these rules or any 
amendments thereof for the time being in force. 


(2) No permit under this rule shall be issued until all 
drawings furnished by the applicant have been signed, as 
approved, upon each sheet by every member of the Township 
Authority. 
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64. If the Township Authority disapproves of the erection 
of any building. for which application has been duly made 
as aforesaid, or of any portion or detail thereof, by reason that 
the same will contravene some provision of these rules, it may at 
any time within thirty-four days of the receipt of the application, 
by written notice intimate to the person who made the appli- 
cation its said disapproval and the reason for the same, and 
prescribe terms subject to which the necessary permit will be 
granted. 


65. (1) On obtaining the necessary permit the person 
who made the application may proceed to erect the said 
building, subject to the terms prescribed as aforesaid, but 
not otherwise, at any time within one year from the date of 
the receipt by him of the said permit in that behalf, but not 
so as to contravene any of the provisions of these rules. 


(2) Ivery permit issued under rule sixty-three hereof 
shall expire within one year from the date of issue thereof. 


66. After obtaining the necessary permit the person who 
made the application shall not begin to erect the building 
until he has notified the Township Authority in writing of the 
date on which he intends so to begin. 


67. The Township Authority shall have power to 
inspect any building in course of erection or on completion, 
and if any portion or detail thereof shall be in contravention 
of these rules may by a written notice require the person 
erecting the said building to make, within a time to be speci- 
fied in the said notice, such alterations as may be necessary to 
comply with these rules. 


68. On receipt of a notice as mentioned in’ the last 
preceding rule, the person on whom it is served shall make 
such alterations as may be required and on completion thereof 
shall notify the Township Authority in writing in that behalf. 


69. Every person who has completed the erection of 
a building in accordance with these rules shall forthwith 
notify the Township Authority in writing of the date of such 
completion; and no building shall be occupied till sanction 
has been given by the Township Authority; provided always 
that if within 21 days from the despatch of such notice no 
reply shall have been received by the Township Authority 
such building may be occupied. 


70. If any person erects or begins to erect any 
building without having obtained the permit required by these 
rules or in the erection of any building contravenes any of the 
provisions of these rules or fails to comply with any notice served 
upon him in pursuance of rule sixty-seven hereof, the Town- 
ship Authority may, by a written notice, require such person to 
demolish and remove such building or any part thereof or to 
make such alteration in such building as it may prescribe within 
a time to be specified in the said notice, and in the same or 
another notice may notify such person that if such requirement 
is not complied with within the time specified the Township 
Authority will itself enter upon the premises and carry out 
such demolition, removal or alteration; and if such require- 
ment is not complied with the Township Authority may act in 
accordance with the terms of such notice and may recover all 
costs and expenses incurred by it in that behalf from the 
person who has failed to comply with such requirement; 
provided that any person on whom such notice is served may, 
prior to the expiration of the time therein specified apply to 
any Magistrate for a summons calling upon the Township 
Authority to shew cause why the said notice should not be 
rescinded or varied, and upon the hearing of the said summons 
the Magistrate may confirm, rescind or vary the said notice 
and make such order as to costs as to him may seem just. 


On the hearing of any such summons the onus shall 
lie on the person obtaining the summons to prove that such 
building was not erected in contravention of this Rule. 
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Removal of 71. (1) Wherever any building or part thereof appears 
ialininges to the Township Authority to be ruinous or so dilapidated or 


in such a state as to have become and to be unfit for use or 
occupation or to be, from neglect or otherwise, in a structural 
condition prejudicial to the property in or the inhabitants of the 
neighbourhood or the public health, the Township Authority 
may by a written notice require the owner or, if the owner 
is not in the Protectorate or cannot be found, the occupier to 
demolish and remove such building or any part thereof or to 
carry out such repairs or alterations thereto as it may 
prescribe within a time to be specified in the said notice, 
and in the same or another notice may notify such person 
that if such requirement is not complied with the Township 
Authority will itself enter upon the premises and carry out 
such demolition, removal, alterations or repairs; and if such 
requirement is not complied with the Township Authority may 
act in accordance with the terms of such notice and may 
recover all costs and expenses incurred by it in that behalf 
from the person who has failed to comply with such require- 
ment; provided that any person on whom such notice is served 
may, prior to the expiration of the time therein specified, apply 
to any Magistrate for a summons calling upon the Township 
Authority to shew cause why the said notice should not be 
rescinded or varied, and upon the hearing of the said summons 
the Magistrate may confirm, rescind or vary the said notice 
and make such order as to costs as to him may seem just. 


(2) When any notice under this section is served the 
Township Authority may, citherin the same or a separate notice, 
prohibit the use of the building for any specified purpose, and 
any person acting in contravention of such prohibition shall 
be guilty of a separate offence in respect of each day on which 
he contravenes the prohibition. 


Removal of 72. When the removal of any wall or other partition 
enter ag or part thereof is, in the opinion of the Township Authority, 


desirable to prevent the obstruction of ventilation or light or 
in the interests of health or for any other reason, the Township 
Authority may by a written notice require the owner, or if the 
owner is not in the Protectorate or cannot be found, the 
occupier, to demolish and remove such wall or cther partition 
or any part thereof within a time to be specified in the said 
notice, and in the same or another notice may notify such 
person that if such requirement is not complied with the 
Township Authority will itself enter upon the premises and 
carry out such demolition or removal ; and if such requirement 
is not complied with the Township Authority may act in 
accordance with the terms of such notice and may recover all 
costs and expenses incurred by it in that behalf from the person 
who has failed to comply with such requirement; provided 
that any person on whom such notice is served may, prior to 
the expiration of the time therein specified, apply to any 
Magistrate fora summons calling upon the Township Authority 
to shew cause why the said notice should not be rescinded or 
varied, and upon the hearing of the said summons the Magis- 
trate may confirm, rescind or vary the said notice and make 
such order as to costs as to him may seem just. 


Compulsory 73. The Township Authority may, by a written notice, 
alietavlons require the owner cr, if the owner is not in the Protectorate 
buildings’ or cannot be foand, the occupier of any building or part 


thercof to carry out, within a time specified in the said notice, 
any such alterations, additions or repairs to the said building 
or part thereof as the Township Authority may deem necessary 
in the interests of public health or in order to render such 
building or part thereof fit for the purpose for which it is 
intended to be used, and, in the same or another notice may 
notify such person that if such requirement is not complied 
with the Township Authority will itself enter upon the 
premises and carry out such alterations, additions or repairs ; 
and if such requirement is not complied with the Township 
Authority may act in accordance with the terms of such notice 
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and may recover all costs and expenses incurred by it in that 
behalf from the person who has failed to comply with such 
requirement; provided that any person on whom such notice 
is served may, prior to the expiration of the time therein 
specified apply to any Magistrate for a summons calling upon, 
the Township Authority to shew cause why the said notice 
should not be reseinded or varied, and upon the hearing of the 
said summons the Magistrate may confirm, rescind or vary 
the said notice and make such order as to costs as to him 
may seem just. 


74. Wherever it appears to the Township Authority 
that the immediate destruction of any building is necessary or 
desirable for the purpose of preventing the spread of 
disease, the Township Authority may apply to any Magistrate 
for an Order authorizing such destruction and if the Magis- 
trate is satisfied that such destruction is necessary or desirable 
for the said purpose he shall make such Order and direct the 
payment of such compensation (if any) as to him may seem 
just ; provided that if the delay necessitated by making such 
application would involve danger of the spread of disease, the 
Township Authority may effect such destruction without first 
obtaining the Order aforesaid, but in such case the Township 
Authority shall apply, as soon as possible, to a Magistrate for 
an Order as to the payment (or otherwise) of compensation. 


75. All scaffolds uscd in the erection of any 
building or the execution of any work shall be sufficiently 
strong and free from danger to the satisfaction of the Township 
Authority. No scatfold or hoarding may be erected on a public 
street without the permission of the Township Authority, and 
the Township Authority may prohibit and stop the erection, use 
or employment of any scaffolding, staging, shoring, crane or 
other apparatus which in its opinion is dangerous or likely to 
cause damage. 


76. The Township Authority may grant the use for 
such time as it think fit of a part of a street in connection 
with the erection, alteration, repair or demolition of any build- 
ing and may require that such part of a street be enclosed 
with a barricade or hoarding to its satisfaction. Such hoarding 
or barricade must be properly lighted by red lamps from 
sunset to sunrise. 


77. No water pipes, gas pipes or electrical conduits 
shall be laid and no posts to carry lamps, electrical cables or wires 
or the like shall be erected without a written permit from the 
Township Authority. All such pipes or conduits shail be laid, 
and all such posts or wires shall be erected in such positions 
as the Township Authority shall approve. 


78. Any damage done to any street by or in connec- 
tion with the laying, altering, maintaining or removing of pipes, 
electric conduits, cables, or wires, and the like, or the erection 
or removal of boardings or barricades, or otherwise shall be 
made good by the person carrying out such operations, or may 
at the option of the Township Authority be made good by it and 
the expense incurred thereby recovered from such person. 


79. The portion of any plot covered by buildings shall 
in no case exceed one-half of the area of such plot, or 
such smaller proportion as the Township Authority may in 
any particular case require; provided that the Township 
Authority may permit two-thirds of the area of any plot to be 
covered by buildings, if none of such buildings are used or 
intended for use as a dwelling house. 


80. No building which abuts on a street shall, without 
the special sanction in writing of the Township Authority 
be built so that any portion of it projects above an imaginary 
line drawn towards it at a vertical angle of 45° from the 
opposite side of such street. 
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81. (1) All buildings shall conform to the alignment 
fixed by the Township Authority, and shall be in accordance 
with the general plan of the township. 


(2) No building shall exceed forty feet in depth from 
back to front without the special sanction of the Township 
Authority. 


(3) The Township Authority may refuse a permit fora 
building more than fifty feet in length. 


(4) For measuring the length or depth of any building 
the length or depth of the verandah shall be included. 


82. No part of, or fixture attached to, any building 
abutting on a street shall overhang or project into such street; 
provided that the Township Authority may permit on such 
terms as in each case it may think fit :— 

(a) The owner or occupier of any building abutting on 
a street to erect or put up a balcony, verandah, 
sunshade, weather-frame or other such structure 
projecting from any upper storey over any street or 
portion thereof; and 

(b) the owner of a building or plot to build an arcade 
over the portion of the street or footpath adjoining 
such building or plot. Every such arcade (1) shall 
be specially approved by the Township Authority 
and full drawings shall be submitted for its approval, 
and (2) shall be built of burnt brick, stone, concrete 
or other durable material for the first storey and 
shall not contain wood work. 


83. (1) Huts and sheds, or ranges or blocks of huts 
or sheds, whether the same are to be used as dwellings or stores, 
or for any other purpose, shall be built, if the Township 
Authority thinks fit so to require, so that they may stand in 
regular lines, with a free passage or way in front of and between 
every two lines, of such width as the Township Authority thinks 
proper for ventilation and for facilitating scavenging, safety 
against spread of fire, means of drainage and the general con- 
venience of the public. 


(2) No native location shall be laid out before plans 
thereof (including plans of the type of hut or other building 
intended to be erected) have been submitted to the Township 
Authority and its written approval thereof obtained. 


(3) The huts or other buildings in a native location 
shall be built in regular lines and there shall be a space of at 
least ten feet from eave to eave between each hut or other 
building ; and sufficient latrine accommodation must be provided 
to the satisfaction of the Township Authority. 


(4) Every road or pathway ina native location shall be 
at least twenty feet in width. 


84. (1) The ‘Township Authority may require the 
owner of any plot to make adequate provision (to the satisfac- 
tion of the Township Authority) for carrying off rain-water, 
surface-water or sewage froin the plot or from any building 
thereon and for this purpose the Township Authority may 
require such owner to make such connection with the main 
drainage system of the township as it may think fit or may 
itself make such connection and recover the cost thereof from 
such owner. 


(2) Subject to any such requirement all waste-water 
pipes shall be carried through an external wall and for a 
distance of at least ten feet beyond such wall and discharge 
over an area of land properly prepared for the purpose, or 
into a “percolation pit” or “ waste-water pit” as may 
be ordered by the Township Authority. All joints and 
connections of pipes must be properly made and the portion of 
the pipe outside the external wall must be suitably ventilated. 
An open masonry channel may be substituted for the 
portion of the pipe beyond the external wall provided such 
channel is lined with a smooth impervious material and laid 
to a sufficient gradient. 
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85. All sinks, baths and other water fittings shall be Traps. 
trapped, and the trap shall have a water seal of at least one- 
and-a-half inches. Each trap shall be fitted with a trap screw 
at the side or bottom for cleansing. : 

86. Percolation pits shall be pits of a size approved Percolation 
by the Township Authority and shall be filled with brick or Pits. 
stone broken to pass through a four inch ring, and arranged so 
that the waste water is properly distributed throughout the 
pit. No percolation pit shall be permitted near to any well. 

Proper ventilation must be provided. 


87. Waste-water pits shall not be less than two feet six Waste-water 
inches square, and shall be constructed with a cement concrete Pits. 
bottom at least nine inches thick and walls of brick-work or 
masonry in cement mortar at least nine inches thick. The 
interior shall be finished smooth with cement rendering. All 
waste-water pits shall be water-tight, properly ventilated, and 
have a closely fitting cover, and generally shall be constructed 
to the satisfaction of the Township Authority. - 


88. No dwelling-house shall be erected without sufficient Latrines, 
closets or latrines in accordance with requirements of the 
Township Authority. Every closet shall be placed in a room 
or building which is thoroughly ventilated and Jighted and, 
except in the case of water closets for which the special 
permission of the Township Authority must be obtained, has 
no direct communication with any inhabited building. The 
entire floor of all closets shall be of concrete, iron or other 
impervious material, and in the case of native latrines the seat 
or platform and any steps thercto shall also be of concrete, iron 
or other impervious material, and of a type to be approved by 
the Township Authority. 


89. All electric wire passing through or in proximity to pyectrie wire. 
any wood work shall be properly protected by being cased in sae: 
screwed iron tubing or by other means of insulation to the 
satisfaction of the Township Authority. 


90. The expression ‘Sky Sign’ shall be deemed to mean gxy signs. 

any word, letter, model, sign, device or representation in the 
nature of an advertisement, announcement or direction 
supported on or attached to any post, pole or standard framework 
or other support wholly or in part upon, over or above any 
building or structure, which or any part of which sky sign 
shall be visible against the sky from any point in any street or 
public way and includes all and every part of any such post, 
pole, standard, framework er other support. 


No sky sign shall be erected without the sanction in 
writing of the Township Authority previcusly obtained. 

It shall not be permitted to paint any word, letter, sign or 
device on the roof of any building without the sanction of the 
Township Authority in writing previously obtained. 


BUILDINGS (Sprrecran REGULATIONS). 


91. Rules ninety-two to one-hundred-and-sixteen hereof Exemption of 
shall not apply to temporary buildings or to native huts or to mud buildings. 
native one-storeyed buildings the walls of which consist of mud 
or upburnt mud bricks; but for the erection thereof the written 
permit of the Township Authority must be obtained in each 
case, and in granting such permit the Township Authority 
shall be guided generally by these rules so far as they can be 
applied. 

92. Tivery person who shall intend to erect a building Drawings, He 
shall, except where otherwise provided, furnish the Township iin Township 
Authority with Authority. 

(a) drawings showing elevations, sections and plans of 
every floor of such intended building drawn to a 
scale of not less than one inch to every eight feet 
and showing the position, form, materials, and 
dimensions of the several parts of such building, 
and of every closet or latrine, kitchen, servants’ 
quarters, stables, existing or proposed wells, drainage 
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arrangements (including connections with the main 
drainage system of the township) and other appurt- 
enances, also detailed drawings drawn to a scale of 
not less than one inch to every four feet, the 
dimensions being marked in figures, showing floors 
and roofs, verandahs and balconies, stairs, iron or 
steel beams, pillars and principal timbers, and in 
the case of buildings in which machinery is 
intended to be used, the position, form, arrange- 
ment and dimensions of any such machinery ; and 


(b) a block plan drawn to a scale of not less than one 
inch to every forty feet showing the position of the 
buildings and appurtenances proposed to be erected 
and of those, if any, already existing on the plot, 
the boundaries of the applicant's ground, and the 
position of the buildings and appurtenances 
immediately aljoining, also the names of the 
proprietors and the level and width of the street or 
streets upon which it abuts with reference to the 
ground floor level of the intended building ; and 


(c) such information in writing as may be required on 
the printed application form regarding the site, 
construction and other matters; and 


(d) any other drawings, plans, documents or informa- 
tion that the Township Authority may require. 


Drawings to be 93. All drawings shall be furnished in triplicate and 
furnished in = shall be of a quality approved by the Township Authority. 
triplicate and hes iis Stes ! 

signed. One set shall be signed on every sheet by the person ‘intending 


to erect any building or by his agent, and this set and one other 
shall, when furnished, become the property of and be retained 
by the Township Authority. 


Preparation 94, The site of every building shall be prepared by 
otsite, removing therefrom or otherwise dealing with all animal and 
vegetable matter to the satisfaction of the Township Authority. 
Where the site of a building is on made up ground, the 
* foundations shall be built of concrete of sufficient dimensions 
to support the building or shall be otherwise dealt with to the 

satisfaction of the Township Authority. 


Ground-floor 95. Except under special conditions the ground floor 

level. level of any part of a building shall not be less than one fvot 
above the highest point (within ten feet of the building) of the 
ground adjoining such part. 


Cellars, 96. No building shall contain any cellar or any room or part 
of a room below ground floor level without the special sanction 
of the Township Authority which may be granted subject to 
such conditions as to making the same damp-proof, water-proof, 
rat-proof, mosquito-proof and provided with efficient means of 
preventing flooding from surface water as the Township 
Authority may think fit. 


Foundations. 97. The foundations of all walls, pillars or posts shall be 
of concrete, dressed stone or burnt brick laid in cement mortar, 
or other suitable and substantial material, and shall be laid at 
such depth as to secure a solid bed for building on, and in the 
case of walls, except where such foundations are in contact 
with an existing building or rest upon solid rock, they shall 
project beyond the face of the wall on each side to the extent 
of one half of the thickness cf the wall, or to such greater 
extent as the Township Authority may consider necessary. 
Tn any case the weight of the wall, piilar or post shall be so 
distributed as not to cause undue pressure upon the foundations, 
and if the foundations are built upon solid rock, the rock shall 
be properly levelled, stepped and prepared to receive the 
foundations. Where any foundations are laid at a lower level 
than the foundations of a wall contiguous thereto, such 
contiguous wall shall be underpinned and supported in a 
satisfactory manner. Where such contiguous wall has been 
built with projecting foundations or footings, the person 
building against the sae may in the absence of any contract 
or agreement with respect to the laying of such foundations or 
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the removal of the projections thereof request the owner of 
such wall to cut off the footings of the foundations at and 
along the line of boundary and if such owner fails to comply 
with such request the person building may himself cut off 
such footings. All footings of walls shall have a width at the 
base equal to at least double the thickness of the wall, dimin- 
ishing in regular offsets of which the base equals half the 
height. In the case of pillars and posts the footings shall be 
sufficient to carry the weight placed on them and _ shall 
diminish in regular offsets of which the base equals half the 
height. 


98. Floors may be made of concrete, stone, burnt brick, 
wood or other material approved by the Township Authority ; 
provided that in the case of wooden floors on the ground floor 
of a building the Township Authority may require the con- 
creting of the ground underneath and the rat-proofing or 
mosquito-proofing of any space between the floor and the 
ground, and provided further that the Township Authority 
may, whenever it think fit, require a floor to be of concrete. 


99. No external wall shall, except with the written 
permission of the Township Authority consist of any temporary 
erection of wood, cloth, canvas, grass, leaves, mats, or any other 
inflammable or unsightly materials ; and no verandah shall be 
clused in with any material except wire gauze without such 
permission; provided always that where a building abuts on 
a main road its walls shall not be constructed of corrugated 
iron. 


100. Walls may be built of concrete, stone, burnt brick 
or other similar material, or of galvanized corrugated iron or 
other material approved by the Township Authority. 


101. Every wall shall be of sufficient strength and shall 
be constructed in such a manner as the Township Authority 
shall approve. 


102. Every wall built of concrete, stone, burnt brick or 
other similar material, shall be properly bonded and solidly 
put together with mortar, and all return walls and partition 
walls shall be properly bonded to the walls adjoining them. 
Where the top of a wall is exposed to the weather it shall be 
properly protected so as to prevent the access of damp or 
water to the wall. 


103. (1) All walls of domestic buildings which are built 
of good sound hard bricks, burnt or artificial, or of blocks of 
other hard incombustible material shall generally be of not 
less than the following thickness :—

(2) When the length of a wall exceeds 30 feet, or when 
the span of a roof exceeds 25 feet, the walls shall be 
strengthened either by increasing their thickness beyond that 
stated above or otherwise to the satisfaction of the Township 
Authority.

(3) An internal partition wall which extends through one 
storey only, provided that it carries no load, may be built not 
less than 43” in thickness, provided that its length does not 
exceed 15 feet and its height 12 feet. Such a wall shall not 
be deemed to be a cross wall. 


(4) The length of a wall shall be deemed to be its length 
between cross walls or buttresses. The length of a wall shall 
be measured from the centre of one return wall, cross wall or 
buttress to the centre of the next provided that the return 
walls, cross walls or buttresses ure of the dimensions prescribed 
by these rules and are properly bonded into the walls so deemed 
to be divided. For the purpose of this rule a wall shal) not 
be deemed a cross wall unless it be carried up to the top of the 
topmost storey and unless in each storey the aggregate extent 
of the vertical faces or elevations of all recesses and openings 
therein taken together shall not exceed one half of the whole 
extent of the vertical face or elevation of the wall in such 
storey, except such wall be sufficiently strengthened as provided 
in sub-section five of this rule. 


(5) If any openings or recesses are Jeft or made in any 
wall to an extent greater than one half ot the superficial area 
of the wall of any storey, or if any openings or recesses are 
left or made which extend into two or more storeys, the wall 
between such openings or recesses shall be strengthened to the 
satisfaction of the Township Authority by sutfiicient pilasters, 
buttresses or counterforts or otherwise. For the purposes of 
this sub-section a recess includes any part of a wall which is of 
less than the thickness prescribed for a wall of that description. 


(6) In the case of buildings other than domestic, the 
walls shall generally be 44” thicker than the thickness specified 
for walls of domestic buildings. The Township Authority may 
cause these dimensions to be increased or diminished in any 
case as it may think fit. 


(7) The thickness of walls built of masonry shall be one 
third greater than the dimensions given above for brick walls. 


(8) Any internal cross wall not supporting roof or floor 
beams or other load may be thinner to the extent of one fourth 
than the thickness prescribed in the foregoing table. 


(9) The height of the storey other than a top storey 
shall be measured from the level of the upper surface of the 
floor to the level of the upper surface of the fluor next above it, 
or in the case of one storeyed buildings or of the top storey of 
a building to the underside of the tie of the roof or other 
covering, or if there be no tie then up to the level of half the 
vertical height of the rafters or other support of the roof. 


(10) The height of a wall, shall be measured from the 
top of the footings to the highest part of the wall, or in the 
case of a gable to half the height of the gable. 


104. Every wall of a building, if built of brick, stone or 
concrete and resting on the ground, shall if required by the 
Township Authority have a damp course throughout its entire 
thickness, and such damp course shall be of a durable material 
impervious to moisture. The damp course shall be below the 
lowest floor level and at least six inches above the surface of 
the ground; such course shall be made as far as possible 
impervious to the attacks of white ants. 


105. All steel, iron or other metal work used in the 
construction of a building shall in respect of strength and other 
qualities be approved by the Township Authority. Where 
required by the Township Authority all such metal shall be 
surrounded and suitably protected against fire by cement or 
other fireproofing material at least one inch thick. 


106. All timber and  wood-work shall be properly 
protected from the attacks of insects when necessary. 
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107. Every beam shall be of sufficient strength and Beams and 
shall have a sufficient bearing at each end arranged so that the pntele 
load is properly transmitted to the supports. Wooden lintels 
shall have a depth of at least one inch for every foot of span of 
opening with a minimum of four inches. 


108. Ordinary floor joists shall be spaced 12 inches from Floor Joists. 
centre to centre and shall be of dimensions not less than those 
specified in the following schedule. The depth of Trimming 
joists shall be 1” greater than that specified for ordinary joists, 
and when the span of ordinary joists exceeds 8 feet, struts shall 
be introduced every 6 feet :—

109. (1) All buildings shall be designed and constructed Strength of 
so that the complete structure shall be able to carry as a safe Buildings. 
load on the floors the weights following, such weights to be 
exclusive of the weight of the materials of which the structure 
is composed.

110. (1) Any building designed and constructed as a Use of 
building under one of the classes mentioned in the last Buildings.

conditions as the Township Authority may think fit. 


(2) No occupier of a shop shall permit such shop to be 
used as a sleeping room. 


(3) No person shall store grain, cotton or other produce 
in any dwelling or sleeping room. 


111. Every roof shall be constructed of woud, iron, Roofs, 
tiles or other impervious material. No thatched roof shall be materials of. 
constructed without the special permission of the Township 
Authority.

112. A roof unless intended to be used as a floor must 
be constructed -so as to carry safely a load of 50 lbs. per square 
foot of surface exclusive of the materials of the roof itself. 


113. Unless the Township Authority otherwise permit, 
every chimney shaft for the furnace of a steam engine, 
brewery, distillery or manufactory shall be constructed in 
conformity with the following rules :— 


(1) Every shaft shall be carried up throughout in brick- 
work and if detached shall taper gradually from the base to 
the top of the shaft at the rate of at least 2 inches and a half 
in 10 feet of height. 


(2) The thickness of brickwork at the top of the shait 
and for twenty feet below the top shall be at least 84” and 
shall be increased at least one half brick for every additional 
twenty feet measured downwards. 


(3) Every cap, cornice, pedestal, plinth, stringcourse or 
other variation from plain brickwork shall be provided as 
additional to the thickness of brickwork required under this 
rule and every cap shall be constructed and secured to the 
satisfaction of the Township Authority. 


(4) The foundation of the shaft shall always be made 
to the satisfaction of the Township Authority on concrete or 
other suttcient foundation. 


(5) he footings shall spread all round the base by 
regular offsets to a projection equal to the thickness of the 
enclosing brickwork at the base of the shaft and the space 
enclosed by the footings shall be filled in solid as the work 
progresses. 


(6) The width of the base of the shaft if square shall 
be at least one-tenth of the proposed height of the shaft or if 
the same is round or of any other shape then 1/12th of the 
height. 


(7) Any fivebricks buili inside the lower portion of the 
shaft shall be provided as additional to and independent of the 
thickness of brickwork prescribed by these rules and shall not 
be bonded therewith. 


(8) The floor under every oven, copper, steam boiler or 
stove which is not heated by gas, and the floor around the 
same shall for a space of 18” be formed .of materials of an 
incombustible and non-conducting uature not less than 
6“ thick. 


() A pipe for conveying smoke or other products of 
combustion, heated air, steam or hot water shall not be fixed 
against any building on the face adjoining to any street or 
public way. 


(10) A pipe for conveying smoke or other products of 
combustion shall not be fixed nearer than 9” to any combustible 
material. 


(11) A pipe for conveying heated air or steam shall not 
be fixed nearer than 6” to any combustible materials, and such 
pipe or flue to be carried to such point on the roof as the 
Township Authority may direct. 


(12) A pipe conveying hot water shall not be placed 
nearer than 3” to any combustible materials. 


Provided that the restrictions imposed by this rule with 
respect to the distance at which pipes for conveying hot water 
or steam may be placed from any combustible materials shall 
not apply in the case of pipes for conveying hot water or 
steam at low pressure. 


For the purpose of this rule hot water or steam shall be 
deemed to be at low pressure when provided with a free 
blow off. 
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114. (1) Every building intended to be used as a External walls 
dwelling shall be so constructed that at least so much of the suid Inferior 
walls of every room as is equal to one-quarter of the perimeter se ais 
therzof shall either be an external wall or abut upon an 
interior open space. 


(2). The width of such interior open space shall be in 
any direction not less than the height of the highest wall 
abutting thereon. 


(3) Every external wall of a building, shall have between 
it and the boundary line of the owners premises an open space 
extending throughout the entire length of such wall at least 5 
feet wide. The Township Authority may add to or decrease 
this restriction in such cases as it thinks fit. 


(4) There shall be a clear space of at least ten feet 
between any two buildings on the same plot; and no building 
shall be erected in such a manner as, in the opinion of the 
Township Authority, to block out light or ventilation from 
another building. 


(5) Every open space whether exterior or interior required 
by this rule shall be and be kept free from any erection thereon 
and open to the sky, and shall be and be kept open to access 
from any two sides thereof. 


115. Every room intended to be used as a hving room Superficial 
shall be not less than ten feet in height from floor to ceiling, #4 
and shall have a clear superficial floor area of not less than one 
hundred square feet, and every room intended as a slecping 
room shall have a superticial floor area of not less than fitty 
square feet for every person sleeping therein, subject to a 
minimuin floor area of one hundred square feet. Every such 
room shall be ventilated by means of a door or doors and a Dogrs and 
window or windows which open directly into the external air, windows. 
and the aggregate area of such openings shall not be less tian 
one-eighth of the superficial floor area of such room, and, if 
such openings are covered with wire gauze, shall not be less 
than one-fifth of such superficial floor area. 


116. (1) Every such room shall be provided with Ventilators. 
ventilators, in addition to doors and windows, opening directly 
into the external air. Such ventilators shall not be less in 
number than one to every hundred square feet of floor area 
with a minimum of two. The opening of every such ventilator 
shall have a superficial arca of not less than three-quarters of 
a square foot. 


(2) Additional ventilation may be required by the 
Township Authority in such cases as it thinks fit. 


117. The last two preceding rules shall not necessarily Exemption of 
apply to, buildings which are intended to be occupied only by mat ve-oooupied 
natives of Africa. Idings. 


118. Nothing in rules sixty-three to one hundred and Special forms 
seventeen hereof shall preclude the erection of buildings of of construc: 
special forms of construction not mentioned therein provided i 
that such structures are sound and approved by the Township 
Authority. 


119. The Township Authority may dispense with the strict Relaxation of 
application of rules sixty-three to one hundred and seventeen regulations in 
hereof in special cases where the strict application would cause *P°° °*5*- 
inconvenience or unusual expense. 


POWERS OF ENTRY. 


120. The Township Authority shall have a right to Power ofentry 
enter, from time to time, any premises and any vessel, boat or 
canoe and any railway carriage or other conveyance— 


(a) for the purpose of examining as to the 
existence thereon of any nuisance liable to be dealt with 
summarily under these rules at any time between the 
hours of seven in the morning and six in the evening ; 
and 
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(b) where under these rules a nuisance has 
been ascertained to exist, or a nuisance order has been 
made, then at any such time as aforesaid, until the 
nuisance is abated, or the works ordered to be done are 
completed, or the closing order is cancelled, as the case 
may be; and 


(c) where a nuisance order has not been 
complied with, or has been infringed, at all reasonable 
hours for the purpose of securing the execution of the 
order. 


(ad) for the purpose of inspecting and examining 
any animal, carcase, meat, poultry, game, fish, fruit, 
vegetables, corn, bread, flour or other provisions exposed 
or deposited for the purpose of sale, or of preparation 
for sale, and intended for the food of man at any time 
between the hours of seven in the morning and six in 
the evening ; and 


(e) generally for the purpose of carrying out 
any of its powers or duties under these rules at any 
time between the hours of seven in the morning and 
six in the evening. 


(f) At any hour of the day or night under the 
authority of an order in that behalf granted by any 
Magistrate upon it appearing that there is reason to 
believe that any building or premises or part of a 
building or premises is so over-crowded as to be & 
nuisance liable to be dealt with summarily under these 
rules or that a closing Order is being contravened or 
that a room is being used as a sleeping room for more 
persons than the onumber prescribed by rule one hundred 
and fifteen hereof, or that sub-section two of rule one 
hundred and ten hereof is being contravened. 


121. (1) If admission to premises for any of the 
purposes of these rules is refused, any Magistrate on application 
of the Township Authority, may order the person having 
custody of the premises to admit any person authorised in 
writing by the Township Authority into the premises between 
the hours of seven in the morning and six in the evening (or 
at any hour of the day or night if an order has previously been 
granted in pursuance of paragraph (f) of the last preceding 
section), and, if no person having custody of the premises is 
found, the Magistrate shall authorize the Township Authority, 
if necessary, to break and enter on such premises. 


(2) Any such order shall continue in force until the 
nuisance is abated, or the work for which the entry was 
necessary has been done. 


122. Where the occupier of any premises prevents the 
owner thereof from obeying or carrying into effect any 
provision of these rules, any Magistrate, on complaint, shall by 
order require such occupier to permit the execution of any 
works which appear to such Magistrate necessary for the 
purpose of obeying or carrying into effect such provisions of 
these rules, and if, within twenty-four hours after service on 
him of the order, such occupier fails to comply therewith, he 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred rupees for 
every day during the continuance of such non-compliance. 


PROTECTION OF OFFICERS. 


123. No matier or thing done by the Township Authority 
or by any officer or other person acting under its directions, 
or by any person acting under powers conferred by these 
rules, shall, if the matter or thing were done bond side for the 
purpose of carrying out any provision of these rules, subject. it, 
or any of them personally to any action, liability, claim or 
demand whatsoever. 
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124. Any person who, without lawful authority, Purporting ee 


(a) purports to act or represents himsclf to be an ‘es. 
officer acting under the provisions of these rules, or 


(b) signs his own or any other name to any notice or 
document purporting to be issued or drawn up 
under the provisions of these rules, or 


(ce) serves or causes to be served any such notice or 
document, 
shall be guilty of any offence against these rules. 


PERMITS. 


125. Any permit, licence, sanction or registration issued, Cancellation 
granted or made under these rules may at any time be i i 
cancelled by the Authority issuing, granting or making the 


same. 
PENALTIES. 


126. Any person being guilty of an offence against or a Penalties. 
breach of these rules, or contravening any of the provisions 
thereof, or failing to comply with any order or direction 
lawfully given thereunder, or obstructing any person carrying 
out powers conferred thereby shall be liable to imprisonment 
of either description for a period not exceeding two months or 
a fine of two hundred rupees or both. 

127. Nothing in these rules shall be construed to prevent Sevag ot 
or limit the prosecution of any person for an offence under any er othae 
other law or Ordinance for the time being in force, provided offences. 
that no person shall be punished twice for the same offence. 


FORMS. 


128. The forms given in the first Schedule hereto, or Forms. 
forms to the like effect varied as circumstances may require, 
may be used and shall be sufficient for all purposes for which 
they are intended. 


SPECIAL RULES APPLICABLE TO CERTAIN 
TOWNSHIPS. 


129. Rules one hundred and thirty-two to one hundred Application. 
and fifty-one hereof shall apply to the Townships of 
Entebbe, Kampala, Port Bell, Bombo, Masaka, Jinja, Iganga, 
Namasagali, Mbale, Soroti, Fort Portal, Mbarara, Masindi, 
Hoima, Butiaba and Gulu. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES, BAKERIES anp LAUNDRIES. 

130. (1) No place shall be used as an abattoir or Slaughter 
slaughter-house unless registered as such at the office of the registration of. 
Township Authority. 


(2) No place shall be registered as an abattoir or slaughter- 
house unless the Township Authority is satisfied after examina- 
tion thereof, that its situation and nature are such as to prevent 
effectually the occurrence of any nuisance therefrom. 


131. Every abattoir and slaughter-huuse and the Cleansing of. 
appurtenances thereto shall be kept in complete repsir and in 
@ proper sanitary condition to the satisfaction of the ‘Township 
Authority, and the person in whose name the abattoir or 
slaughter-house is registered shall cause the vard, buildings and 
pens to be kept in a clean and wholesome state and all filth or 
refuse to be removed at least once in every twenty-four hours. 


132. No diseased animal shall be admitted for slaughter Examination 
to any abattoir or slaughter-house, and all animals intended oFenimals: 
for slaughter may at any time be examined by the Township 
Authority, either before or after death or both, with a view to 
ascertaining whether they are fit for human food. 
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133. (1) No place shall be used as a bakery unless 
registered as such at the office of the Township Authority. 


(2) No place shall be registered as a bakery unless the 
Township Authority is satisfied that the lighting, ventilation, 
cleaning and draining thereof are such as are necessary and 
proper and generally that the place is fit for the purpose. 


134. No place shall be used as a wash-house or laundry 
unless registered as such at the ottice of the Township 
Authority. 


135. The person in whose name a wash-house or laundry, 
or bakery is registered shall not use the same or permit the 
saine to be used us a dwelling-house or sleeping compartinent. 


136. Every wash-house or laundry, and every bakery 
shall be open to inspection at any time by the Township 
Authority and the person in whose name the same is registercd 
shal] cause all water tanks used in connection therewith to be 
regularly and properly cleaned out and shall carry out all orders 
given by the Township Authority relating to cleanliness and 
sanitary management of the wash-house or laundry, or bakery. 


EMPLOYMENT IN CERTAIN TRADES. 


137. No person shall carry on any dangerous or offensive 
trade or business except with the special permit of the 
Township Authority and under the conditions to be set forth 
in such permit. 


138. The Township Authority may give such directions 
as it think fit for securing the protection from accident of the 
employees in any building or place where machinery is used, 
and may require the carrying out of such work as may be 
necessary for compliance with such directions. 


139. (1) No person shall carry on the trade of a Butcher, 
Baker, Dairy-man, Barber, Laundry-man or Fish-monger or 
be employed in or about such trade or be employed in the 
manufacture of erated water unless and until he shall have 
been registered in the office of the Township Authority and 
shall hold a licence from the Township Authority to carry on 
or to be employed in or about such trade. 


(2) Every such licence shall be annual and shall expire 
on the 81st December in each year. 


(3) There shall be payable in respect of each licence the 
sum of one rupee. 


(4) No such licence shall be issued unless and until the 
applicant shall have produced a certificate from a duly Regis- 
tered Medical Practitioner or some person duly authorised by 
the Principal Medical Officer stating that the applicant has 
been personally examined by him and that he is not unfit by 
reason of any disease or bodily infirmity from carrying on or 
being employed in or about such trade. 


(5) _ The Township Authority may at any time call upon 
the holder of a licence to produce a fresh certificate of fitness 
and may suspend or cancel the licence until such fresh 
certificate be produced. 


140. (1) It shall not be lawful for any person to carry 
on or be employed in or about any of the trades mentioned in 
the last preceding section if he is suffering from any disease or 
infectious disorder dangerous to public health. 


(2) It shall not be lawful for any person following the 
trade of a baker, or being the occupier of any place where flour 
is prepared or baked for use as human food, to allow any 
person suffering from any disease or infectious disorder to 
handle such flour, or to take part in or assist in any way in the 
conduct of the trade of a baker.

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141. No person shall sell or offer for sale any milk, as Sale of adul- 
such, to which any water or ingredient has been added and porated mule 


from which any fat has been abstracted. 


142. Any person offering milk or butter for sale, and any Dairy-man 
proprietor, occupier, or manager of a cowshed, dairy, or place apes of 
for the sale of milk or butter, and any person intrusted for the milk. 
time being with the charge of any milk, shall permit the 
Township Authority or any medical officer to tuke on payment 
such quantity of milk as it or he shall require for the purposes 


of analysis. 


143. Every proprietor, occupier, or manager of a cowshed, and to report 
dairy, or place for the sale of milk or butter, shall give goat or 
immediate notice in writing to the Township Authority of any animals. 
death or disease occurring amongst the animals in his posses- 


* gion or under his charge. 
FIRES. 


144. No kerosene oil or other highly inflammable oil or Kerosene oil. 
other substance shall be stored in any house or building within 
the township in larger quantities than two cases (16 gallons), 
except in the place or places provided or approved by the 
Government for the purpose. 


145. (1) If any house or building catches or is on fire it Abatement of 
shall be lawful for any European police-officer or Administra- ed 
tive Officer to order, with the purpose of staying the spreading 
or communication of the fire, that any near or adjacent houses 
or premises to which the fire is likely to communicate shall be 
demolished, or the roof thereof broken down, or thatch or 
other inflammable roofing pulled or broken from the roof, or 
other suitable means used for interrupting the communication ; 
but no such order shall be given unless the police-officer or 
Administrative Officer is present at the fire and satisfied, to the 
best of his judgment upon personal view, that such order 
appears necessary for staying the spreading or communication 
of the fire. 


(2) No occupier, or owner, or other person interested in 
any house or premises so demolished or unroofed, or from 
which the roofing materials shall have been pulled as aforesaid, 
shall be entitled on account thereof to compensation of any 
sort whatever. 


OBSTRUCTIONS AND NUISANCES IN STREETS. 
146. Any person who :— 


(1) Leaves any carriage standing in any street without Carriages in 
having some proper person to hold any horse which may be streets. 
attached to the same ; or 


(2) Wilfully or by negligence prevents, hinders or inter- Obstructions 
rupts the free passave in any street of any other person or any in streets. 
carriage or horse ; or 


(3) Having blocked or stopped the wheel of any carriage 
in any street allows the stone or other thing with which he 
may have blocked or stopped such wheel to remain on the 
street ; or 


(4) Without the consent of the local authority, places or 
leaves any lumber, bricks, stones, iron, timber, cable, anchor, 
bale, puncheon, cask, box or other impediment whatsoever in 
any footway or street, to the obstruction, danger or annoyance 
of the residents or passengers ; or 


(5) Throws or ‘lischarges any stone or other missile in Throwing 
or into any street or place of public resort ; or missiles ; 
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(6) Inany street or place of public resort, or in any place 
within sight or hearing of the persons then being in such street 
or place disturbs the peace by quarrelling with any other 
person, or by using or applying to any other person then being 
in such street or place, or within sight or hearing thereof, any 
violent, scurrilous or abusive term of reproach ; or 


(7) In any street or place of public resort, or in any place 
within sight or hearing of the persons therein, with intention 
of annoying or irritating any other person, sings any scurrilous 
or abusive song or words, whether any person be particularly 
addressed therein or not, or uses any indecent or obscene words 
or gestures ; or 


(8) Is drunk in any street or place of public resort and 
guilty of any violent or indecent behaviour therein ; or 


(9) Behaves violently or indecently in any police office 
or station or lock-up house, or in any building used as a police 
office, station or lock-up house ; or 


(10) Commits any nuisance in any street or market or 
place of public resort, or in any place being an appurtenance 
of or adjoining a dwelling house ; or 


(11) Behaves irreverently or indecently at or near any 
funeral or in or near any church, chapel or other building 
appropriated for religious worship ; or 


(12) Wilfully defaces, injures or removes any mile-mark 
or railing in any street or any public lawful notice or posting 
bill from any building or place where such notice or bill may 
lawfully be affixed ; or 


(13) Posts or affixes any notice, bill or other paper of a 
frivolous, vexatious, scurrilous, abusive or improper nature to 
any public board or to any hoarding, wall, or other place, or 
writes or draws anything of such a nature on any board, wall, 
or other place ; or 


(14) Unlawfully extinguishes any street light or destroys 
or injures any street lamp or lamp-post, 


shall be guilty of an offence against these rules, and may be 
arrested without warrant. 


ORDER BY NIGHT. 


147. (1) No person shall hold any Ngoma, Kinanda, 
Mauli or native dancing or beat any drum between the hour 
of 7 p.m. and sunrise without a permit. 


(2) Permits may be issued by the District Commissioner 
at his discretion. 


(8) Any person obtaining a permit for an Ngoma, 
Kinanda, Mauli or native dance as aforesaid shall be res- 
ponsible for the maintenance of due order thereat, and, in the 
event of a disturbance or breach of the peace taking place, 
shall be deemed guilty of an offence against these rules, unless 
such person can prove that he has taken due precautions for 
the maintenance of order, and that any disturbance or breach 
of the peace that may have taken place has been occasioned by 
causes beyond his control. 


148. No person shall use the streets between the hour 
of 9 p.m. and sunrise, unless he carry or be accompanied by a 
person carrying a light, or in default thereof be able to satisfy 
the police or Magistrate as to his respectability. 


149. (1) No burial or cremation shall take place until a 
ermit has been obtained from the Executive Officer of the 
‘ownship Authority. 


(2) If it shall appear to the Executive Officer that the 
death was caused by violence or other unnatural causes or by 
an infectious disease he shall withhold his certificate until the 
body has been examined by a Medical Offiver of Health or 
other person authorised by him in writing in that behalf. 
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(3) Ifthe Executive Officer is of opinion that the death 
occurred under circumstances raising a reasonable suspicion 
that some person has committed an offence he shall report 
the result of the examination mentioned in the preceding sub- 
section to the Police. 

(4) Nocorpse shall be buried at a distance less than 4 
feet below the surface of the ground. 


RULES FOR ENTEBBE, KAMPALA AND JINJA. 


150. Rules one hundred and fifty-three to one hundred and Application. 
seventy-four hereof shal! apply to the Townships of Entebbe, 
Kampala and Jinja. 
RATES. 


151. Prior to the first day of March in each year Preparation of 

the Township Authority shall prepare a list in the form Rating List. e 
given in the second Schedule hereto of all plots or portions of 

plots on which buildings may or may not be erected and shall 

assess each plot or portion of a plot at a fair annual rent or value 

for the same, and shall set forth the respective owners and 

occupiers of the same; provided always that no portions of 

any plot which may not be in the possession of the same 

occupier shall be joined together in the said list; and provided 

further that any lands used as arable or pasture ground only, 

and any woodlands, market or public gardens or recreation 

grounds shall be assessed in proportion of one-fourth only of 

the said annual rent or value. 


152. The annuel rent or value at which a plot or Rateable value. 
portion of a plot is assessed in manner provided in the last 
preceding rule shall be decmed to be the rateable value 
thereof and shal not excced the gross annual value thereof. 


153. The said list when prepared in the manner Public 
hereinbefore prescribed shall be known as “The Rating List Ps aaa of 
for the 'lownship of............... ” and shall be open to public “8 "** 
inspection at the Office of the Township Authority or such 
other place as may be appointed for the purpose during the 
period between the first and thirty-first days of March in 


each year. 


154. On or about the fifteenth day of March in each Notice of time 
year public notice shall be given of a date between the of revision. 
first and tenth days of April, when the said list 
and assessment will be revised, and in all cases in which 
any plot or portion of a plot is for the first time assessed, 
or in which the assessment of any plot or portion of a plot 
previously assessed is increased, special notice thereof shall be 
given to the person or persons affected thereby at least fifteen 
days prior to the date fixed for revision. All objections 
against such list or assessment shall be made, personally or in 
writing to the Township Authority, on or before the day fixed 
in the notice; and all objections so made shall be inquired 
into, and such amendments shall thereupon be made as may 
be just and proper. 


155. (1) Any ratepayer shall ‘be at liberty to object to Objectious. - 
the said list or to the assessment of his own or any other 
property; and if after making such objection he is dissatisfied 
with the decision of the Township Authority thereon, he may 
appeal from such decision to any Magistrate having jurisdic- 
tion within the township, and such Magistrate may thereupon 
make an order for amendment or otherwise and may make 
such order as to costs as to him may seem just. 

(2) An ultimate appeal may be made to the High Court Appeals. 
on all matters respecting assessment and rating. 

(3) No appeal to a Magistrate under this rule shall 
be commenced, except with the special leave of the 
Magistrate, after one month from the date on which the 
public notice wentioned in rule one hundred and fifty-four 
hereof is published; and no appeal to the High Court from an 
Order of a Magistrate under this rule shall be commenced, 
except with the special leave of the High Court, after one 
month from the date of such Order. 
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156. After the objections have been inquired into, and 
after the revision of the said list and assessment have been 
completed, amendments made shall be authenticated by the 
signature of the President of the Township Authority, who 
shall at the same time certify that no valid objection has been 
made to the said list and assessment, except in the cases in 
which amendments have been made; and thereupon the said 
list shall be deemed to be settled and shall be the Rating List 
for the year and shall be conclusive of all matters contained 
therein, subject to any order for amendment made on appeal 
as hereinbefore provided, and shall be open to public inspection 
at the Office of the Township Authority or such other place as 
may be appointed for the purpose; and public notice shall be 
given that the Rating List has been settled and is open for 
public inspection. 


157. The Township Authority may require the owner 
or occupier of any plot or portion of a plot to furnish a return of 
the annual rent or value thereof; and if the owner or occupier 
refuses or fails to furnish any such return within the space of 
one week from the day on which he shall have been required 
to do so, or knowingly makes a false or incorrect return, he 
shall be guilty of an offence against these rules. 


158. (1) There is hereby fixed and levied on every plot 
or portion of a plot an annual rate of 6 per cent of the rateable 
value thereof. 


(2) The Governor may by notification in the Official 
Gazette vary or raise the amount per cent for the whole 
township or such part or parts thereof as he may think fit; 
provided that the total sum to be raised upon any property by 
rates shall not exceed ten per cent of its rateable value. 


159. (1) The rate shall be payable by the owner of 
any plot or portion of a plot; and shall be a first charge upon 
the property, and shall rank in priority to all other liens, 
mortgages, or charges, whenever created, for a period of three 
years. 


(2) If the sum due on account of any rate from the 
owner of any plot or portion of a plot remains unpaid after notice 
of demand has been duly served, the Township Authority 
may demand the amount from the occupier for the time 
being of such plot or portion of a plot, and on non-payment 
thereof within fourteen days of such demand may 
recover the same by distress and sale of any goods and chattels 
found on the premises; and in such cases the occupier may 
deduct from the next and following payment of his rent the 
amount which may be so paid by or recovered from him; 
provided that no arrear which has remained due from the 
owner of any plot or portion of a plot for more than three years 
shall be so recovered from the occupier thereof. 


(3) Instead of proceeding by distress and sale, or in case 
of failure to realise by distress the whole or any part of the 
sum due in respect of any rate, the Township Authority may 
sue the person liable to pay the same in any Court of 
competent jurisdiction. 


160. No rate shall be payable in respect of any plot or 
portion of a plot used as a cemetery or crematorium, or contain- 
ing houses or buildings used principally as places of religious 
worship or l.uildings used principally for schools or charitable 
purposes, or in respect of any property occupied or used 
for Government purposes. 


161. The period for which the annual rate shall be 
payable shall be from the 1st of April to the 81st March next 
following and the rate shall become payable for the whole of 
such period so soon after the Ist of May as demand is made 
by the Township Authority. 
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162. (1) When any plot or portion of a plot in respect 
of which the rate has been paid remains unoccupied for any 
quarter of the year the Township Authority may, on being 
satisfied as to such non-occupancy, refund one-fourth of the 
amount paid to the person who has paid the same and under 
this rule one-fourth, one-half, three-fourths or the whole of 
the amount paid may be refunded according as the plot or 
portion of a plot is unoccupied for one quarter, one-half, 
three-quarters or the whole of the year. 


(2) For the purposes of this rule a quarter of a year shall 
mean any of the following periods, viz :— 
the period between the 1st April and 30th June inclusive.

” ” »  1stOctober,, 31st December _,, 
” ty » Ist January,, 31st March ie 


(3) No refund shall be made under this rule unless it is 
claimed within twelve months of the end of the quarter in 
respect of which it is payable. 


SERVANTS. 


163. (1) Every domestic servant employed within the 
township shall, within 24 hours of the commencement of such 
employment, cause his name and the name of his employer to 
be registered at the police station and such registration shall 
be carried out free of charge by the police officer in charge of 
the police station. 


(2) Every domestic servant employed within the town- 
ship shall, within 24 hours after the commencement of such 
employment, deposit at the police station any character-book 
that may have been issued to him. Such character-book shall 
not, except with the consent of the police officer in charge of 
the police station, be withdrawn from the police station during 
the continuance of such employment. 


(3) In the case of domestic servants already in employ- 
ment within the township at the date of the application of this 
rule to such township, such registration and deposit shall be 
done and made on or before the expiration of one calendar 
month from the said date. 


(4) Every domestic servant to whom a written testimonial 
shall be given by an employer or former employer shall 
forthwith cause such testimonial to be delivered to the police 
station for registration. 


(5) This rule shall not apply to the case of a domestic 
servant the duration of whose employment within the same 
township is not intended to, and does not in fact extend to, a 
period of more than one month at any one time. 


VENEREAL DISEASES. 


164. Every person in the township, who is not subject 
to the native law called “The Law for preventing Venereal 
Disease, 1913” or any similar law for the time being in force, 
shall, on becoming aware that he is infected with Syphilis, 
report the fact toa Medical Officer or Registered Medical 


Practitioner. 


165. Every Reyistered Medical Practitioner, not being 
a Medical Officer, shall furnish, at such times and in such 
manner as the Principal Medical Officer may require, such 
details of cases of Venercal Disease occurring in his practice 
as the Principal Medical Officer may require for statistical 
purposes. 
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166. When there is reason to suppose that any person 
is a prostitute and is infected with a Venereal Disease, any 
Medical Officer may medically examine such person and any 
Police Officer may bring such person before a Medical Officer 
for the purpose of such examination. A Medical Officer or 
Police Officer may enter any premises which he has reason to 
believe are being used as a brothel at any time for the purpose 
of exercising his powers under this rule. 


167. (1) Any person found by a Medical Officer to be 


infected with Syphilis may be dealt with under the provisions 
of the Venereal Disease Rules, 1913, or any other similar rules 
for the time being in force. 


(2) Any person found by a Medical Officer to be infected 
with any Venereal Disease, other than Syphilis, may be ordered 
by a Medical Officer to attend at any place for treatment at 
such times as the Medical Officer may think fit and to observe 
any other directions which may be given by a Medical Officer 
for the treatment of such disease and the prevention of its 
spreading to others. 


168. Any person who induces a person whom he or 
she knows to be infected with a Venereal Disease to practice 
prostitution or who gains profit by the prostitution of a person 
whom he or she knows to be so infected shall be guilty of a 
breach of these rules; and any person who owns, keeps, lends 
or hires for the purpose of prostitution a house in which a 
person infected with a Venereal Disease is found shall be 
guilty of a breach of these rules. 


169. No person found by a Medical Officer to be infected 
with a Venereal Disease shall have or invite sexual intercourse 
with any other person, until he or she is free from infection 
and has been so informed by the Medical Ofiicer. 


170. Any person who shall give or attempt to give to 
some other person any Venereal Disease either by inoculation 
or by means of clothing soiled by a person infected with 
Venereal Disease, or by any other means shall be guilty of a 
breach of these rules. 


171. Any person aiding or abetting any other person to 
commit an offence under either of the last two preceding rules 
shall be guilty of a breach of these rules. 


172. Any person being infected with Syphilis who sells 
or barters any food which has been handled by him or her 
or any clothing or bedding or any article for cooking, eating, 
drinking or smoking which has been used by him or her, or 
any other article of his or her personal use or adornnient, or 
who causes or allows any such article to be used by another 
person, or who uses or handles any such article belonging to 
another person, in such a manner as to infect or be likely to 
infect any other person with Syphilis shall be guilty of a 


breach of these rules.

RULES FOR KAMPALA. 


173. Rules one hundred and seventy-four to one hundred 
and seventy-six hereof shall apply to the Township of 
Kampala. 


THE KAMPALA MARKET. 


174. The chief market at Kampala, viz :—the market on 
Nakasero Hill (hereinafter referred to as the market) shall 
be divided into stalls and stands. A stand shall consist of a 
square or rectangle marked out on the ground of the market. 


175. ‘The Township Authority may make such arrange- 
ments for the use of stalls and stands by vendors and the 
charges to be made therefor as it think fit; such arrangements 
shall allow of stands being taken by the day, week or month, 
and the charges to be made therefor shall be publicly advertised 
in the market. 


176. No market dues shall be charged in the market. 
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RULES FOR TOWNSHIPS WITHOUT RATES. 


177. Rule one hundred and seventy-eight hereof shall Application. 
apply to the Townships of Bombo, Masaka, Bukakata, Mubendi, 
Jinja, Tganga, Kaliro, Kamuli, Namasagali, Mbulaimuti, Mjanji, 
Mbale, Pallisa, Budaka, Nagongera, Soroti, Kumi, Ngora, Agu, 
Bugonda, Lira, Nabieso, Kalaki, Fort Portal, Mbarara, Kumba, 
Masindi, Masindi-Port, Hoima, Butiaba, Gulu and Kitgum. 


CLEANING AND LIGHTING OF STREETS. 


178. (1) The occupier of any plot or portion of a plot, Streets to be 
or in the case of unoccupied plots, the owner thereof shall, if cleaned sud 
required by the Township Authority, (a) keep any path or required, 
street bounding such plot or portion of a plot clear of all loose 
dirt, weeds, grass or other incumbrances, filling up all holes 
with stone, gravel or other material, and (b) maintain such 
light from sunset to sunrise as the Township Authority may 
approve. 


(2) The Township Authority shall not require any person 
to keep clear a greater width of path or street than twelve 
feet nor more than half the width of any path or street under 
this rule. 


BIRDS. 


179. (1) No bird, other than a bird of prey, may be shooting 
shot within the limits of the Township, except with the of Birds. 
previous approval in writing of the Governor. 


(2) This rule shall apply to the Townships of Entebbe, 
Kampala, Jinja, Hoima, Mbarara, Mbale and Masindi. 


AREAS FOR EUROPEAN OCCUPATION. 


180. (1) The Governor may by Notice in the Gazette Areasfor 
rescribe areas within which no piece or parcel of land may European 
occupied by any person not of Nuropean origin or extraction Occupation. - 

for the purpose of trade, residence or otherwise except with 
the prior permission of the Governor in writing. 

(2) The provisions of the foregoing Rule shall not apply 
to the residence upon a piece or parcel of land situate as 
aforesaid of any native or person of Asiatic origin or extraction 
who shall be serving as a domestic or menial servant to the 
owner or occupier of any such piece or parcel of land as 
aforesaid. 

(3) This Rule shall apply to the Townships of Entebbe, 
Kampala and Jinja. 


COMMON LODGING HOUSES. 


181. (1) No person shall use or permit to be used any Common 
building of which he is the occupier as a common lodging Lodging 
house unless the same shall have been duly registered as such Houses. 
by the Township Authority. The Township Authority shall 
not register any premises unless satisfied that they are suitable 
for the purpose intended; and it may cancel any registration 
upon breach of any of these Rules in connection therewith or 
if satisfied that the sanitary arrangements thereof are defective. 


(2) A person being the occupier of a common lodging 
house shall not at any one time receive into a common lodging 
house or into any room therein a greater number of persons 
than shall have been prescribed therefor by the Township 
Authority and endorsed upon the registration paper, or by any 
notice varying or amending the same. 


(3) A person being the occupier of a common lodging 
house shall keep and fix in each room thereof used for 
sleeping purposes, in a conspicuous position and in such a 
manner that it shall be clearly visible and legible, a ticket to 
be supplied by the Township Authority in the form prescribed 
in the third Schedule to these Rules, showing the number of 
persons Pe therefor under the preceding Rule, and no 
erson shall deface, alter, or wilfully conceal any letters or 
gures on such ticket or wilfully or carelessly injure or destroy 
such ticket or remove such ticket. 
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(4) Any common lodging house shall be liable to inspec- 
tion at all times by a Superintendent or Assistant Superinten- 
dent of Police or by any Police Officer not below the rank of 
an Assistant Sub-Inspector detailed by them for such duty or 
by any officer appointed for that purpose by the Township 
Authority. 


(5) This Rule shall apply to the Township of Kampala. 
COLLECTION, OF NATIVES. 


Collection of. 182. (1) The collection of Natives or others in tents or 

Natives. outbuildings in the vicinity of shops or dwelling-houses who 
are not the actual house or shop servants in the immediate 
employ of the owners or occupiers of such, houses or shops is 
prohibited. 


(2) This Rule shall apply to the Townships of Entebbe, 
Kampala and Jinja.

AN ORDINANCE. 


No. 16 of 1914. 


The Trading with the Enemy Ordinance, 1914. 
Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


I. This Ordinance may be cited as “ The Trading Sbort title. 
with the Enemy Ordinance, 1914.” 

II. (1). Any person who during the present war Penalties for 
trades or has since the fourth day of August, nineteen {dine with 
hundred and fourteen, traded with the enemy within 
the meaning of this Ordinance shall be guilty of an 
offence and shall on conviction be liable to imprisonment 
of either description for a term not exceeding six years 
or to a fine not exceeding Rs. 7,500, or to both; and the 
Court may in any case order that any goods or money, 
in respect of which the offence has been committed, be 
forfeited. ; 

(2). For the purposes of this Ordinance a person 
shall be deemed to have traded with the enemy if he 
has entered into any transaction or done any act which 
was, at the time of such transaction or act, prohibited 
by or under any proclamation issued by His Majesty 
dealing with trading with the enemy for the time being 
in force, and which comes under the provisions of the 
Loans and Trading with the Enemy Proclamations 
Ordinance, 1914, or which at common law or by any 
statute applying to the Protectorate constitutes an 
offence of trading with the enemy : 
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Provided that any transaction or act permitted by 
or under any such proclamation shall not be deemed to 
be trading with the enemy. 


(3). Where a company has entered into a trans- 
action or has done any act which is an offence under 
this section, every director, manager, secretary, or other 
officer of the company who is knowingly a party to the 
transaction or act shall also be deemed guilty of the 
offence. 


(4). A prosecution for an offence under this 
section shall not be instituted except by or with the 
consent of the Attorney-General : 


Provided that the person charged with such an 
offence may be arrested and a warrant for his arrest 
may be issued and executed, and such person may be 
remanded in custody or on bail notwithstanding that 
the consent of the Attorney-General to the institution 
of the prosecution for the offence has not been obtained, 
but no further or other proceedings shall be taken until 
that consent has been obtained. 


(5). Where an act constitutes an offence both 
under this Ordinance and under any other Ordinance, 
or both under this Ordinance and at common law or 
under any statute applying to the Protectorate or 
under the Indian Penal Code as applied to the 
Protectorate, the offender shall be liable to be prosecuted 
and punished under either this Ordinance or such other 
Ordinance, or under this Ordinance or at common law 
or under any statute applying to the Protectorate 
or under the provisions of the Indian Penal Code as 
applied to the Protectorate, but shall not be liable to be 
punished twice for the same offence. 


Bowero III. (1). Ifa Magistrate is satisfied, on inform-

there is reasonable ground for suspecting that an offence 
under this Ordinance has been or is about to be 
committed by any person, firm, or company, he may 
issue a warrant authorising any person appointed by 
the Governor and named in the warrant to inspect all 
books or documents belonging to or under the control 
of that person, firm, or company, and to require any 
person able to give any information with respect to the 
business or trade of that person, firm, or company to 
give that information, and if accompanied by a police 
officer to enter and search any premises used in 
connection with the business or trade, and to seize any 
such books or documents as aforesaid : 


Provided that when it appears to the Governor 
that the case is one of great emergency and that in the 
interests of the State immediate action is necessary, 
the Governor may, by written order, give to a person 
appointed by him the like authority as may be given by 
a warrant of a Magistrate under this subsection. 

(2) Where it appears to the Governor— 

(a) in the case of a firm, that one of the 
partners in the firm was immediately 
before or at any time since the 
commencement of the present war a 
subject of, or resident or carrying on 
business in, a state for the time being at 
war with His Majesty ; or 
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(2) in the case of a company, that one-third 
or more of the issued share capital or of 
the directorate of the company imme- 
diately before or at any time since the 
commencement of the present war was 
held by or on behalf of or consisted of 
persons who were subjects of, or resident 
or carrying on business in, a state for the 
time being at war with His Majesty ; or 

(c) in the case of a person, firm or company, 
that the person was or is, or the firm or 
company were or are, acting as agent for 
any person, firm, or company trading or 
carrying on business in, a state for the 
time being at war with His Majesty ; 

the Governor may, if he thinks it expedient for the 
purpose of satisfying himself that the person, firm or 
company are not trading with the enemy, by written 
order, give to a person appointed by him, without any 
warrant from a Magistrate, authority to inspect all 
books and documents belonging to or under the control 
of the person, firm, or company, and to require any 
person able to give information with respect to the 
business or trade of that person, firm or company, to 
give that information. 


For the purposes of this subsection, any person 
authorised in that behalf by the Governor may inspect 
the register of menibers of a company at any time, and 
any shares in a company for which share warrants to 
bearer have been issued shall not be reckoned as part of 
the issued share capital of the company. 


(8). If any person having the custody of any 
book or document which a person is authorised to 
inspect under this section refuses or wilfully neglects to 
produce it for inspection, or if any person who is able 
to give information which may be required to be given 
under this section refuses or wilfully neglects when 
required to give that information, that person shall be 
guilty of an offence and shall on conviction be liable to 
imprisonment of either description for a term not 
exceeding six months, or to a fine not exceeding Rs. 750, 


or to both. 


IV. Where it appears to the Governor in reference 
to any firm or company— 

(a) that an offence under this Ordinance 
has been or is likely to be committed in 
connection with the trade or business 
thereof; or 

(6) that the control or management thereof 
has been or is likely to be so affected by 
the state of war as to prejudice the 
effective continuance of its trade or 
business and that it is in the public 
interest that the trade or business should 
continue to be carried on; 


the Governor may apply to the High Court for the 
appointment of a controller of the firm or company, 
and the High Court shall have power to appoint such a 
controller, for such time and subject to such conditions 
and with such powers as the Court thinks fit, and the

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powers so conferred shall be either those of a receiver 
and manager or those powers subject to such 
modifications, restrictions or extensions as the Court

GEORGE R.1. 


WHEREAS on the fourth day of August, 1914, We did issue 
Our Royal Proclamation specifying the articles which it was Our 
intention to treat as contraband of war during the war between Us 
and the German Emperor ; and 


Whereas on the twelfth day of August, 1914, We did by Our 
Royal Proclamation of that date extend Our Proclamation afore- 
mentioned to the war between Us and the Emperor of Austria, 
King of Hungary ; and 


Whereas on the twenty-first day of September, 1914, We did 
by Our Royal Proclamation of that date make certain additions to 
the list of articles to be treated as contraband of war; and 


Whereas it is expedient to consolidate the said lists and to 
make certain additions thereto: 


Now, therefore, We do hereby declare, by and with the advice 
of Our Privy Council, that the lists of contraband contained in the 
schedules to Our Royal Proclamations of the fourth day of August and 
the twenty-first day of September aforementioned are hereby with- 
drawn, and that in lieu thereof during the continuance of the war 
or until We do give further public notice the articles enumerated 
in Schedule I hereto will be treated as absolute contraband, and
